While a university 
stulent he was private secretary to Miss 
Frances E. Willard, conducting her immense 
correspondence. Subsequently he was private 
secretary to George M. Pullman, and, as 
private secretary to the Rev. J. M. Thoburn, 
Bishop of India, he spent two years in travel 
in Europe, Asia,‘and Africa and in cireum- 
navigating the globe. He is master of six 
languages. Whilejin India he prepared the 
manuscript and did much of the literary work 
on Bishop Thoburn’s book, “India and 
Malaysia,’ which! is now in print. As a 
pastime he took up Sanskrit and Hindustani, 
and in less than a year’s time had a fair com- 
mand of both. 

Will Have Able Allies. 


At the meeting Dr. Rogers giladdened the 
hearts of the committee by formally announ- 
cing that the society had been augmented by 
no less an institution than the University of 
Michigan and that a number of the brightest 
lights in the Ann Arbor faculty had signified 
their readiness to add their names to the long 
list of lecturers already secured. In addition 
to this acquisition negotiations are now on 
foot fur the admission of Iowa State Universi- 
ty and De Pauw University. 

After the meeting Secretary Raymond said: 

“Itis premature to outline any specific 
policy. Suffice it to say that we will push this 
thing and never Cease our labors until we have 
placed a university|extension education at the 
disposal of all who wish it anywhere in this 
group of Northwestern States. The movement 
1s young and it had asmall beginning, but it 
is already great and widespread. It took its 
rise in Engiand, at Cambridge University, iv 
1873. The London society took up the work 
in 1875, and Oxford University made its 
first real effort in this direction in 1885. The 
growth of the movement has been constant, 
and now there are over 40,000 entension 
students in England. The work of the 
American societies for university entension is 
of much nyrore recent date. The earliest suc- 
cessful effort to introduce this system as a 
whole in the United States was nade during 
the winter of 1890-’91 by the Philadelphia 
Society for University Extension, formed in 
Philadelphia in 1890. The active work opened 
at Roxborough, a suburb of Philadelphia, in 
November 1890, with a course in chemistry. 
From the first the progress of the movement 
was rapid, and before the close of the season 
twenty-three centers were formed, and over 
forty courses of lectures delivered to a total 
attendance of nearly 60,000,

* The result of the local movement no sooner 
became generally known than a wniversal de- 
mand for the same. opportunities made itself 
felt. The result, so far as the region around 
Chicago was concerned, was the formation 
last autumn of the Chicago Society for Uni- 
versity Extension, with Franklin H. Head as 
President, Mrs. Charles Henrotin Vice-Presi- 
dent, and Franklin MacVeagh Treasurer.

and methods. No great work in education 
along higher limes has ever been self-support- 
ing, in the ordinary sense of that term, and 
the society will be obliged to rely on the pub- 
lic spirit of all citizens, rich and poor, for 
funds to carry on the work.

We will be in- 
corporated with a ‘not for profit’ 
clause, and every cent received in dvona- 
tions or otherwise will be expended for 
the actual educational work. The only ex- 
ception in this respect is the salary of the 
Secretary and the expenses for postage, sta- 
tionery, and incidentals. When the world 
wakes up to the benefits of such a training to 
the community in which it is given, I have 
strong faith that money will not be lack:ng. 

‘** The society is governed by a council, con- 
sisting of the heads of the various institutions 
coéperating in the work and of prominent cit- 
izens. The organ of the society is a mouthly 
journal entitied the University Eatension 
Bulletin, which serves as its medinm of com- 
inuaication with its members and supple- 
ments the work of the lecturer with plans for 
study and timely references. In the 
organization of a local center the first 
step is the appointment of 
committees for working purposes and a larger 
council for extending the work. The next 
step is the choice of subjects and lectures for 
the course it proposes to take. Ihe local 
centers pay no fees to the society outside of 
the fees and expenses of their lectures.”’ 


Campaign Will Be Aggressive, 


Mr. Raymona guardedly limited his ob- 
servations on the withdrawal of Chicago Uni- 
versity to the statement that there was ample 
room for two or even more such institutions 
in the field. Itis an open secret, however, 
that both societies are making ready for an 
aggressive campaign, which wnay or may not 
be friendly. Tne Chicago society will draw 
largely upon Michigan, Wisconsin, and Indi- 
ana State Universities and upon Northwestern 
University, while the Chicago University So- 
ciety is importing talent from England and 
the Eastern universities. The Chicago Uni- 
versity Society has the advantage of wealth 
and large advertising facilities, while the Chi- 
cago Society has the start of its rival by two 
months in time. 

Indications peint to the probability that 
this schism will lead to the maintenance of 
two extremely live societies. Each will se- 
cure better talent and do better work because 
of the fact that the other is on hand watching 
for every point of vantage.

Now the rib manufact- 
urers have raised their price 20 per cent and 
the anti-trust men blame the American 
Umbrella company for the advance. 
Encouraged by the success of the rib manu- 
facturers, the makers of umbrella sticks have 
put ona bold front. Of late they have been 
exceedingly firm in quoting figures and 
scorned offers below their quotations. 

Among the firms said to be outside the com- 
bination are: Belknap, Johnson & Powell, 
Lezem, Mayer & Dazian, Herman Barnberger, 
W. W. Harrison, Isaac Smith’s Sons,. the 
Amaze Lyon conipany, New York; Gans 
Bros., New York and Baltimore; Moxye, 
Bowler & Co., New York and Philadelphia; 
Hirsh & Bros., Samuel S. Fretz, Philadelphia. 


Not Afraid of the Trust. 


William Gans, a member of the firm of 
Gans Bros., Baltimore and New York, was 
seen at the Palmer yesterday afternoon. 

‘“‘No, we are not in the trust,”’ said Mr. 
Gans when asked if his firm was a member of 
the American Umbrella company. ‘The 
trust has not advanced prices as yet. Its pur- 
pose is to force the other manufacturers out 
of the market by lower prices and then the 
trade would be at its mercy. Ido not think, 
however, that the trust will succeed. There 
are a great number .of large manufacturers 
on the outside whocan afford to compete. 
Sam Fretz, one of the largest manufacturers 
in the United States, was asked to join 
the combination and refused. Many 
others feel the same way. I have 
been out on the road some time 
now, and I find the retailers opposed to the 
trust. Many retailers say-they will not buy of 
any member of the combination. Of course 
the profits in the umbrella business have not 
been exceedingly large. But I must confess 
that to our firin they bave ‘been satisfactory. 
Our sales will reach $500,000 a year, but there 
are other firms outside the combine, like 
Hirsh & Bro. and Fretz, who sell probably 
$1,000,000 worth of umbrellas every year.”’ 

Frederick Walton, buyer for Frank Bros.’ 
umbrella department, was seen. 

“Umbrellas,” he said, “are sold cheap, 
there is no doubt as to that. There is no great 
profit in them tor the manufacturer, but there 
is a fair margin for the retailer. Even if the 
prices do advance I do not think the consumer 
will be made to pay the advance, as with the 
margin left for the retailer the latter can well 
afford to sell at the old figures. Of course the 
cheaper grades will in all probability advance 
first, for heretofore they have beer sold low.”’ 

F. J. Weixelbaum, manager of the umbrella 
departments in Fish, Joseph & Co.’s store and 
at the Bee Hive, said that he had bought cer- 
tain classes of umbrellas, such as Glorias, at 
lower figures since the combination went into 
effect. He thought that if the American Um- 
brella company would carry out its plan and 
establish a warehouse here it would give that 
institution a decided advantage over its com- 
petitors.

TO ENFORCE RETALIATORY MEASURES, 


Instructions Sent to Collectors of Customs— 
by the Secretary of the Treasury. 

Wasurnetor, D. C., July 30.—[Special,]— 
Instructions were sentto Collectors of Cus- 
toms by the Secretary of the Treasury today 
calling attention to the act recently passed by 
Congress regarding the tolisto be exacted 
from Canadian vessels passing through the 
Sault Ste. Marie Canal, This is intended as 
reciprocal for the discrimimation manifested 
by the Canadian authorities against United 
States vessels passing through the Welland 
Canal, and the instructions of Congress are to 
go into effect immediately. In brief they re- 
quire the collection of a poll tax of $5 for each 
passenger going through the Soo on a Cana- 
dian vessel and $10 for each ton of freight _ 
carried by the same clasa of vessels. 

Kineston, Ont., July 340.—| Special. |—The 
towing traftic on the St. Lawrence is causing 
considerable talk among marine men. Ira 
B. Breck of the old tirm of Calvin & Breck 
supports the contention that the American 
channel route between Kingston and Mont- 
real is the only practicable dne for 1 tow of 
barges. He says that in all his experience in 
the forwarding b@Siness he never remembers 
sending a tow by any other than by the south 
or American channel and could not have in- 
duced his Captains to take any other if he had 
wanted them to. The other channels would 
be feasible with one barge or perhaps two 
but if there were any more the tug would 
have to ferry them into the intricacies of the 
islands one atatime. On the question the 
News says: ‘“‘It may be remarked that the 
use of the St. Lawrence is mutualiy guaran- 
teed to vessels of both nations by the Warh- 
ington treaty and it cannot be interfered 
with unless the whole treaty is abandoned—a 
remote contingency. 


ABOLISHING ALL SEPARATE SCHOOLS. 


The Privy Council Decides in Favor of the 
Manitoba Law. 

WinnipzG, Man.. July 30.—[Special.]—With 
a view to the abolition of separate schoois, the 
Manitoba Legislature recently«passed an act 
withdrawing pecuniary public assistance from 
them and making all classes amenable to 
taxatioa for the support of public echools. 
Its endeavor to collect these taxes was re- 
sisted by a Catholic layman, who refused _to 
pay them unless a fair proportion of them 
applied to separate schools. Several | courts, 
including the Supreme Court of Canada, de- 
cided in favor of the layman, and the Legis- 
lature appealed to the Privy: Council in En- 
gland, the highest tribunal in the Em- 
pire.. .After the -adverse decision of the 
Supreme Court, a Church of England 
layman also resisted payment unless a 
part of the taxes was devoted to schools of 
his denomina‘ion, and this vase, too, was by 
consent referred to the Privy Council... Judg- 
ment in favor of the Legislature was given to- 
day in both these cases and the gorse d of the 
act abolishing separate schools established. 
The Dominion Government possesses the 
power to pass remedial legislation it it thinks 
the privileges of any class are being injudi- 
ciously curtailed, and this possibility of 
reinedial legislation has loomed up ominously 
at every stage of the case. The Dominion 
Government provided funds to enable the 
Catholic appellant to carry his case through, 
and has all along shown a willingness to pro- 
vide suck ** remedies ‘’ as the hierarchy m int 
suggest, and ig not hkely now to abandon 
this policy. This question, therefore. will be a 
live issue at the next session of the Dominion 
House, and is dikely to produce a stormy de- 
bate in the House and much agitation in the 
country. 


OVERHEAD STREET-CAR CABLES. 


Another Invention to Do Away With Horse 
 Pewer—Said to Be Cheap. 

New ’ York, July 380.—/[Special.|—Horse 

power as a method of propelling street cars is 
doomed. Recognizing this fact, dozens of in- 
ventors have recently applied themselves to 
the task of devising some traction power, at 
once cheap and effective, which would fill the 
bill. The latest contrivance 1% an overhead 
cable strung on poles. 
Its backers assert that it combiues the ele- 
ments of speed, cleanliness, and safety, and 
they hope that it will be adopted by one or 
more of the surface lines running underneath 
the elevated roads. William A. Butler is the 
inventor of the system. In a general way, 
the equipment of a road,. operated* according 
to Mr. Butier’s idea, woul resemble the plant 
ofatrolley road. The cahles would be sus- 
pended over either track by means of 
iron pillars and cross bars, the connection 
with the cables would be made by means of 
mechanisin not unlike that employed by the 
trolley cara, and a near-sighted man would 
hardly be able to distinguish one of the out- 
fits from another.

New Yorx, July 30,—[Special.]—Though 
there was less heat in the air today according 
to the thermometer, few New: Yorkers could 
force themselves to believe it. There was a 
something in the air which wilted collars, 
brought the perspiration, and caused inen to 
invoke back-handed benedictions on the 
weather. The temperature was hot excessive 
up to 9 o’elock in the morning, but men suf- 
ferred nevertheless. The night was a dread- 
ful one for the people in the overcrowded 
tenement quarters, and half the population 
spent at least a part of it on the roof tops. 
Even the more fortunate folks up town, who 
had all the cdoling advantages that 
money can produce for those com- 
pelled to remain in town, bad a most 
uncomfortable night of it. There was 
little or no breeze to take the edge off the 
warm wave in the morning, and even when 
the clouds gathered late in the afternoon and 
a few drops of rain fell there was scarcely any 
alleviation of the all-pervading., discomfort. 
Men and beasts sweltered all day long, and 
both men and beasts were stricken by the 
score, Car horses and truck horses fell in the 
streets faster than the ambulances could 
carry them away. Themortality among them 
was doubtiess the largest of the week, and so 
the day went on record as the most deadly of 
the week of deadly days.

‘The week, of almost unprecedentedly hot 
weather ended tonight will long be memor- 
able in meteorological annals.’ Not since 
Ex- 
cessivély hot days by the dozen have, é6f course, 
intervened, but so long continued a spell of 
depressing heat has not afflicted the city since 


temperature for the six days beginning with 
last Monday were: Monday, 84°; Tuesday, 
85°; Wednesday, 84°; Thursday, 84°; Friday, 

7°, Saturday, 78°. The highest temperature 
of the week, according to the Signal Service 
thermometer, was 95.5°, which was registered 
at 2:30 p. m. Tuesday, and at no time during 
the week did the mercury get below 73°, which 
was recorded at 5 o’clock this morning. 

At the office of the Society for the Preven- 
tion of Cruelty to Animals it was said tonight 
that not less than 500 car horses had died in 
+ rat of the heat during the last six 

ays. 

The extraordinary hot weather of the last 
few days has raised the death rate to a point 
unknown since 1872. According to the figures 
issued today by Dr. Nagle of the Bureau of 
Vital Statistics thefé were 1,434 deaths during 
the week, and 286 from all causes today, the 
highest number in a single day for twenty 
years, (the largest mumber in one day ever 
known being July 3, 1872, when 381 persons 
died within twenty-four hours. During the 
week ending July 3, 1873, there were 1,591 
deaths. Dr. Nagle attributes the unusual 
mortality to the heat alone. 

There have been seventeen cases of sun- 
stroke and sudden prostrations from heat on 
Staten Island since Wednesday, six of which 
have resulted fatally. There have been a 
number of sudden deaths of invalids without 
medical attendance, and the Coroners have 
been kept busy. The mortality among in- 
fants and children has been great and the 
death rate is heavier than ever known in the 
same period of time. 


Prostration in the Sugar Refineries. 


Out of the 1,400 employés of the sugar re- 
fineries of Williamsburg during the last six 
days almost 500 men have been prostrated. 
Notwithstanding the slight rain last night 
during the shift of both the Havemeyer and 
Brooklyn sugar refineries men quit by the 
dozens, refusing to work any more. The 
portion of the Havemeyer refinery facing 
on Kent avenue is’ eleven stories 
high, and all during the night and 
early this morning white-faced men eould be 
seen leaning from the windows gasping for a 
breath of air. . Inside the temperature ranged 
from 110° to 140°, and the men during the last 
week have worked in that temperature and 
were carried out by dozens day and night. Up 
to noon today the number overcome by heat 
reached 475, The men are known by numbers 
and not by names, and the books of the com- 
pany furnish no clew whatever to the identity 
of the sufferers. ; 

James F. Bendernagel, Treasurer of the 
Havemeyér refinery, stated this morning that 
the company had wards for their men 
both in the Eastern Dhistrict and St. 
Catherine’s Hospitals. Three meti were 
taken away Sunday night, twenty-eight were 
removed Monday, and two of the three taken 
away the previous day were reported dead.

Curious Customs of a Band Who Have 
Come to Gather American Dollars. 

New Youk, July 30,—{Special.}—The thirty 
howling dervishes who arrived at this port 
Friday were landed at Ellis Island today and 
were taken in a large express wagon to an 
up-town hotel. These are no ordinary 
Oriental fanatics, Each is said to be a high 
priest of his order. They were gathered from 
different parts of kgypt and _ the 
Soudan, Some of them come from 
Khartoum and profess to have known 
Gen. Gordon while he was besieged at that 
piace. Their costumes consist of flowing 
robes and turbans of many colors. One of 
them held a spear; enother stroked the fur of 
a large tiger cat. Ali looked wild and 
picturesque. Although these Dervishes while 
at home devote most of their time to prayer 
and believe in Allah as the only god and in 
Mohammed as his prophet, their mission to this 
land is not to make converts but to take 
in American dollars by givi exhibitions 
throughout the country. Incidentally they 
will exhibit themselves at the World’s Fair. 
Among the things they do with the special per- 
mission of Allah and his prophet are dancing 
barefooted on sharp swords and ‘cut-glass, 
swallowing live snakes, eating pounded giass, 
and burning coals and cutting off each other’s 
heads. There are three sects of them—the 
Sardy, or dancers; the Melawy, or howlers and

SUIT FILED AGAINST BROOKLYN. 


The Aldermen Granted a Franchise Gratis 
for Which $30,000 Had Been Offered. 

New York, July 30.—/Special.|—Suit was 
entered in the Supreme Court today in behalf 
of the Union Street railway company of 
Brooklyn against the City of Brooklyn and 
the members of the Common Council 
who voted to give the franchise for 
constructing a_  street-car line through 
Union and other streets to the Union 
railroad company. The Union Street railroad 
company had offered the city $30,000 for the 
franchise and the rival corporation, the Union 
railroad company, offered nothing. The plars 
and routes of the two companies are substan- 
tially identical. The Aldermen voted the 
franchise to. the Union railroad company 
without .exacting any co.npensation, and 
when Mayor Boody vetoed this action the 
veto was overridden by a vote of 16 
to 32. Action is now brought to 
have the alleged franchise aeclared 
null and void, and if the court finds that the 
franchise 1s legai to compel the Aldermen 
who granted it to pay to the city as individ- 
uals the amount offe for the franchise by 
the Union Street railroad company. The com- 
plaint goes on tosay: **Such vote was a matter 
of political fear and favor, and was the 
result of collusion between the said individual 
defendants and the di rs and persons in- 
terested in the defenda ailroad company, 
and the same was done with imtent on the 
part of the said colluding persons to cheat and 
defraud the City of Brooklyn out of,the value 
of the said franchise.”

GOV. BUCHANAN OF TENNESSEE 
WITHDRAWS HIS NAME, 


He Is No Longer a Candidate for Renom- 
ination—He Issues an Address to the 
State Democracy Declaring That Party 
Success Is Endangered by the Present 
Vituperative Campaign—May Make an 
Independent Race—Results of Congres- 
sional and Other Conventions, 


Nasuvituie, Tenn., July 30.—[Special.]— 
Gov. J. P. Buchanan today issued an address 
to the Democracy uf the State announcing 
his withdrawal as a candidate for renomina- 
tion by the convention which will meet here 
Aug. 8 There have been only two candidates 
for the nomination, Gov. Buchanan and Judge 
Peter Turney, Chief Justice of the Supreme 
Court. Gov. Buchanan’ has filled his office 
for two years and Judge Turney has deen on 
the bench for nearly thirty years. 

Gov. Buchanan was the President of the 
State Farmers’ Alliance when elected Gov- 
ernor, and secured the nomination principally 
by reason'‘of this fact. The anti-Alliance wing 
of the Democracy strongly opposed his re- 
nomination, and Judge Turney was brought 
out as a candidate against him. 

Judge Turney secured two-thirds of the dele- 
gates to the coming convention after a strong 
fight had been made in various counties, 

Go¥. Buchanan and his friends have resented 
the bitter warfare made upon the Farmers’ 
Alliance by certain leaders and newspapers 
and the result has been a wide disaffection. 
Gov. Buchanan in his address says: 

Before the inauguration of the present vitupera- 
tive campaign the Democratic party had better 
prospects for harmony and success in Tennessee 
than in any other Southern State on account of 
its conservatism. It is now rent by internal dis- 
sensions and split into hostile factions. 

He reviews at length the fight made upon 
the Alliance, defends this organization, con- 
demns what he calls the radical faction of the 
party, says it is evident the coming conven- 
tion will be controlled by the same element, 
and in view of this fact he withdraws his 
name from its consideration for renomina- 
tion. 

The withdrawal of the Governor is the prin- 
cipal topic of conversation everywhere to- 
night. Many think he will run as the People’s 
party candidate, but nothing definite is known 
on this point. The Republicans and Prohibi- 
tionists have already nominated their candi- 
dates for Governor. The Democrats will place 
one in the field next month, and nine days 
later the third party will select a nominee. 
THE ALABAMA CAMPAIGN CLOSED. 
Trouble Expected, but the Chances Are in 

Favor of Jones for Governor. 

BIRMINGHAM, Ala., July 30.—/Special. }— 
The gubernatorial campaign in this State 
closes tonight. R. F. Kolb, who is indorsed 
by the Alliance and People’s party, will also 
get a majority of the Republican vote, they 
having made no nominations, 

Jones, the alleged regularly nominated 
Democratic nominee, ciaims he will geta 
majority of not less than 25,000. Kolb men 
claim they have a majority of the State, but 
fear they will be counted out. They say they 
will get a small majority of white and nearly 
all the black votes. i 

They charge that a plot has been laid to 
count all black baliots for Jones. The cam- 
paign has been a bitter one and many of the 
farmers will not again vote the D2mocratic 
ticket. 

They will go into the People’s party in No- 
vernber in large numbers, The Kolb men 
claim they will elect the Legislature and will 
seat Kolb anyhow. There is some fear of 
this. 

They say they are determined to seat Kolb 
at all hazards, if it results in placing the State 
in the Republican column, and there is serious 
danger of this—that is, on a fair count, 

Several conflicts have been narrowly aver- 
ted. P. G. Bowman, leader of Kolb forces, 
is a South Carolinian and adead shot. For 
the last week or so he has placed 
hig open valise on a stand in 
front of« him while speaking. In the 
valise he has ready at all timesa brace of 
45-caliber Colt revolvers. He has denounced 
in severe language the Jones leaders and sev- 
eral newspaper men, and has miraculously 
escaped unharined so far. 

There have been great rallies for both men 
in all the counties every day for the last two 
weeks, and the people are aroused and ex- 
cited. Whites in the black belt, who are 
for Kolb and who have stuffed ballot- 
boxes so often in the past against the Repub- 
licans, now swear that they will be at the bal- 
lot-boxes Monday armed and will see that the 
negro vote is counted as voted. 

Many threats of killing have been made in 
varicus parts of the State unless the vote is 
counted right. The trouble arises from the 
fact that the negro has been counted out so 
long that the box-stuffers are loath to quit 
even when a brother Democrat is running on 
an independent ticket. 

Realiy the situation is merely one of count- 
ing votes. If the Kolb men take charge in‘the 
negro sections and see that the votes are 
counted, Kolb will be successful, but the 
chances are against him tonight.

made Monday. A petition, signed by John 
C, Spooner, George W. Bird, C. E. Estabrook, 
and George Greev, as attorneys, has been 
prepared, and will be served on the Attorney- 
General Monday. The application is for 
him to move in the Supreme Court Aug. 9, 
for leave to bring suit in the name of the At- 
torney-General ayaiust the Secretary of State 
to enjoin him from executing the new appor- 
tionment law. The petitioner is Charies F. 
Lamb, a Madison lawyer. The petition sets 
out in detail the alleged multiplied violations 
of the rule of equity of representation —re- 
quired by the Constitution in the legislative 
apportionments as adjudged by the Supreme 
Court of Wisconsin iu the first gerrymander 
case and as recently emphasized by the Su- 
preme Court of Micmgan. 

From petition it appears that in more than 
half of the Senate and Assembly districts this 
rule has been grossly violated, and to such an 
extent as to show an entire abandonment of 
that rule. The difference in the Senate dis- 
tricts reaches all the way from a few thousand 
to 65,000; as for example the Seventeenth Sen- 
atorial District, composed of Rock and Green 
Counties, contains 69,062, and the Fourth 
District, in Milwaukee County, only 
30,372, a difference of 38,680. The 
unit of Senate representation, it may be 
interesting to state in this. connection, is 
61,117. The difference in the Assembly dis- 
tricta is shown to vary all the way from a few 
hundred to, in one case at least, 16,213. It 
appears that.these great differences in popula- 
tion are in every instance occasioned by de- 
parture from the constitutional requirement 
that the Assembly districts shall consist of 
contiguous territory and be in as compact a 
form as practicable, and that conformity to 
that requirement will receive substantial 
equality of Sapmeneh., | 

The reason for applying to the Democratic 
Attorney-General in the first instance to move 


| in this matter is that under the law the party 
desiring to invoke the original jurisdiction of 
the Supreme Court in the issuanee of preroga- 
tive writs must first request the Attorney-Gen- 
eral to move for leave to bring the action, 
then if he refuses or unreasonably delays to 
make the motion the party himself may move 
in that behalf. Upon leave being granted the 
next step wili be the service of the summons and 
coniplaint on the Secretary 6f State.

Monticello jail was awakened by a mob of 
white men, The leader said he had a pvris- 
oner whom he wished to place in jail. The 
keeper of the prison, not suspecting anything 
wrong, dressed hithself and left his room, 
When aout six feet from the door he was 
seized by two men and three more emerged 
from a well curd with drawn revolvers and 
commanded him to surrender the keys, | 

He was final! overpowered and 
the keys taken from hie. The mob then en- 
‘tered the prison and took from a cell an old 
negro named Baker. The prisoner was taken 
to a hill nearby aud tied to a limb and riddled 
with buckshot, His body was literaily torn 
to pleces. 

On the night of July 22 Baker was assaulted 
by a inob of white men in Ashley County. He 
was at his home and had retired. The crowd 
went to his house, but were re. 
fused admittance, whereupon they broke 
down the door. Brker seized his 
gun and fired into the crowd, the whole load 
entering the body of one Joe Priest, who was 
found to be disguised. Priest had previously 
been playing cards with Baker. and it seems 
that Baker had won some money from him. 

Baker was promptly arrested and brought 
to Monticello by Sheriff Ciark of Ashley Coun- 
ty forsafe keeping and protection froin the 
mob, ‘The citizens of Monticello are greatly 
excited over last night’s crime.

Don C. Bruce, the 
City Marshal, was shot down on the street by 
a man named Charles Hawkins on that day, 
and so great was the indignation of the citi. 
zens that a mob that same evening took 
Hawkins from the jail and hung him to a tree 
in |the court-house yard. Bruce, however, 
after lingering a number of months, recovered 
fron) three pistol shot wounds in the breast, and 
‘i# yet the acting City Marshal of Shelbyville, 
The revolver used by the would-be ~ assassin 
was captured by the officers and is now in the 
possess‘on of Bruce, and it is over the posses. 
sion of this weapon that the present excite 
ment prevails. 

Daniel Hawkins, known allover the coun- 
ty as *‘ Babe ” Hawkins, is a brother of the 
late Charles, and has figured in many shoot 
mg affrays in this cOunty and elsewhere in the 
past twelve months. He has been collecting 
what he suppcsed to be evidence against the 
persons who participated in the lyoching of 
his brother Charlie, and has threatened divers 
persons with bodily injury. His animosity 
seems directed particularly against Marshal 
Bruce, and on different occasions he has met 
Bruce and demanded the revolver with which 
his brother did the shooting. Ateach time, 
however, he has met with a sharp refusal. So 
far, Daniel Hawkins has traveled upon the 

. theory that the revolver in controversy was the 

property of his brother. This, however, ig 
far from the facts. It is-said that 
the revolver belonged to Seymour Ivey, who 
had a week before the shooting been arrested 
by Bruce, and had offered or given Charles 
Hawkins $2,500 to shoot Bruce, and loaned 
him the revolver for that purpose. Ivey left 
im mediately after and has not been heard of 
since, 

Daniel Hawkins, who tells of his cowboy 
experiefice, came to town today with three 
revolvets buckled about his waist, and meet- 
ing Bruce upon the street demanded the re. 
turn of what he claimed was his brother’s 
revolver. Bruce refused to deliver the re. 
volver up to the desperado, who, 1t is said, 
attempted to shoot, but the crowd intervened 
and prevented a scene upon the street. The 
news of Hawkins’ presence in the city and the 
object of his visit was soon known over the 
city und the excitement became great. Groups 
of people could be seen in earnest conversa- 
tion, and it was evident about 6 o’clock that a 
mob was collecting. 

An affidavit was filed before Justice Gray 
Craft charging Hawkins with carrying con- 
cealed weapons, and the warrant was placed 
in the hands of Bruce, who immediately 
started in search of Hawkins. From all parts 
of the city persons joised the posse and were 
ready to follow the Marshal to the end. Haw- 
kins, however, got wind of the preparation; 
and left the city. The search contmued for 
several hours. At 7 o’clock the excitement 
had grown to such an extent that if Hawkins 
had been found not only he but four or five 
of his syinpathizers and coadjutators would 
no doubt have been hanged. From the talk 
on the streets it is evident that Hawkins will 
be forced to ieave the country or suffer vio- 
lence at the hands of an organized mob, 
which is sure to be composed of morg than 
200 persons, and in case Hawkins 80 
dealt with several other persons residing 
in Shelbyville, who have been encourag- 
ing Hawkins 1m his plan to annoy the Cit 
Marshal and other prominent citizens, will 
suffer a similar fate. Hawkins will probably 
be arrested Monday on the charge already 
preferred, and surety of the peace proceed. 
ings, in which case he will most likely stay in 
jail. Itis asserted thas if the. Marshal at- 
tempts to arrest Hawkins a shooting affray 
will ensue, but Bruce does not fear to face 
bullets, and there is no doubt that he will 
make the attempt.

State officials to greater energy, to secure all 
the voluntary help he can from the educated 
classes, and to more vigorously enforce the 
laws in dealing with the ignorant peasants, 
most of whom are on a level with the 
peasants of Russia as far as un- 
cleanliness and superstition are concerned. 

May Spread Along the Danube. 

The news from Galicia does not excite 
alarm here, but the Presseburg advices have 
given the authoritses a momentary stock. 
The proximity of Vienna and the likelihood 
that the disease, should it become epidemic, 
will spread along the Danube, makes the 
news of serious import. The erlin 
‘physicians ‘now apprehend an_ early 
outbreak of cholera in Silesia and South- 
ern Germany. The Polish-Galician front- 
jer will be strictly cordoned, and the cases 
along the line, should any occur, can 
be readily isolated; but it will be difficult to 
repress the epidemic once it appears along 
the upper reaches of the Danube. While mak- 
mg inquiries in official quarters this evening 
regarding the cholera in Austria it was learned 
‘that telegrams had been received from Bres- 
Janu announcing an outbreak of the disease 
there, three cases having been reported to the 
authorities - and removed to the 
hospitals, where they were placed 
in special cholera wards. The physicians 

‘@annot yet definitely pronounce whether 
the disease from which the patients are suf- 
fering is cholerine or Asiatic cholera, but the 
first diagnosis led them to suspect that it was 
the latter. Further instructions were tele- 
graphed tonight to the officials throughout the 
frontier provinces, insisting upon the urgency 
of the adoption of sanitary measures, 

Prince Bismarck’s Reception at Jena. 

Prince Bismarck, accoin panied by Princess 
Bismarck and Count and Countess Herbert 

Bismarck, left Kissengen this afternoon for 

* Weimar. A host of visitors:had gathered at 
the railway station to bid the ex-Chaucellor 
‘farewell. The party will visit Jana and will 
4proceed thence to Varsain, unless the Prince's 
fast adherent, Count von Sonnersmark, de- 
sires to entertain him. His admirers in 
Berlin still hope that the. Prince will 
accept their invitation to meet a circie of 
friends in the German'capital. Should the ex- 
Chancellor give way to these svlicitat-ons and 
visit Berlin complications are sure to arise, as 
demonstrations would certainly be made that 

‘would wound Emperor William’s pride. 
At Jena, great preparations have been 
made for Prince Bismarck’s reception. 
He will be met ‘at Weimar by a 
deputation of his supporters, who will 
escort him to Jena, where representatives of 
the city and the university will deliver ad- 
dresses of welcome. Tonight beacons are 
blazing from the heights around the town, and 
the students are holding a torchlight pro- 
cession. Tomorrow the Prince will receive’ 
several deputations to whom it is expected he 
will make an important speech. : 

The party arrived at Jena this evening. A 
heavy thunderstorm delayed the Prince’s en- 
try into the city, but immediately after the 
storm had cleared he started for the 
Hotel Baer. The whole journey of 
Prince Bismarck was atriumpha! progress. 
The streets in Jena through which his car- 
riage passed were massed with enthusiastic 
crowds and the cheering was continuous. The 
Prince was attired in civilian dress. He un- 
covered his head and’ repeatedly bowed his 
thanks’ for the demonstration in his honor. 

When he had arrived at the hotel the large 
cm@wd which had gathered in front of the 


. balcony and express his thanks for the 
splendid reception which had been accorded 
-him. He said that the knowledge that his 
“services to the country were recognized by 
the German people had enabled him to bear 
many suspicions and shocks. 

Emperor William Censured Von Caprivi.

Bloodstains in Farmer Classen’s House at 
Vandalia and He Is Missing.

‘*[ was surprised,” he said at the Palace the 
other day, ‘ at the size and-appearance of Bang- 
a | kok. It is the Venice of the East. The city 
lies on both sides of the River Menam. About 
twenty miles from the east and on each side, 
branching out from the stream, are a great 
number of canals, upon which the dwellings 
and public buildings are built. The houses, 
constructed of wood as in ‘most Eastern cit- 
ies, stand upon piles, and the wash of the wa- 
ters around these supports at night makes a 
most unique and pleasurable sensation. It is 
as though you were borne along on a gently- 
moving river, for the city is as silent asa 
necropolis and there are no sounds, no clang- 
ing of street-car belis, no hideous shouting of 
salvation hymns to break the spell. Farther 
down the river you see tier upon tier of float- 
ing houses moo to the bank, in which a 
- | large part of the population of 300,000 dweil. 
1 * But that part of Bangkok which interests 
the tourist most is the section set apart for the 
King. ‘The palace is inclosed in high white 
walls which are @ mile in circumference. 
Within them are contained temples, public 
offices, seraglios, stables for the sacred ele- 
phant, accommodations for 1,000 troops, cav- 
alry, artillery, war elephants, an arsenal, and 
a theater. The palace of the King is equipped 
with true oriental magnificence. Hangings of 
the costliest tapestry and mats made of woven 
silver catch the eye at every turn. His pres- 
ent Majesty, a luxurious fellow, had lately 
erected a structure of which the like does not 
exist in the world. In summer Bangkok is a 
steaming sweat-room, and any contrivance to 
escape from the heat is eagerly entertained. 
Some Chinese architect suggested to the 
King that he have erected a glass pavilion in 
the great reservoir that occupies part of the 
palace grounds. He drew the plans and the 
scheme captured the fancy of the King. The 
pavilion is built entirely of glass—walls, 
flcors, ceiling, and all—joined by an indis- 
soluble cement. The plates or slabs of differ- 
ent sorts and thicknesses and of variegated 
colors were obtained in France, whither an 
agent had been sent for the purpose. When 
put together they formed the prettiest and 
most unique structure that imagination can 
picture. The Chinese architect, true to the 
genius of his race, had ornamented it with 
quaint turrets and gables that made it seem a 
toy house. 
‘* By mechanical means it was so arranged 
that when empty the pavilion would rise to 
the surface of the miniature lake. At a little 
distance it resembles nothing so much as a 
pretty conservatory, such &s might be seen in 
the Jardin des Plants at Paris or in the gar- 
dens at London. Happening along a little 
later you might wonder what had become of 
the pavilion. An attendant’ would tell you 
that the King was taking recreation with his 
harem at the bottom of the lake ahd point to 
the spirelike ventilators rising above the level 
of the placid surface as evidence of the truth 
of what he tells you. 
‘** By one door only ean the King enter, and 
this closes hermetically after him. ; At once 
the edifice begins tosink, the valves in the 
tail pipes in the roof opening, and in a few 
minutes it is resting beneath the placid waters.

St. Louis, Mo., July 30.—Late this after- 
noon Florence D. White, editor, and Samuel 
Williams and George S, Johns, assistants, 
comprising the responsible editorial staff of 
the Post-Dispatch, were arrested on warrants 
sworn out by Judge J. C. Normile of the St. 
Louis Criminal Court, charging criminal! libel. 
At the same time civil suits for $400,000 dam- 
ages were begun against the Pulitzer Publish- 
ing company, owners of the paper. In the 
criminal proceedings there are six counts in 
each warrant, each count being based on sep- 
arate items published in the paper. There are 
also six counts in the civil suit petition, $50,000 
each being asked for on four and $100,000 each 
in the other two. The action grows out of re- 
ports of and comments upon recent disrup- 
tions of the grand jury of Judge Normile’s 
court and occurrences incident thereto,

Unhealthy surroundings create demoraliza- 
tion, disease, and crime. 
importance, then, that officers charged with 
the enforcement of health laws are not only 
qualified for the work 
upon to do but are in a particular man- 
ner enthusiastic on the subject of sanitary ze- 
form. 
the laws of health arise not so much from an- 
tagonistic views in relation to proper sanita- 
tion as from a tendency to undervalue the |it- 
o facts and little opportunities of every day 
ife, 
the fact that he is to some extent responsible 
for the cundition of the public health and, in 
order to keep his conscience clear, kept his 
back yard, alley, and the street in front of his 
premises clean, the reports of the health offi- 
cers would show the result of this multiplied 
effort. Every one can do something. 

Sunlight, pure air, and thorough cleanliness 
are natural enemies of disease germs, either 
in the home, the alley, or the street. 
these germs cannot live where they have not 
their proper food, which is found m dampness, 
darkness, mold, and dirt. The experience of 
Koch and others prove that living germs of 
consumption when exposed to the sunlight 
lose their vitality in a few hours, or even ina 
few minutes, There is no sounder philosophy 
than is to be found in the old saying: “‘ There 
is more health in asunbeam than in drugs; 
more life in pure air_than in the physician’s 

care; that sunlight may fade your carpets, 
but better that than have disease fade your 
cheeks,”’ 


Our city government seems to realize for 
the first time the necessity for the prompt and 
speedy removal of the garbage accumulating 
in our city. That there is great danger must 
be apparent to everyone. 
the long neglect of tliis important question 
have been many, and yet heaps of garbage 
continue to breed disease and to furnish the 
proper condition for the rapid growth and de- 
velopment of any germs which niay lodge 
therein. 
cay is better known today than formerly. 
These do not consist of mere oxygenation, 
but in a large part are due to the action of the 
bacteria of putrefaction and fermentation. 
Where these ordinary bacteria thrive, patho- 
genic germs may, and hence it follows that 
garbage accumulations are a constant menace 
to the public health. 

It is time, therefore, that the people should 
be taught that the public health is not a thing 
to be tampered with?’ 
must not be 
carelessness in the midst of the disease pro- 
ducing ~cunditions. Instructions should be 
given by the Health Department regarding 
the house and its surroundings, the relation of 
filth to disease, and the public views given 
as in the past by the press will be a great 
teacher along these lines.

Flower had 
denied the application for commutation of 
The doomed man asked that he 
might be permitted, during the few remain- 
ing hours of his hfe, to receive a visit from 
his wife, for whom he has, during his confine- 
ment, expressed the most tender affection. At 
first this request was denied, as the Warden 
at the law expressly forbade him 
to allow any one to come within reach of the 
prisoner after the death-watch had been set, 
and, continued he, “‘ You would want to kiss, 
or at least, shake hands with her on meeting 
But Wood pleaded and prom- 
ised that if his wife could only come and sit 
ten feet from his cell door he would remain 
at the other end of the cell, and have his final 
words with her at that distance. This 
Warden consented to, and a purse was imme- 
diately made up-to defray the expenses of her 
It does, not appear probable that the 
execution will take place before Tuesday or 
Wednesday, although it is announced that 
after today all visitors will be denied admis- 
sion to the prison yards until after the execu- 
tion has taken place.

In elderly persons the amount of impurities in 
the air surrounding the sleeper must greater 
than in the younger persons ; consequently. while 
both persons would be more or less injured, the 
proportion of harm would donbtless be greater to 
the younger person than to the person of more

WERE FEW ADVANCES. 


SUGAR TRUST LED THE WAY IN 
THE WALL STREET WORK. 


After the Industrials Had Been Brought 
Under the Iniltence of the Market's 
Slight Upward Tendency the Railroads 
Got Some of the Good Effects—Peculiar- 
ity of the “Albert Lea” Advance-<Con- 
dition of the Securities a Year Ago and 
Now—F¥eatures of the Week. 

New York, July 30.—|Special.j—While the 
last week was less favorable to mental or 
bodily activity than any which have preceded 
it recently the market had more life in it 
than it has: had in many weeks of pre- 
ceding ool weather. The most active 
stocks have been the industrials, which 
is| pretty good evidence that the purely 
professional end of the market has been 
looked after by Mr. Keene. This gentleman 
seems to be as cool as the proverbial cucum- 
ber at any stage of the thermometer and the 
torrid heats of the last week appeared to have 
no other than a professional interest for him. 
His only concera was in respect to the effect 
on the corn crop, and when the Western dis- 
patches came in telling of the saving rains 
throughout the corn beit he expressed himself 
with more contidence about the future of the 


market. . ; 

Truly enough the rains came justin time, 
forthe dispatches that told of their coming 
confessed, what before had been strenuously 
denied, that considerable injury had already 
been done by hot winds in Kansas and _else- 
where. Much of this injury the rains w'll re- 
pair. The corn has nowa fair chance of 
going through ail right, but it will evidently 
be a sort of touch and go business with it to 
the end, or, at any rate, to aconsiderable pro- 
purtion of thecrop. This month of July will 
be one of the historic seasohs. It will go on 
the records for reference, as we refer now to 
the last preceding similar season, which was 
sixteen years ago, in 1876. 

The effect of the announcement that heavy 
rains were falling in the Western country was 
to stimulate the whole market. About the 
same time came another bullish announce- 
ment that the House had voted to adjourn 
Saturday. Congress. has, with silver legisia- 
tion and anti-option bills, kept commercial 
and financial circles in such disquietude that 
the prospect of a speedy adjournment was 
hailed with a feeling of relief. Such small 
disturbance of business as the Presidential 
campaign may make 1s of little account. ‘The 
real danger is in the making of campaign 
material and all that sort of thing in Congress. 
There it is hable to take on the serious form 
of statutory enactments. 

Were Not Scared by Gold Shipments, 

The market had got sofar under way that 
the announcement of large gold engagements 
for export yesterday failed to check its ad- 
vance. It is late in the season for bar gold to be 
going out. Butifit were not that gold ex- 
ports now always carry with them the sugges- 
tion that they are bringing us so much nearer 
to an exclusive silver ecnrrency they would 
attract little attention. Money 1s a drug, and 
the bank ‘surplus is over $24,000,000, Sugar 
had the sharpest advance of any stock on the 
list. 

A false alarm from Washington one morn- 
ing caused it to take a sudeen drop, but this 
was speedily recovered from. There is no 
getting away from the big dividends the stock 
pays, and which it continues to pay punctu- 
ally: and from the statement made by good 
aut! ority the company has made in the last 
half year more money than it has ever made 
before. However, the stock has had such a 
quick and large rise that on general principles 
it might be expected to have some - reaction 
now or at least a rest. 

Other industrials, as cotton oil, lead, and 
whisky trust, became active after the move- 
ment in sugar had preparéd the way and each 
had more or less advance. When the buying 
movement broadened out somewhat, the rail- 
way share list had some life put into it. 

The Railroads Got the Boom, 

Quite a little business started in Erie com- 
mon and preferred, the impulse having been 
given by the presentation of the condition of 
the company inthis column. The St. Paul 
bull pool gave that stock a lift, and the Vil- 
lard securities advanced. The . Northern 
Pacific is doing better in earnings than it was, 
and Mr. Villard is quoted as having suffi- 
ciently overcome his fears about silver as to 
have turned bull again. Probably, also, he 
feels better over the settlement of the com- 
pany’s floating debt—settled for another year, 
that is. Even North America advanced a 
little, and may actually advance some more 

The Southwesterfi stoeks naturally were 
strongiy influenced by the Kansas crop dis- 
patches. Atchison became a favorite when 
the news of the rains came, and the stock 
hastened to cover. The buying for both ac- 
counts sent up the quotations in quite a Jively 
way, and the movement was helped by an- 
nouncements that the income bond conversioa 
scheme was assured of success, Atchison 
and Missouri Pacific are so closely 
allied in the speculative idea that the 
advance of the former started up the 
latter. It was rumored that the young Goulds 
were active in the market again, and the rise 
in another Gould stock, Western Union, was 
cited as evidence of it. This stock sold in 
January last at 82. Yesterday it sold at 98, 
It has risen quietly, except on the occasions 
when Deacon White: would take on a small 
line of the stock and blow the trumpets over 


it. | 

The times have not been specially propi- 
tious for movements in specialities, so the 
quick rise of the Minneapolis and St. Louis 
stocks, common «nd preferred, was particu- 
larly noticeable. This 1s the old :ine running 
in connection with the Rock Island road, and 
known as the “* Albert Lea route,’”’ he Rock 
Island tried hard to work it as part of a 
through route from Chicago to Minneapolis, 
but it was no use. It was too roundabout, 
The road went into the hands of a receiver, 
and it is there yet; but the growth of the local 
business of the line has been so great that the 
bonds ate secure of their interest, and it is 
next a question of how soon the preferred 
stock will get a dividend, 

Minneapolis and St. Louis Movement. 

The case is quite remarkable in its way. A 
year ago the bonds were selling: low, but they 
are up now. And on the subject of bonds a 
good 5 per cent investment bond is the Bur- 
lington, Cedar Rapids and Northern consol, 
It is selling below par, and thoroughly gocd 5 
per cent bonds below par are not to be picked 
up everyday. The Northern Pacific consols 
and the Chicago and Northern Pacific tirsts 
have stiftened up a little, and the usual specu- 
lative operations in the Reading incomes have 
been a feature of the Week, The three classes 
of these give a great upportunity for trading, 
and whenever there'is a speculative outburst 
in Reading stock the first. second, and third 
incomes rightly and logically come in for a 
share of it. : 

The dune statement of the Reading came 
out about as expected, or rather as expected 
after the apologetic explanations hed pre- 
ceded its publication. There was a small in- 
crease in earnings, but nothing to boast of. It 
would have been received with satisfaction 
but tor the extravagant promises made in the 
first part of the month, to be succeeded by the 
apologies referred to later. The coal stocks 
have not been leaders in the advance. Lacka- 
wanna has jumped up and down in a lively 
way. 

There is no end of speculative substance in 
those coal stocks, for the coal combination is 
stillin a crude state of formation, and fur- 
thermore is still in the courts, What the 
courts will do with it is uncertain and if there 
should be adverse decisions to be followed up 
by other and adverse action on the part of 
State authorities, it might not only have a 
bad effect on the coal stocks themselves, but 
on the general market as well. This is a 
point not toe lost sight of at this time. 


Tunneling the Rockies. 

The City of Denver is deeply interested in the 
great tunnel that is being dug under Mount Kelso 
and Gray’s Peak, about sixty-fonr miles west of 
that place.

HELD A GRUDGE FOR SIXTY YEARS. 
Why the Commodore and the Admiral

New York Recorder; A funny social row 
among navy people was called up not long 
ago in the navy yard offices in New York when 
two silver-haired and distinguished-looking 
gentlemen came in, having business to trans- 
act with the navy cashier in charge. ‘There 
had been not long before a change of officers 
in control of this important financial 
branch of ‘the service, and = the 
new pay officer happened not 
to be familiar with the liar relations, or, 
more properly, absence of relations, between 
these venerable men. They were both retired 
naval officers, one an Admiral and the other a 
Commodore, who had_ been so long inactive 
that no one knew anything of them but the 
Paymaster who signs their checks or gives 
them their money at the end of each month. 

Neither recognized the other, and each sat 
in the paymaster’s private office enveloped in 
dignity of that magnificent kind so often 
found in these ancient commanders of men 
afloat. It seemed to take the clerk unneces- 
sarily long to fill out the checks, and the 
cashier, who is an exceedingly sociable man, 
became nervous over the indifference mani- 
fested toward one another by the old officers, 
He thought it must be that they did 
not know each other—singular as such a thing 
would be, fur all navy fellows know all other 
navy fellows after they have been in the serv- 
ice two or more years. So he turned to them 
with great affability and said: 

‘* Admiral, you know Commodore So-and- 
Se, don’t you? Commodore, this is Admiral 
So-and-So. Be introduced, gentlemen.” 

The Commodore arose stiffly andto the pay 
officer, in a graff voice, which Edwin Forrest 
would have envied him: 

* T’ll thank you, sir, for mycheck. I have 
no desire to extend my acquaintance.” _ 3 

Then the Admiral arose,etretched himsel 
his full six feet, with a stately swagger, and 
said to the paymaster: 

“T’ll thank you, sir, to observe that I came 
first; nud, further, I’ll thank you, sir, to give 
me that check without wasting any more of 
my time! Here, by —~—, I’ve been here, by 
——, twenty minutes or half an hour for a 
little service that calls, by ——-, for about two 
minutes’ work. You hear that, sir!”’ 

Neither had been waiting longer than five 
minutes; but no doubt it seemed twenty or 
thirty to the irritable mariner, owing to the 
disagreeable situation. Each received his 
check and bowed his thanks with the formal- 
ity of a reigning Prince, and each took his de- 
parture in adifferent direction in the long 
corridor, 

The polite paymaster was dum founded. 
He had never in all his years of cruising—and 
he is now a pay inspector, which in the navy 
means thirty years of service—found himself 
in so frigid a climate, nor had he ever got 
afoul of asocial combination, in which both 
sides were against him with no reason for it. 
But he soon found out the trouble, 

Somewhat more than sixty years ago, when 
the two officers were cutting: their eye-teeth 
on the quarter-deck, they both happened to be 
serving in one of the famous State liners 
which were built after the last war with En- 
gland.

RUMORS OF BRIBERY. 


CICERO. EXCITED OVER THE RIDGE- 
LAND AVENUE SEWER. 


Contractors Said to Have Tried to Learn 
the Figures on Bids—Employing Bakers 
Give Their Side of the Strike-—Thoimas 
Henry, a Stranger, Dies Suddenly at the 
Ashland Restaurant—Rowdies Reported 
to Have Charge of Halsted Street 
Bridge. | 

Action was taken by the Town Board of 
Cicero last evening concerning the rumor of 
bribery in nuection with the Ridgeland 
avenue sewer. In the County Court afew 
weeks ago an assessment was confirmed of 
$350,000 and bids for the work were advertised 
for and about six contractors responded. 

The story circulated is to the effect that H. 
J. Uliman, a member of the firm of G. W. 
Barrett & Co. and a resident of Oak Park, 
was approached by an old clerk in the County 
Treasurer’s office. This clerk, it is alleged, 
informed Mr. Ullman that it would be very 
much to the advantage of a certain contractor 
to learn the figure of the lowest bid- 
der on the wood work in time to make up his 
own proposition before the bidding was closed. 
For this information, the story goes, Mr. Ulli 
man was offered $5,000. Mr. Uliman became 
indignant, but for the purpose of finding out 
the contractor he referred the clerk to Hiram 
Cooms, to whom, it is related, the same prop- 
osiiion was made. The result was that the 
“* ¢o-between ”? was rebuked and lectured in 
strong language on the evils of bribery. 

At the instance of Trustee Maclean, last 
night a resolution was adopted providing that 
the proposals for buildmg the Ridgeland 
avenue sewer now under consideration be re- 
ferred to the committee of the whole for re- 
view, and the committee authorized to reject 
all bids and order re-advertising, or let the 
work as in its judgment may be found best. 

Col. Watts addea to the resolution an 
amendment requesting the President of the 
board to appoint a special committee of three 
men, together with the town attorney, to in- 
vestigate the story and report at the next 
meeting of the board. The amendment was 
adopted, and areport will probably be made 
Wednesday nigbt. 

George W. Frankland, Vice-President of the 
Berwyn club, petitioned the board for a poll- 
ing place for the voters in Berwyn and La 
Vergne. lt was referred to a committee. 

The petition of citizens for a special assess- 
ment. for the improvement of all parks in 
Austin was also presented. It was referred to 
the Committee of the Whole. 

The Chicago and Northwestern railroad 
cumpany applied for a strip of land seventy 
feet in length and ten feet in width at Merrian 
street for the construction of a new depot at 
Oak Park.

Bremner and Aldrich State Their Views 
of the Bakers’ Strike. 

In explanation of the bread bakers’ strike 

D. F. Bremner sends in the following state- 

ment. It is signed by himself and the Ald- 


rich bakery: 

On last Sunday, after an agreement made with 
D. F. Bremner last April that there would be no 
trouble this year in his shop, the men in our 
bakeries left the shops and refused to work. The 
majority of our men did not know that the strike 
was contemplated until Sunday when they came 
to work. The demands made on us are as we un- 
derstand them: 

First-—-That we employ none but union men, 
and employ them through their office, ** neces- 
sarily discharging non-union,”’ 

Second—That we put the union label on our 
bread. 

Third—That a walking delegate have the privi- 
lege of going through our bakeries. . 

t will be noticed that no complaint is made as 
to wages or of hours of labor, or treatment of 
men. The different statements made in thé 
papers and circulars sent out by union men 
would convey the impression that we did 
not employ unlon men and refused to do 
so; that we gave the preference to non- 
union men. The facts are ‘as follows, and 
we challenge any of our men to deny them: 
No man was ever asked whether he was a union or 
& non-union man; almost all of themjare union 
men, and we were well aware ofit. We donot 
care whether they are or not; it makes no dilfer- 
ence to us. We pay the same wages 
and they work the same hours. We have never 
been opposed to union or labor associations and 
have always aided them by subscriptions and ad- 
vertisements in their papers. We believe that to 
a certain extent they are good, but when they at- 
tempt to set up a class of men as privileged above 
all others to be employed, and say that they and 
no other men shalt make a living in this free 
country we draw the line right there. This 
city is in the United States, where all 
men are free and equal and. have the 
right to labor at their respective trades 
whether they see fit to join a union or not. Here 
we stand. ‘e will employ any good, sober man 
who can do our work. We do not care if he be: 
union or non-union; we pay the best wages 
and work the shortest hours. We will run 
our own basiness and not turn it over to a union 
delegate. We are willing to leave our case to the 
good sense of the justice-loving people of this 
city. D. F. BREMNER BAKERY. 

ALDRICH BAKERY. 

An officer of the German Journeymen Bak- 
ers’ Union No. 2 defended the position of his 
fellow-workmen now on strike. 

** Bremner,”’ he said, **employed only non- 
union men last year. This year he em- 
ployed partly union and ~partly non- 
union men. It is to our _inter- 
est to make all non-union shops union 
shops and in this matter we have the same 
privilege as Mr. Bremner. If we can force 
any shop to employ union men, why we have 
a right to do so just as much as Mr. Brem- 
ner has to employ non-union men only. At 
the meeting of the Bakers’ Joint Executive 
Board delegates from the English speaking 
unions asked that the strike be commenced at 
the two shops at Brenner’s and Aldrich’s. At 
the latter place complaints were openly made 
that the men were overworked and underpaid, 
The union seale is $13 aweek. Aldrich had 
men at work at $8, 39, and $10 a week.” 

A mass meeting of the striking  bread- 
bakers was held at Horan’s Hall, at Halated 
and Harrison streets, last night. Five hundred 
men were present. Addresses were delivered 
by delegates from the Bricklayers’, Hodcar- 
riers’, Carpenters’, and Women Badgemakers’ 
Unions. All the delegates encouraged the 
strikers and assured them of moral and 


financial support.

He Writes a Letter to the New York Coro- 
ner and Then Vanishes. 

New York, July 30.—|Speciai. }—Since the 
Marquis de Mores killed Capt. Mayer in the 
duel which was the outcome of De Mores’ 
anti-Semitic utterances, the prominent He. 
brews of New York have been investigat-. 
ing the Marquis’ past record. On the 
day the news of Capt. Mayer's death 
reached the country Coroner Levy met sever. 
al of the leading Hebrews of this city and a 
conference was held. Arrangements werd 
made to collect evidence against the Marquis 
de Mores to present when his trial comes up 
in France. Coroner Levy, in his indignation, 
expressed himself toa reporter as indorsi 
Capt. Mayer’s courage in challengitg De 
Mores, and said that he would have done the 
same thing himself. This interview 
was wideiy copied, and Coroner Levy 
has received .many 
brews throughout’ the United States 
commending what he bad said and offermg 
financial aid in prosecuting De Mores. A few 
days ago, however, Coronor Levey received 
a letter signed ‘**Laurencelie de Mores,” 
challenging him to meet the writer. This ig 
the letter: 

Coroner Levy—Sir: It is with a feeling of the

WERE ABOUT TO BE RECONCILED. 


Sad Story Developed by the Death of 
James Donovan. 

The death of James Donovan, a horseshoer 
living at No. 168 Sebor street, has brought to 
hght a peculiar story.

The Most Usele}+-+ineral in the World. 

If one were to ask his friends what mineral we 
are most familiar with and most commonly used 
as food, the answers would probably be both var- 
ied and amusing. Salt would, I fancy, first sng- 
gest itself to many, and to those whose train- 
ing in physiology and hygiene has not been 
neglected, no doubt the claims of lime and iron 
and carbon, which in one form or another we 
use with food to build up bone and brawn, would 
be amply urged. But, r all, it. is water, for 
water isa mineral—a fused mineral, You will 
find it described as such. along with quartz and 
topaz and the diamond, in Dana’s Mineralogy, or 
other treatises on stones. | 

We usually think of minerals as solid things, 
such as metals and rocks end jewels and various 
chemical salts. But when we consider the matter 
a little we see all these things if melted by 
strong heat are minerals still, only they are now 
in a fluid instead of in asolidstate. The differ- 
ence between these miner and water is that 
water gets fluid at a lower temperature than 
they do, and, like quicksilver, stay smelted at 
ordinary liv heat. But in those old icy ages 
which, one gitar another, have swept now 
over the Northern and now over the 
Southern Hemisphere, bringing ruin and 
desolation, the natural and common condition of 
water was that of a solid—ice—as it largely is 
today out of doors in winter when not kept fused 
by the stored-up heat of the soil and rocks, or 
melted by the sun.—Harper’s Magazine.

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SOMETHING ABOUT MASKS AND FACES. 


Counterfeits of Human Features in Ancient 
and Modern Times. 

Masks are of very ancient origin, In a 

tomb 3,000 years old at Mycenz Dr. Schlie- 
mann found two bodies with faces covered by 
masks of gold. One of the masks repre- 
sented the head of a lion, Among the an- 
cient Greeks the lion mask was 4 sign of 
distinction ; with the Peruvians of old it was a 
mark of royal lineage. In a grave of con- 
siderable antiquity in Peru a silver mask was 
found on the ad of a mummy. The 
muromy of a Prince, who lived in the reign 
of Rameses II., discovered in a small vault at 
Memphis, in Egypt, had a mask of gold leaf 
over the face. 
_ The Egyptians believed that human life had 
its seat in the head, In order that the dead 
person should nut really rish altogether, 
reproductions of tthe form, and _ par- 
ticularly of the face, of the de- 
funct were provided for the soul 
to take up a residence in. As many as forty 
such images have been found in a single 
tomb, and for the same object rich people had 
numerous statues made ta represent them- 
selves as wel! as the dear departed. Owiyg to 
the perpetuation of this ‘notion that carved 
and sculptured figures 6¥ human beings are 
occupied by spirits, it is very ditticult to find a 
statue in Egypt today that has not been more 
or less defaced and broken by the natives, 
who imagine that in this manner they can 
render such spirits powerless to harm them. 

To perpetuate the visage of the dead it was 
reproduced in the wood or stone of the case 
which inclosed the mummy. All the features 
were made complete, in order that the defunct 
pe rson should see, hear, and taste. In ancient 

’eru during periods of public calamity the 
faces ot the gods were covered with masks, 
The worship of the head is carried to an ex- 
aggerated point in the curious Indian myth 
which describes the earth as a bodiless head, 
rolling along flaming plains. Among the In- 
dians of North America many strange beliefs 
are held respecting demon heads that wander 
about, sometimes harmlessly ‘and. at other 
times for malignant purposes. Some of them 
are of gigantic size, with wings, while others 
have faces ot fire, 

There used to be a society among the Iro- 
quois organized for the purpose of propitiat- 
ing these extraordinary terrors. The latter, 
according to popular concepiion, most com- 
monly moved about from tree to tree in 
solitary places, where they were apt to 
be encountered, much to the discomfort 
of hunters and .women who chanced 
to be alone in thé forest. Few.things can be 
imagined more disagreeable than to meet un- 
expectedly in the wods a great head six feet 
high, without legs, arms, or body. Occasion- 
ally these remarkable creatures would talk, 
but it was chiefly at night that they had a 
fiery aspect, their favorite nocturnal haunts 
being marshes ahd pools, Members of the 
exorcising society wore masks in imitation of 
the heads when they performed ceremonies 
for the purpose of driving such demons away. 
Of course the fire-faces were invented to ac- 
count for the jack-o’-lanterns or “ignes 
fatui’’ which haunt moist places. 

Savage tribes very commonly make use of 
masks. Among the Zunis at the ceremony of 
the ** Kokko” various individuals get them- 
selves up to represent the different gods. On 
donning his mask the actor becomes not only 
the representative of the god, but is endowed 
with some of the functions and powers of‘the 
divinity. Among other ttmngs he is 
given. the “breath” of the god. By 
the Makah Indians masks representing 
the head of the Thunder’ Bird are 
worn, the nose of the wearer being covered by 
along beak. In the “bear dances”’ practiced 
by many tribes the heads of those who par- 
ticipate are covered with masks taken from 
the heads of bears, and likewise it used to be 
in the ** buffalo dances.’”’ The medicine man 
while performing his magical rites commonly 
covers his head with a bear’s mask. Many 
Indian asks are made to counterfeit the 
heads of different kinds of birds. 

The natural configuration of many mount- 
ains suggests the human face, and such physi- 
ognomies cut-out of the rocks on a gigantic 
scale are commonly regarded by savages as 
objects of worship. Ellen Kussell Emerson, to 
whom the writer is much indebted, says that 
the Thunder Bird of the Thlinkits is described 
by them as a giant man, dwelling,in the sacred 
hills. When in want of food he provides him- 
self with a pair of wigs and a mask in’the 
shape ofa bird’s heaa, the tatter having a 
beak as sharp asa knife and “a tongue that 
makes fire.’”’ Thus arrayed the god spreads 
his wings and sails over the ocean in search of 
awhale. By his side and attached to his waist 
is the lightning demon, which darts upon the 
prey and fetches it to the hungry god. 

In the ancient Greek drama, as is well 
known, the actors used commonly to wear 
masks representing the gods and heroes, Aris- 
tophanes burlesqued this practice, bringing 
upon the stage a chorus in masks depicting 
frogs, wasps, and other animals. In the dia- 
logue Peisthtairos says to Epops: “ Pray tell 
me, where are your feathers?’ To which 
Epops. who has the-head of a bird anda 
featherless body, replies, *‘ It 1s the moulting 
season,” :

A Marvelous Natural Whispering Gallery 
in Lassen County. 

San Francisco Examiner: * The queerest 
country | ever saw,’’ said Sithon Askins, for 
twenty-eight years a soldier on the American 
frontier, yesterday at the Grand, ‘is that im- 
mediately about Dry Lake in Lassen County, 
I was a Sergeant there under Gen, Wheaton 
during the Modoc War. Dry Lake, usually 
has no water in it atall. It is almost an arid 
plain. with some alkali scattered here and 


\ there over it, and its area 1s about two and a 


half by four miles. On one side aré the Pit 
River Mountains and on another are big pine 
woods, while to the west are the famous lava 
beds in which the Indians hid during that last 
great California struggle with the savages, 
‘‘Well, a widening road leads up from the 
valley below into the curious basin. If a horse 
walk on this road anywhere, even two orthree 
miies vutside the border of the Dry Lake, he 


can be heard for many and many miles up in . 


the interior. The ground all about there sends 
forth a hollow sound. Reverberations can be 
heard everywhere. Whether there are any 
caves or lost rivers there I cannot say, but 
though I have been almost everywhere on the 
frontier I never found anything likeit. A 
foot-fall may be heard like a sound in a great 
cavern. 

‘*Many a night when, as a soldier on duty, 
we anticipated an attack from the Indians or 
the arrival of couriers or supplies, I have put 
my ear to the ground. If a hurse was moving 
about anywhere within miles he could at once 
easily be detected. This enabled us to put our- 
selves in an attitude of defense. It is a great 
gallery, a whispering gallery it may be called, 
where the acoustics are so perfect that any- 
thing said is published to the world. All the 
county about there has ears. Even the caw 
of a crow or the notes of a sougster take on a 
weird sound. 

‘*In the Indian-fighting days we were very 
cautious how we moved about there, for the 
sound of our movements was carried all 
through the lava-beds, where Steam boat Char- 
ley, Capt. Jack, Shacknasty Jim, and their 
bloody hordes were secreted. I know of only 
one thing that could have moved about there, 
barring a bird on the wing, without making a 
noise, and that possibly would be a bicycle 
with its wheels rendered noiseleas by thick 
rubber bands. I have never visited it since 
the end of the struggle, but 1 am sure that 
some day it must attract great attention.”

Any person who has ever visited Paris, and 
who takes an interest in the shop windows of 
the brilliant city, will remember the large 
shops for the sale of church statuary which 
abound on the left bank of the Sein Many 
of them are situated even in | lar a 
quarter as the immediate vicinity of the Bon 
Marché. In their show windows the prome- 
pader beholds life-sized figures -of Our 
Savior and of the Holy Virgin and of —s 
Joseph. to say nothing of saints and mee 
innuinerable. Here are St. Roch, with his 
dog; St.’Vincent blessing a vine, St. Frangois 
d’Assissi and even the solitary American 
saint that figures in the calendar, namely, 
Ste. Rosa de Lima. 

For immense quantities of these figures are 
annually shipped to South America, and 80 
the makers of them do not fail to do honor to 
the saint who was the countrywoman of oe 
good customers and is the subject of many 0 
their orders. These statues are manufac:ured 
in great halls, where hundreds of workmen 
are employed simultaneously, some mold- 
ing, others painting in appropriate colors the 
long rows of images. Among these men are 
to be found, in many instances, trained & 
unsuccessful pupils from the sculpture studios 
of the Beaux Arts and the Julian Academy. 
They are well paid, some of them receiving &s | 
high as $10 perdiem and few less than %. 
Each one must pledge himself to work for no 
other establishment than the onethat regu- 
larly employs him, aua everything that he 
executes in the workroom is the roperty of 
his employer. Very often an intelligent and 
well-taught sculptor will,be pat at the head of 
a band of ordinary workmen, whose opera- 
tions he is called upon to superintend and di- 


rect, 

Notwithstanding the limited number of sub- 
jects, the varieties of type are endless. Take, 
for instance, the personage that is most fre- 
quently represented—namely, the Holy Virgin. 

‘he different expressions and gestures 
stowed on the images of the Divine Mother 
‘are inconceivably numerous. The Immacu- 
late Conception alone is represented in thirty 
different ways. Her vestments are sometimes 
white bordered with gold, or else figured with 
gold, in imitation of brocade, or her robe may 
be white and her mantle blue studded with gold 
stars, or she may be garbed in the traditional 
blueand red of Italian painters, etc. Much care 
and skill are expended in this painting, which 
has something the effect of an illumination on 
a large scale. Generally the effect is good, not 
too glaring, and actually tasteful, the artistic 
sense of the French nation interfering to pre- 
vent any coarseness of color or roughness of 
execution. An exception to this-rule is found 
in the statues executed for South America. 

**We must,’”’ remarked the intelligent pro- 
prietor of the huge manufactory, “‘have due 
consideration to the wishes of our customers, 
and so, for the South American trade, we are 
compelled to deviate from all,our accepted 
traditions. Here, for instance,’’ and he pointed 
out a figure of St. Christopher, larger than 
life, and almost nude, and with great staring 
eyes of epvamel, “is one of our productions 
made precisely according to order for a custo- 
mer at Valparaiso, Like most of the other 
statues intended for exportation to the same 
country, it is executed, not in plaster or in pa- 
pier-maché, but in wood. 

‘‘Here 1s a Holy Virgin intended for a 
church at Lima. She is not yet fully dressed, for 
we have regular wardrobes prepared for these 
wooden figures. Her mantle, made for us in 
compliance with the order, is in crimson vel- 
vet embroidéred with golden stars, and the 
price paid for it was $300. Her robe and the 
girdle of imitation diamonds that is to ccn- 
tine it at the waist have cost us $180. A com- 
plete outfit of undergarments is to be sent 
with the statue, including ecambric chemises, 
silk stockings, satin corsets and slippers, and 
a full set of white petticoats handsomely em- 
broidered, which are always carefully gotten 
up and starched for wear on festival days. The 
figure that you see is not yet finished. When 
the eyes in enamel, the eyebrows in real hair, 
and the blonde wig are added the resemblance 
to life is startlingly complete. 

“Do we ever execute similar orders for 
France? No; even in the provinces our 
priests have no inclination for such gayly 
decked statues. Sometimes we are reques 
to make the reds and blues of the garments 
and the gold of the ornaments as bright as 
pussible, to fully impress the imagination of 
country worshipers, but that 1s al!, Our 
work, in fact, is ina state of continual ar- 
tistic progress.. The prodtctions in this line 
in Italy, in Austria, and evenoin Belgium used 
at one time to surpass anything that we could 
do. But since we called in the aid of serious and 
cultivated artists our models are far superior 
to any others to be found in Europe. And when 
one of our r.odeis strikes the public taste 
we are called upon to produce, not hundreds, 
but thousands of copies. Then we do not con- 
fine our productions to these life-sized works. 
We manufacture, in addition, statuettes of all 
dimensions for workmen’s clubs, for bed. 
rooms, or for private oratories. 

‘*There recently appeared in one of the or- 
gans of the ultra Catholic party in France a 
violent attack against the types of our statues, 
calling our angels effeminate, our Virgins 
consumptive, etc., etc. But I think that these 
severe criticisms ware unfounded. Evidently 
these works would hardly gain admission to 
the Salon, but neither in proportions nor 
modeling nor in coloring is thereany violation 
of the rules of good taste except, of c urse, 
in the instances that I have just signalized. 
And in so extensive and widely disseminated 
a line of popular productions that negative 
quality is one of great value as tending to 
ere the people into a better appreciation 
of art.

SCOTTISH ASSEMBLY HAS AN OUTING, 


A City Parade Is Followed by Games and 
Dancing at Burlington Park. 

A gala day in the history of the Scottish As- 
sembly was yesterday.

It 
is satisfactory to Capt. Farrell and aiso to 
Mr. Crafts.

Vebling intended taking his schooner toa 
safer anchorage, but the little vessel was 
blown out into Shellikoff Straits and, in spite 
of all he could do, the wind and tide rapidly 
carried him out into open water. 

The coast of Alaska is one of the most dan- 
gerous in the world, and the Captain did not 
care about inviting shipwreck by cruising 
around near the islands, so he headed his 
schooner for the broad Pacific, intending to 
lay off and on until the weather moderated 
and then return to Kodiak.. But the fates 
were against him, as the gale cortinued sever- 
al days, and when it broke he was a long way 
from Kodiak. 

Knowing that he could not beat the vessel 
back single handed, Vehling concluded to do 
the next best thing and headed for Coos Bay. 
The solitary sailor had very little chance to 
—— as he had to be on the alert day and 
night. 

Vhen there was little or no wind he lowered 
the foresail and made the tiller fast, and man- 
aged to snatch a few hours’ sleep in the littie 
cabin, but if there was any wind at all he had 
to keep awake for fear the schooner would 
fall into the trough of the sea and be 
swamped. 

He made his calculations with a clock, as he 
had no chronometer, and his figuring proved 
pretty correct, considering that he had noth- 
ing to show him the direction or strength of 
the currents. When he got near Coos Bay the 
wind shitted and he had to heave to in order 
to — the schooner from — ashore, 
and the attempt to enter Coos Bay had to be 
given up. 

He - headed for San Francisco, and 
aided with a strong, fair wind he came down 
the coast at a lively rate. Capt. Vehling says 
he felt so lonely he would have given anything 
for even a cat ordog, but he could not get 
them, so he turned his attention to whistling 
and managed to become quite an expert at it. 

His food he managed to cook while steerin 
and keeping a iookout, and the days passe 
pleasantly enough, but it was not so easy to 
beguile away the long nights, and many were 
the devices the lonely sailor tried to pass the 
hours away. 

In order to save himself from washing over- 
board while working on deck life lines were 
stretched on each side, and by their aid Veh- 
ling was enabled to move with greater free- 
dom. ‘The greatest number of miles sailed in 
one day was about 165, but this could have 
been greatly increased if the Captain had had 
some one to assist) him, 

Not being very well acquainted with San 
Francisco Harbor the Captain accepted a tow 
from the steainer Tia Juana, and says he 
never wasso glad“in his life as he was when 
he let go his anchor off Meiggs Wharf and 
furled his sails after his long and dangerous 
voyage. 

The Kussiloff is a schooner-rigged craft, 
forty-six feet long and about twelve feet 
beam. She was originally a steam launch, 
and the engines are still on board. The ves- 
sel was built here in San Francisco and sent 
north to be used around the canneries, but 
was driven ashore in a gale that a hole 
knocked in its bottom. 

Vehling bought it cheap and, after taking 
out the boiler, decked it over and rigged it as 
aschooner, As soon as the anchor was down 
and the sails furled Vehiing headed for his 
home at No. 8 Merritt street and turned into 
bed to get the sleep he so badly needed,

Gloomy Picture of the Russian Outlook, 


The St. Petersburg correspondent of the Lon- 


don Daily Telegraph, in a letter defending pre- 
vious statements in his correcpondence, draws a 
most gloomy picture of the outiook in Russia, 
which he declares to be much worse than it was 
at this time in 1591. He says that last year there 
was no mention of failure of crops till June, and 
at the worst period only seventeen pcovinces were 
officially declared to be suffering from famine, 
whereas in May this year eleven provinces were 
declared to have either totally bad or very defi- 
client prospects, including several of the same 
provinces which had suffered already, and which 
are consequently in a most serious position, The 
government, stores, he remarks, were exhausted 
long ago, and the grain in the hands of specu- 
lators will be held at almost prohibitory prices. 
There must also be taken into account the rav- 
ages of the sussiiks (whistling rats) and locusts, 
but the most threatening feature of all is to be 
found in the financial and physical condition of 
the agricultural classes, which are now indebted 
to anextent equivalent toa mortgage on them- 
selves and their labor for at least five, if not ten, 
years tocome. A good harvest in some provinces 
will do little to help or encourage the population 
in those districts where it is failing for a second 
time, and, judging from present res, the har- 
vest of the present year will be only an average 
one. In conclusion he directs attention es- 
pecially to the fact that the government last year 
spent nearly three hundred millions, and will be 
compelled this year to continue spending in a 
dozen provinces or so at least, with the addi- 
tional disadvantage of having to deal with a peo- 
ple utterly demoralized and poverty-stricken. 


The Most Explosive Substance. 

The most unstable compound known to chem- 
istry, and therefore tne most explosive substance 
so far discovered, is chloride of nitrogen, which 
probably consists of three parts of chlorine united 
with one of nitrogen. Its terribly explosive char- 
acter, which hasso far preven its accurate 
analysis, is due to the fact that it is a combina-

Copperplating Zinc. 

Copperplating sheet zine for building purposes 
has been tried with considerable success in Ger- 
many, the zinc combining well with the copper. 
The zinc is cleaned with soda and purified by a 
weak acid bath. In twenty-four parts of water 
one part of refined verdigris and twelve parts of 
cream of tartar are dissolved, and the mixture is 
heated to the boiling point, when three to four 
parts of Spanish white are added. The latter is 
decomposed and precipitated as lime tartrate. 
The dark-biue liquid, after filtering, can be used 
as a bath for the sheet zinc or for the production 
of copperplating paste. An immovable zinc 
object can be painted with the coppet solution 
and a chalk com 
process is of value for architectural purposes 
where it is desired to remedy the unpleasant ef 
fects of zinc ornamentations. |

Remarkable Career of Robert Lowes 

Ithas been alongtime since the death of 
- an English public man has brought out sucha 
- wealth of curious anecdote and reminiscence 
as has been cailed to the surface by that of 
Robert Lowe. Disraeli himself is hardly a 
_ more anomalous unique figure in the galiery 
‘of parliamentary celebritiesthan this queer 
I believe 
there is no other example of eminence 
achieved by the individual exertions of an 
albino, His hair was perfectly white 
- from childhood and his eyes as pink 
asa rabbit’s. He literally rubbed his nose 
on the paper when he read, and only late in 
- life did he“ ifvent spectacles which at all 
_. helped him, these being plates of metal with 
tiny peep holes punched in the centgrs. With 
these tremenduus disadvantages he won the 
chief prizes of his year at Oxford, went out to 
Australia, made a fortune in eight years, came 
back, entered Parliament, and within seven 

_ years had forced his way into the ministry. 
His parliamentary career of twenty-eight 
_ years forms one of the most interesting and 
' pictu chapters in modern English po- 

litical kidbery. No other orator of his stahon 
said more terribly bitter, witty things. No 
other has given the general public a larger

as arule, is forgotten. He was earliest of his 
Liberal associates to revolt from Gladstone, 
away back in the sixties, and from that time 
forward he slashed at both sides with a merci- 
lesstenzue. Gladstone, however, forgfvingly 
made hima Peer in 1880, and nobody ever 
heard of him afterwards.

SPREAD OF CHOLERA, 


Many New Cases and Increased Deaths 
Reported. 

Sr. Pererssure, July 30.—The cholera has 

decreased in the towns in Russia in which it 

first made its appearance, but in those places 

more recently affected by the disease it is in- 

creasingly rapidly. It has also broken out in 


‘several districts which have hitherto been free 


from ite ravages. In Astrakhan, July 26, for- 
ty-six new cases of cholera and forty two 
deaths from the disease) were reported, and 
Wednesday there were thirty-nine new cases 
and twenty-five deaths. 

In Samnara on the same dates there were re- 
ported respectively, 120 new cases and 74 
deaths, and 130 new cases and 64 deaths, and in 
Rostov 105 new cases and 70 deaths, and 141 
new cases and 62 deaths. At Baku, June 27, 
there were 190 new cases and 141 deaths. 

The scourge holds full sway in Nijni Nov- 
gorod, where, Thursday last, 74 
new cases were reported and 80 deaths 
occurred. In Kooban, the most seriously 
affected of the western districts, there were 
eighty-five new cases and twenty-four deaths 
Wednesday. In Baghestan on the same day, 
there were 372 new cases and 184 deaths, and 
in Terek 383 new cases and 205 deaths. 


PRECAUTIONS TAKEN IN BERLIN, 


Opinions of Physiciansgs to the Chance of 
the Plague Reaching America. 

Berwin, July 30.—The Reichanzeiger today 
prints a lengthy article on the precautions 
which should be taken to prevent the intro- 
duction and spread of cholera, and this fact 
leads many to believe that the authorities 
consider an epidemic of the disease imminent. 
Prof. Koch, Dr. Virchow, and Dr. Hirsch of 
the Berlin University have been interviewed. 
Dr. Virchow will shortly go to Russia to 
study the epidemic there. He said that the 
cholera appeared to be localized in Russia at 
present, but it may appear here at any tite. 
Concerning America he said: ‘* No one need 
tell your people that they must remove all 
dust and dirt and exercise the utmost cleanli- 
ness and they will be all right.” 

Dr. Hirsch said: ‘I had formedan opinion 
that the disease had changed its character, 
owing to the immunity of other places, in 
spite of the constant recdrrence of the disease 
in Italy and Southern France since 1883, but 
its rapid progress in Russia and its reported 
appearance in Northern France proves other- 
wise. I think that sooner or later it will 
attack all Europe. There is, however, Little 
fear of an epidemic in Berlin, as the city’s 
sanitary condition is perfect. I have 
thoroughly studied the condition of America 
and there is little danger of an outbreak of 
the disease there, provided thorough cleanli- 
ness is maintained and eanitary precautions 
are adopted. With a complete inspection 
of all steamers arriving at Ameri- 
can ports there is little danger of infection 
through travelers. One danger to America is 
the Canadian frontier. Canada has imported 
several epidemics of cholera and typhus-fever 
from England and might doso again. The 
greatest danger isin the importation of rags. 
The American authorities should strictiy pro- 
hibit the importation of rags from an in- 
fected district or from any district where 
cholera might be suspected of existing. Im- 
mense quantities of rags, gathered in ali parts 
of Europe, are shipped from Stettin, Koenigs- 
berg, and Hamburg, and these may carry in- 
fection, as they are subject to little or no in- 
spection.”’ 

Prof. Koch referred the reporter to the ar- 
ticle in the Reichsanzeiger previously men- 
tioned. As the article in question is supposed 
to be the work of Prof. Koch it is assumed 
that he also expects that the cholera will 
spread to Berlin. 


A DECISIVE BATILE WILL BE FOUGHT. 


Honduras’ Government Secures Troops and 
Marches Upon the Rebels. s 

New Orxeans, La., July 30.—[{Special. ]|— 
The steamship Wanderer, which arrived last 
night from Puerto Cortez, brought the news 
t that the revolution in Spanish Honduras is 
now reaching acrisis. The: vessel left Hon- 
duras July 25. That day the Steri Line 
steamer, the S. FPizzatti, arrived. It 
hed been running in the fruit 
trade ftom New ('rileans to Puerto Cor- 
tez and was chartered by the government to 
transport troops. It brought in 300 soldiers, 
who were picked up at San Pedro and other 
points along the coast. The plan was to 
march from Puerto Cortez, which is still in 
the hands of the government, and attack 
Ceiba and Truxille, the only ports in the 
hands of the rebels. If they succeed the 
government will rally an army ofr 
the coast and march upon Clanchito, 
where Nuilla, the Commander of the rebels, 
and Zelaya, Minister of Foreign Affairs of the 

overnment, were to hold a_ conference. 

ith such an army close at hand, the govern- 
ment will be much more independent in nam- 
ing terms and less averse to giving battle. In 
cuse the two parties fail to agree upon terms 
of peace there will be a bloody and decisive 
battle, which the government, in view of : the 
delay of the revolutionists, is now in a better 
position to wuge. 


How Nature Makes Silver.

They 
do not conceal their dislike-of the factional 
differences here, and of the selfish scheming 
of discredited and objectionable ward poll- 
ticians to get on the legislative and county 
tickets to the great jeopardy, not only of that 
ticket, but of the State and National tickets as 
well, The menibers’ of the State committee 
have appeaied to the local leaders to harmon* 
ize their differences and to suppress the dis- 
ordered ambition of doubtful and suspicious 
candidates, and those appeals are having their 
effect. 
To Submit<df'wo Propositions, 

At the meeting of the Republican County 
Central committee next Thursday two propo- 
sitions are likely to be submitted, the adop- 
tion of which, it is believed, will greatly con- 
tribute to success this fall. One is that an in- 
vitation be extended to the leading business- 
men of the party to confer with the commit- 
tee or with a subcommittee for the purpose of 
suggesting to the County convention, which 
will doubtless be held Sept. 3, a list of desira- 
ble candidates for county officers. A some- 
what sitnilar plan was adopted a year ago in 
the nomination of County Commissioners and 
jt turned out to be satisfactory on the whole. 
The idea seems'to be that such a committee 
would submit to the convention the names of 
two or more satisfactory candidates for each 
office, the convention to decide as to their re- 
spective claiins. 

The second proposition is much more rad- 
ical and will probably not be well received by 
members of the committee for reasons which 
will be readily understood, It is that a rule 
be adopted excluding from the convention 
those who now hold office. Much dissatisfac- 
tion was caused at the State convention in 
May and at the National convention in June 
by the fact that so large a percentage of the 
delegates in each body held.office and under 
sume of the candidates befdre the convention. 
It is notorious that in Cook County Republican 
conventions are made up largely of city and 
county employés; in fact, the charge 1s made 
that the county and city employés control the 
conventions and dictate the nominations. The 
servants of the people thus set themselves up 
as the political bosses of the party. There is 
loud and indignant complaint, and if the old- 
tine practice is followed this fall the chances 
for success are slim indeed. There would be 
something of novelty in a conveation com- 
posed of non-officeholders. They would be 
taken as representatives of the people, rather 
than as representatives of some official ring or 
combination or clique. It will be interesting 
to note how the proposition to exciude the 
officeholders from the convention will be re- 
ceived at the meeting Thursday. 

Candidates Pressing Their Claims, 

As the dates fur the county conventions of 
both parties are practically settled, the candi- 
dates are busy pressing their claims. There 
is a large list on both sides and the worthiest 
are not always those who seem to have the 
best chance of success. For the office of 
State’s-Attorney C. G. Neeley, at present aun 
assistant in Mr. Longenecker’s office, seems 
to be in the lead on the Republican side. Mr. 
Ejliott, another Assistant State’s-Attorney, is 
also an active candidate, and E. kh. Bliss and 
J. A. Henry are also frequently and favorably 
mentioned. Jacob ‘See. the present 
City Attorney, seems to have things 
pretty mnch his own way on the Dem- 
ocratic side for this office, although 
Ald. Sexton’s friends are pressing his claim. 
There does not seem to be any opposition to 
the renomination of Capt. Jack Stephens for 
Recorder on the Republican side. There is a 
scramble on the Dem: cratic side-for the nom- 
ination.

Smith, attorneys for plaintiff, denied that the 
suit is a friendly one, but said Mr. Somerby 
would be prosecuted criminally. 

‘** 1 do not,”’ said he, “* believe it would be 
policy just now. We only want to get at the 
books. If the concern is solvent we do not 
desire a receiver, but there has been no audit- 
ing of the books and we are anxious to see 
what shape things are in.” 

** Assuming that your charge of reckless ex- 
travagance is true how much money do you 
think Somerby has drawn?” 

‘*Goodness gracious, I don’t know, and 
there is no telling until we get at the books. 
We charge him with getting away with $50,000 
in one year, but under the rules he can draw 
allhe wants to and there is no check on 
him.”

But it is over $500,000, 
But only one-seventh of the amount can be 
drawn each year, and thus the funds are not 
available to meet the claims. Why, they have 
paid this year over $1,000,000, and there are 
due yet this year $J,500,000 in claims. How 
are they going to rheet it? I don’t know, and 
that is what we propose to find out.” 

Supreme Cashier Davis said today:

diana is about 1,500, I think we have now 
about $1,000,000 in the Indianapolis banks. The 
company has ample funds to meet all matur- 
ing obligations, and they will be met as usual, 
and the business of the company will go on.

In reference to the assertion that Mr. Somer- 
by’s bank was a heavy loser by the failure 
of the Keystone Bank, Mr. Davis said: “I 
guess thatis true; it was published in the 
papers at the time. I donot know, but I 
think it was not money belonging to the Order 
of lron Hall that was lost?’’ 

A. R. Baker, of Baker & Randolph Printing 
company, one of the plaintiffs, said today: 
‘*The chief reason for our suit was this: The 
Iron Hall carries a cash capital of $1,200,000. 
Of this sum $500,000 is kept here and $700,000 
in the East. Mrie-Somerby is Vice-Presi- 
dent of the “Mutual Banking Security 
Trust and Safe posit company of 
Philadelphia. Soon after the financial flurry 
in the East several months ago, caused by the 
failure of the Keystone Bank, $250,000 was re- 
moved from the coyntrol of the Supreme Coun- 
cil here and pla in this trust company un- 
der the control of Mr. Somerby. This in- 
formation I received from a credible source. 
We whoare making the application are not 
dissatisfied with the workings of the order, 
but think there is something in the manage- 
rent that needs investigation. Rumors of 
financial trouble have been rife for a'year, and 
at the time of that bank failure this trust 
company and the Iron Hall were spoken of as 
being involved.”’ 


Says the Organization Is Solvent, 

Derrort, Mich., July 30.—Dr. J. C. Young- 
husband, local representative of the supreme 
sitting of the Order of Iron Hall, today said 
in regard to the report from Indianapolis 
about the appointment of a receiver that the 
order is perfectly solvent. He declared that 
‘* the proceedings looking to the appointment 
of areceiver are not new. Similar applica- 
tions have been made in the past, and they 
have invariably been disposed of promptly 
upon our showing.”’ The Order of the Iron 
Hall was conceived in this city and has ever 
remained one of the strongest localities. At 
present there ere eighteen branches here, with 
amembership of over 2,500. Four of the 
branches are composed of women exclusively, 
During the eleven years the order has been in 
existence here $275,000 has been paid out in 
benefits in this city alone.

“ This exquisite amber mouthpiece of my 

ipe is composed of a substance which was 
ong regarded as of a mysterious origin. It is 
now known to be the fossil gum of an extinct 
kind of pine tree. These pines formed forests 
thousands of years agv in the neighborhood of 
the Baltic Sea, where the gum which exuded 


‘from theirbark accumulated in such quantities 


that it has supplied the markets of ‘the world 
with amber since the most ancient times. 
The ancient Greeks got their supply from 
there, and the merchants of Verfice during 
the Middle Ages made regular annual trips 
to the Baltic for cargoes of amber, Until 
recently no other way of obtaining amber was 
known than to gather such pieces of it as 
were thrown’ upon the shore in stormy 
weather or to dive for it. But today there are 
great amber mines in the region of the Baltic, 
which are worked day and night all the year 
around. The deposits of the fossil guin ex- 
tend from the very shore of the sea to about a 
quarter of a mileinland, To keep the water 
out of the mines, which are below the sea 
level, pumping has to be kept up all the time. 

‘The stratum in which the amber is found 
is of blue earth, which is shoveled into cars 
and drawn up to the mouth of the mine, 
where the earth is driven down a sluice by a 
force of water that dissolves and separates it 
from the amber. Nets with meshes of differ. 
ent sizes catch the amber, which is found in 
pieces from the size of a pea to the bigness of 
one’s hand and sometimes larger. Thirty 
dredging ships workduring eight months in 
the year at fishing the amber out of the 
sea with winding chains of  buck- 
ets which drag along the bottom and bring 
up sand, stones, and amber, the last being aft- 
erward washed out in nearly the same manner 
as on land. Many divers also labor in the 
gathering of amber, descending to the bottom 
from rowboats in divers’ armor, with shovel 
and bag. Sometimes they stay under water 
for five or six hours at atime, not coming up 
until their bags are filled. In addition to 
their regular pay they receive a prize for every 
piece that reaches a certain weight. 

‘* Amber has a wonderful variety of colors. 
Some of it is as clear as crystal, some as yel- 
low as honey, some light blue, and again a 
transparent green. Then itis found as white 
as snow, the color of cream, and often many of 
these tints are blended inonepiece. There isa 
popular notion tothe effect that amber has 
curative qualities for such ailments as croup and 
sore throat, and many thousand necklaces of it 
are sold annually for that purpose. Because 
I have to be so careful in the smoking of my 
meerschauin, I content myself for common 
and comfortable use with this old briar-root 
pipe. It is made from the root of a kind of 
shrub that was formerly dug in great quanti- 
ties in the south of France, but now it comes 
mostly from Spain, Italy, and Algiers. In 
the mnountain forests the roots are sometimes 
found bigger than a man’s body. Instead of 
digging them out after the old fashion they 
are torn up nowadays with explosives.”’

Hehadin mindtwo members 
present during the devate on the Silver bill 
at a night session early in March, when he 
wrote about members reeling on the floor of 
the House in a state of intoxication. 
The phrase “‘drynken speakers debating 
grave questions ” referred to one speakér\ on 
one occasion only—the Noyes-Rockwell de- 
bate. In his opinion that speaker was in a 
state of maudlin intoxication. In front of the 
speaker were a cup and saucer. The conteats 
were replenished several times and it was 
noticed the more he drank the more he wan 
dered ihn his argument. 
Mr. Watson testified that, he heard tle 
er say toa page, “‘ Bring me more of 
that stuff—that whisky.”” That gentleman 
witness regarded as a lovable and honorable 
man, and one who no doubt regretted the oc- 
currence as much as one possibly could. Mr. 
Watson added he would not shrink from men- 
tioning mames if forced to the issue. His 
hesitation came from adesire to shield the 
persons concerned. 
The Committee Will Consider. 
Chairman Boatner said that the committee 
would consider whether or not it Would ask 


for names. 
Representative Otis of Kansas said that he 


had seen evidences of intoxication on the part 


- .of members on two occasions.- When asked 


about the degree of intoxication of the met- 
ber addressing the House when under the in- 
fluence of liquor he said: 

“ He was pretty well set up. I thought the 
longer he proceeded the worse he grew.”’ 

The ‘witness told Mr. Simpson that most 
certainly he had noticed drinking habits on 
the part of members. Coming from a prohi- 
bition State it-was perhaps wore noticeable 
than it would have been otherwise. 

Miss Dwyer, Congressional reporter of the 
National Economist, corroborated the pre- 
vious witness as to a member under the influ. 
ence of liquor addressing the House. 

In response to a general question from Mr. 
Simpson, Mr. White said that he had not seen 
anything to make him think that a great 
number of members were drinking while on 
the floor of the House. 

Had Seen a Member Drink. 

Representatives Halvorson of Minnesota 
and Butler of lowa each testified that on two 
occasions he had seen a single member drunk 
in the aisle. On another occasion a man was 
drunk when addressing the House. Mr. But- 
ler added another instance to those mentioned 
by naming the silver debate and a nsion 
r. But- 
ler testified that he had seen only four mem- 
bers drunk during the session, 

Representative Shell of South Carolina and 
Representative Clover of Kansas each testified 
that he bad seen only one instance of intoxi- 
cation in the House. 

Representative’: Davis of Kansas corrobor- 
ated the testimony of previous witnesses as to 
two or three instances of drunkenness on the 
floor of the House. He thought one occasion 
was when a local bill was up. 

Mr. Watson then wanted to prove the exist-

GOES OVER UNTIL DECEMBER. 


Washburn Secures Unanimous Consent in 
the Senate to Shelve Anti-Options, 

WasHinaton, D. C., July 30.—[Special. }]— 
Aati-option legislation goes over till Decem- 
ber. Senator Washburn today, after getting 
some «minor arrangements agreed to, asked 
unanimous consent that the bill which passed 
the House and was reportea from the Judic- 
lary committee with ut recommendation 
should go over as unfinished business for the 
short session. 

This carries over with it the substitute pro- 
posed by Senators George,Coke,and Pugh. The 
Senators who have been fighting the pend- 
ing bill were fully satisfied to have it go over 
as unfinished business. Mr. Washburn had 
consulted them and they had assured him that 
unanimous consent would be granted. So the 
order was made without a dissenting vote. 

Under the prevailing conditions Washburn’s 
move was & wise one. He could not have 
4 & voting quorum of the Senate in town 
if he had wanted to press the measure. He 
and other Senators who are supporting the 
proposed legislation say they will pass the bill 
next winter without trouble. 

The opponents of the legislation are con- 
tent to wait. They think that the people who 
have been demanding the bill, after a fow 
months’ reflection, will see that it would do 
much harm and no good. In any event ii a 
bill is passed it will be a much better one 
than the present measure and will not be so 
sweeping in its provisions. 


HE READS THEM THE RIOT ACT. 


President Harrison Issues a Proclamation 
Calling on Wyoming Rioters to Disperse. 
The President issued the following procla- 

mation today: | 

Wueereas, By reason of unlawful obstructions, 
combinations, and assemblages of persons it has 
become |impracticable, in my judgment, to en- 
force, by|the ordinary course of judicial proceed- 
ings, thelaws of the United States within the 
State and District of Wyoming, the United States 
Marshal) after repeated efforts, being unable by 
his ordinary deputies or by any civil posse which 
he is able to optain to execute the process of the 
United States Courts; ' 

Now, therefore, be it known that I. Benjamin 
Harrison, President of the United States, do 
hereby command all persons engaged in such re- 
sistance to the laws and the process of the courts 
of the United States to cease such opposition and 
resistance and to disperse and retire peaceably to 
their respective abodes on or before Wednesday, 
the 3d day of August next. 


IN HONOR OF MR. CRAIG, 


The House Adjourns After a Short Ses- 
sion—Kesolutions Adopted. 

Wasuinctox, D. C., July 30.—In_ the 
House today, after the usual filibuster- 
ing, Mr. Reilly of Pennsylvania announced 
the death of his colleague, Mr. Craig of Penn- 
sylvania, and offered resolutions expressive of 
the sorrow of the House at his decease, and 
tendering sympathy to his bereaved family. 
The resolutions were unanimously adopted, 
and a committee consisting of Messrs. Kribbs, 
Gillespie, Caminetti, Huff, Raines, and Bro- 
sius was appointed to attend the funeral. 

Mr. Reilly then offered a resolution that, in 
respect to the memory of the deceased, the 
House adjourn. 

“Mr. Reed thought that in the present condi- 
tion of public business the House ought not 
to adjourn. The resolution was adopted, a 
few Republicans voting against it. Accord- 
ingly, the House adjourned. 

Will Not Permit the Transfer. 

The Collector of Customs at San Francisco 
has telegraphed to the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury that seventy-four Chinese sailors were 
shipped at Hongkong by the master of the 
steamship Peking for the purpose of being 
transferred to tHe American steamer Pera 
fitting out at San Francisco for a voyage to 
China. 

He asked if he should permit the transfer to 
be made at San Francisco. Assistant Secre- 
tary Nettleton instructed him not to allow the 
transfer, but to send the Chinamen back to 
China on the Peking, their coming being in 
violation of the exclusion act. 

Went Down the Potomac. 

Secretary Charles Foster took a party of 
friends down the Potomac today on the light- 
house tender Jessamine, expecting to return 
Monday evening. 


FIFTEEN DECISIVE BATTLES. 


Some of the Great Events Which Changed 
the Map of the World. 
Baltimore American: According to Lord 
Creasy, the fifteen decisive battles were those 
at Marathon, September, 490 B. C., when 
Miltiades, with 10,000 Greeks, defeated 100,000 
Persians under Datis aud Artaphernes; at 
Syracuse, September, 413 B. C., a great naval 
battle took place, the Athenians under Nicias 
and Demosthenes being defeated with a loss 
of 40,000 killed and wounded of their entire 
fleet: at Arbela, October, 331 B. C., Alexander 
the Great overthrew Darius Codomanus for 
the third time; at Mataurus, 207 B.C., the 
Consuls Livius and Nero cut to pieces Hasdru- 
bal’s army, sent to reinforce Hannibal; Arm- 
inus, in 9 A. D., and the Gauls overthrew the 
Romans unaer Varus and established the inde- 
pendence of Gaul; at Chalons, 451 A. D., 
Actius and Therodrio utterly defeated Attila 
and prevented Europe from devastation; at 
Tours, October, 732, Charlies Martel over- 
threw the Saracens under Abderahmen 
and broke the Moslem yoke from 
Europe; at Hastings, October, 1066, 
William of Normandy slew Harold 
II. and obtained England’s throne; at Or- 
leans, 1429. Joan of Arc secured the independ- 
ence of France: the defeat of the Spanish 
Armada, 1588, destroyed the hopes of the Pope 
in England; the battle of Blenheim, Aug. 13, 
1704, when Marlborough and Prince Eugene 
defeated Tallard, leading the French and _ the 
Bavarians, and thus preventing Louis XIV. 
from carrying out his schemes; at Pultowa, 
July, 1709, Czar Peter utterly defeated Charles 
XII. of Sweden, and established the Muscovite 
wer; at Saratoga, October, 1777, Gen. 
Gates defeated the British and Gen. Burgoynes 
and thus secured fer the United State, 
the alliance of France; at Valmy, September, 
1792, the French Marshal Kellerman gained 
the upper hand for the French revolutionists 
over the Duke of Brunswick and the allied 
armies: at Waterloo, June 18, 1815, Napoleon 
Bonaparte commanded the French and the 
Duke of Wellington the British and their al- 
lies, and the victory broke up N apoleon’s 
revolutionary plans; two receft batties, not 
here inciuded, are thuse at Gettysburg, daly, 
1863, and at Sedan, preparing, respectively, 
for the downfall of the Confederacy and the 
capture of Napoleon III. and his army. 
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market bulis will spend tomorrow the pleas- 
antest Sabbath that has been vouchsafed to 
them in many months. The stock market 
closes for the week very much in their favor, 
It is not so much that merely advances have 
been made that provides the new cheerful- 
ness ; the encouraging factor is that there have 
been advances and that they have been pretty 
generally distributed through the whole stock 
list. Only a few stocks have failed to show 
some signs of activity this week. Those 
that have been the most active have been 
the strongest. Probably the most entertain- 
ing feature of the Stock Exchange transactions 
has had to do with the ups and downs of the 
sugar trust trading. 

There have been continuing advances in it 
daily, with here and there old-fashioned scoops 
and breaks. On one day it tumbled down 
about 3 points and then went up 4, all within 
an hour. This sort of program has a good 
deal of discouragement for the vrofessional 
fakers, who are continually proclaiming ‘that 
we can never have any more life in Wall 
street of the oid-fashioned sort. 

The facts about the sugar trust—both as to 
its financial and commercial situation and as 
to the dealing in its stocks—are about these: 
The crowd of speculators who are identified 
with Olaus Spreckels in opposition to tne trust 


} have all been taken into camp. What has been 


known as the Dutch contingent in the trust, 
composed of gentlemen who have all the while 
been trying to do up the Havemeyers, have 
lost their grip. Millionaires have things much 
their own way, as far as trust interests are 
concerned, ana this includes practically every 
branch of the sugar trade in the country. 
There have been deals made of late with 
whoiesale grocers which have aprofit in them 
for the trust, or at least a relief from hitherto 
threatening distresses. 
No Overseeing Statesmanship. 

Thanks more or less to proper representa- 
tion at Washington, the combination has been 
able to avoid the troubles of overseeing states- 
manship, and by reason of , trade conditions, 
the trust having ample fuads at its disposal, 
has been able to drive a good many sharp 
bargains down in Cuba and elsewhere. An 
officer of the trust tells ine that the company 
1s now earning atarate of more than 25 per 
cent a year upon its entire capital. He does 
not claim that it has been doing this 
for a long while, but he does insist that the 
adjournment of Congress without offensive 
legislation assumes the continuance of such 
earnings. The same officer only a little 
while ago wagedoubtful whether the trust 
could earn its fixed charges. Official opin- 
ions fluctuate occasionally. 

The cheerful view of the pleasant figures 
now quoted proves one thing chiefly, and that 
is that the official trust crowd are in just now 
for a bull campaign. They are distributing 
assurances everywhere of the property’s pros- 
perity, its present profits and its prospective 
increases. And there is reason 
to believe that the stories now 
told have a good deal of foundation im fact. 
The stock market end of the deal is in the 
hunds of the ablest manipulator in Wall 
«treet. He and his friends have appar- 
ently become pretty thoroughly _ per- 
suaded that they -have sure grounds for 
aggressive activity. Thestreet generaily has 
the point that sugar trust stock is going to 150. 
It has been semi-vfficially announced that the 
semi-annual dividends of 4 per cent are to 
be succeeded by quarterly dividends of 2 
per cent, changingfannual payments to cotw- 
mon stockholders trom 8 per centto 10 per 
cent. There areindications too, that commuis- 
sion houses which hitherto have been inclined 
to fight every issue of sugar trust interests 
upon the part of their customers are taking a 
more liberal view. 

A Lovely Week Is Coming. 

It is likely that the coming week’s market 
will have quite a good deal of liveliness in it, 
contributed by this especial stock’s move- 
ments. Gentlemen who are short or long of 
it will need to keep very close to their tickers. 
The other industrials are being whinped into 
some activity and are show:ug buoyancy in 
tne wake of Sugar. Cotton Oil ambled out 
during the week and scored arise of 3or4 
points, and then tater the street got jarmmed 
with bull points on National Lead Trust, 
whose preferred stock will go up 10 points 
this next week, always provided official proph- 
ets keep their. promises, which occasionally 
they do not. 

President Thompson of the lead trust is 
quoted as saying that he would not exchange 
his Lead preferred for LakeShore. Probably 
not; probably he will not for some time to 
come. Another industrial which is getting 
ready for activity is Edison Geveral Electric. 
Many plans have been made to boom this 
stock, but most of: them upto date have 
promptly flashed inthe pan. Now, however, 
it is claimed that every interest involved is in 
harmony and that the quotations areto be 
jumped upward speedily. 

National Linseed Oil stock is another indus- 
trial whose backers are full of cheerful 
promises. Some St. Louis gentlemen who 
aresin this particular deal are heavy losers 
through a recent arrangement made to lift 
the gtuff, some of the same gentiemen having 
dropped a big pile of Missouri money here in 
an invalid deal in Laclede Gas. 


Many Outsiders Went In. 


Commission houses are becoming per- 
suaded that something is likely to grow out of 
the spurts of activity during the last few days. 
One house iargely interested in St. Paul sent 
out a letter today in which they take occasion 
to say they have had suggestive inquiries 
touching thestock market this week from more 
people than have communicated with them in 
any whole month this year. Such significant 
remarks.are to be heard all over the street, 
Two or three important stock exchange mem- 
bers who have been out of town are to be 
back next week, not because they are tired of 
idling time away on yachts or up in the 
mountains, but because imtimations come 
from their offices that business may require 
their presence here. The head of one stock 
exchange house who had taken passage for 
Europe on asteamer leaving today has can- 
celed his trip. 

A good big jag of gold went out on today’s 
steamers, but the street declines to get scared 
over this. Exchange rates have been drifting 
along lazily all wetk. and the gold which goes 
out today certainly has no profit in it on any 
commercial basis. We are not sending gold 
abroad to settle trade balances. Such ship- 
ments as we make now are purely and abso- 
lutely advances, loans; merely this and noth- 
~ more, 

ankers—and this week I have conversed 
with not less than a score of the heads of the 
foremost banking-houses in this city—are 
pretty generally agreed that we arein no 
danger of any money stringency for many 
months tocome. Along in the fall a big crop 
movement may make a quick and heavy call 
upon them, but outside of the exigencies of 
harvesting and marketing the crops there are 
not likely to be any factors to upset our finan- 


/cial equanimity and rates are likely to be low. 


Even when the West and South begin to 
call for harvest funds it is hardly probable 
that we shall have more than a temporary 
stringency if any of consequence at all. 
When Money May Be Needed, 

Of course if there comes any important new 
life and activity into the stock market there 
will through this be a gemand for loans far 
beyond any thing banks have known lately, 
and to this extent banks may see the oppuor- 
tunity to lift money rates. Commercial pa- 
per, however, is nut likely to find a difficult 
market at any time during this year. The 
adoption of the clearing-house system on the 
stock exchange meanwhile has materially les- 
sened the needs of Wall street brokers for 
bank certification. , 

Deacon 8S. V. White has cut as wide a swath 
as ever in his history. His smash-up through 
corn manipulation out in Chicago last year is 
apparently only a reminiscence. Now the 
Deacon is as active as a thcroughbred colt, 
and bounds in and out of the stock exchange, 
executing orders on a large scale. This pleases 
Wall street, for everybody has got a sneaking 
liking for the Deacon. Whether he is up or 
down financially he has always abounding 
vivacity and good fellowship. Interest in the 
little man, however, is just now not so much

SMOKE BALLS TO CURE GRIP. 


How a Woman Won $500 Damages from an 
English Company. 

A decision is reported by the London Times 
from the Courtof Queen’s Bench which should 
overwhelm the souls of many astute Amer- 
icans with remorse at the thought of neg- 
lected opportunities, and which may well 
transfer the ptm in the art of making money 
from New to Old England. A certain firm or 
company published an advertisement which 
offered to give £100 to any one who should 
have the influenza after buying and using one 
of the company’s ‘“‘smoke balis”’ according 
to the printed em supplied with she 
ball three times daily for two weeks. On 
the faith of this advertisement a lady bought 
one of these bails and used it, as directed, 
from Nov. 20 till Jan. 17, 1892, when she was 
attacked by infiuenza. Thereupon her hus- 
band wrote to the smoke-ball company stat- 
ing what had occurred, and in reply received 
a printed circular which contained a proviso 
that any persen who proposed ‘to cor pete for 
the £100 nust come to the company’s office 
three times a day and use the smoke-ball 
under ite supervision. This circular, how- 
ever, was treated by the’ maarpved patient, 
and subsequently by tae court, as ex post 
facto, and she brought her action for £100 
against the advertising company. The de- 
fendant pleaded that there was no contract, 
that if there was it was not stamped and could 
not be sued on, that it was a wagering cuon- 
tract and therefore void, and that it was a con- 
tract of insurance which was prohibited by 
statute. But the court held that there was a 
contract, for there was a consideration re- 
ceived by the company in the price of the 
smoke-bail, and the court added that 
the daily use of the article was suf- 
ficient to support the promise of _re- 
muneration. The defendant had not only 
issued the advertisement, but had stated as 
‘** showing their sincerity in the matter”’ that 
they had deposited £1,000 in bank, which the 
court held minust be taken as meaning that they 
were prepared to pay. The contract was also 
held not to require a stamp, nor to be a wa- 
gering contract, nor such an insurance con- 
tract as was regulated by statute. The circular 
requiring attendance at the company’s of.- 
tice was proved not to have been brought to 
the plainti. s attention till after her cause of 
action had accrued, and as she proved that she 
had duly used the smukebail, she had judg- 
ment for £100, with costs, which in modern 
a, ops practice are of dreadful magnitude. 

The coinments of the court upon advertise- 
ments of this character, which are, perhaps, 
as offensively prominent in this country as in 
England, are very judicious. It observed: 

It may be that of the many readers of the ad- 
vertisement very few of the sensible ones would 
have entertained expectations that in the event 
of the smoke ball failing to act as a preventive 
against the disease, the defendants had any real 
intention to fulfil tneir attractive and 
alluring promise; but it must bere 
membered _ that such advertisements do 
not appeal so much to the wise and 
thoughtful as to the credulous and weak por- 
tions of the community, and if the vender of an 
article, whetner it be medicine, smoke, or any- 
thing else, with a view to increase its sale or use, 
thinks fit to promise to all who buy or use it that 
to those who shall not find it as surely efficacious 
as it is represented by him to be he will pay a 
substantial sum of money, he must not be sur- 
prised if occasionally he is held to his promise. 

As it is nutorious that the proprietors of pat- 
ent and **quack ”’ medicines accumulate great 
wealth, it would seem that a field of profitable 
exploitation was open to the speculative attor- 
neys in this country, for the law here upon 
such a point as was involved in this case can 
hardly be different from what it is in En- 
gland. All judgments recovered by them 
under similar conditions will be as weicome 
to the public at large as to their deluded cli- 
ents, and a few such judgments would greatly 
raise the standard of veracity and decency in 
‘*remedial’’ advertising. 


SAMSON OF THE PACIFIC, 


A Six-Foot Piang Mover Who Lifts 1,000 
Pounds Fifty Times a Day. 

All of the strong men of San Francisco are 
not numbered among the stevedores and iron- 
workers, although their work is of such achar- 
acter as to develop their bodies and muscles. 
But the sane can be said of men in some other 
lines of work, and notably of the giants who 
are professional piano movers. Each uf the 
large agencies for musical instruments in- 
trusts the delivery and the handling of its pi- 
anos and organs to some one man who is care- 
ful and more than ordinarily powerful. 

The strongest of the company of piano mov- 
ers, it is claimed by the Examiner, is Edward 
T. Berry, who has done that kind of work for 
Sherman, Clay & Co. continuonsly through- 
out the last seventeen years. Berry isa big 
man, standing exactly six feet, stocking clad, 
and weighing 260 pounds. He is so well pro- 
agp however, as not to appearso heavy. 

e is a native son, having been born forty-two 
years agd in Del Norte County, near where 
Rouge River meets with the sea. Del Nurte 
was a wilderness then, and Berry grew up a 
sportsman and an angler, pursuits which 
made him strong of limb and sound of mind. 
When a youth he went in for athletics some- 
what, and was the premier wrestler of North- 
ern California until he was apprenticed toa 
tanner and currier. 

That trade did not suit him, and he tried 
horse training, a profession in which his great 
strength first became noticeable; Teaming 
naturally followed, and, as one of its most 
lucrative branches, Berry touk up the moving 
of fine furniture. 

His daily work isto move from fifteen to 
twenty pianos up and down stairs sometimes 
several flights. Berry invariably manages 
one end of the piano, whiletwo men can bare- 
ly handle the other. The strong man aiso 
takes the lowerend in going up stairways, 
often being compelled. to sustain the whole 
weight of the instruments of the “grand” 
form which weigh between 1,200 and 1,500 
pounds. He estimates his daily lifts of dead 
weight to be fifty, and the weight lifted each 
time to average 1,000 pounds. As the weights 
must be sustained for a length of time, the 
feat becomes more remarkable. 

That so many yeurs of service at such task- 
ing labor has nut broken him down Berry be- 
lieves is due to the fact that he has always 
been regular in his habits, sleeping long hours 
and refraining from drinking. He claims 
nothing for himself as to strengtn, but along

ally he is considered the Samson of the pro- 
fession. 

Berry has never tested his strength to the 
uttermost, but thinks that with suitable har- 
ness he might lift aton anda half. Without 
such aids he would not care to lift more than 
1,500 pounds, and would avoid such a lift if 


possible.

the vicinity of Garfield boulevard, owing to 
imperfect sewerage, or doctors’ opinions are 
valueless. 

Several deaths of late, they say, are directly 
traceable to gases: emanating from stagoant 
water resulting from theovertlowing of sewers 
in basements after the heavy rainfall recently, 
as are also innumerable cases of malaria! and 
typhoid fever. They declare, moreover, that 
contagious diseases will fagein that region 
for many days to come. 7 

By careful measurement the bed of the 
sewer in Garfield boulevard was foung to be 
but four feet nine inches beneath the surface 
of the street. The sewer, it is asserted, should 
be from twelve to fifteen feet below the sur- 
face, 

Several years ago, durifig the severe rain- 
storms of that period, thé cellars within sev- 
eral miles radius from Fifty-fifth street and 
Garfield boulevard were flooded, in many 
cases to the depth of several feet, with water 
from which arose a sickening and poisonous 
odor. It had come from the city sewers, and 
the liquid was impregnated with filth and 
threw off gases conducive to every variety of 
contagious. sickness. Many cellars were 
drained, but in not a few basements there 
were wooden or earthen floors which absorbed 
the water and thus retained the evil, 

In the building occupied by Fred P. Ken- 
nedy at Fifty-fifth street and Garfield boule- 
vard the water ascended through lavatory and 
closet pipes to the second floor. Mr. Ken- 
nedy told a reporter for Tax Trrsunz that the 
oder at the time was prostrating in effect. Mr. 
Kennedy is a druggist, and he stated that of 
late he had been kept busy serving customers 
with chloride of lime and other disinfectants 
tu dispel the gases left by the overflow in their 
homes, 

Made His Family Sick. 

L. L. Klingenberg of No, 5508 State street, 
another victim, said : “ The stench made sev- 
eral members of my family ill, and owing to 
the fact that the odor still remains I am afraid 
all of us will be attacked with malarial fever.”’ 

H. H. Ribling, the proprietor of a meat 
market and grocery at No. 5504 State street. 
said: “About three weeks ago the sewers 
forced eighteen inches of foul water into my 
place and the floor of my cellar became im- 
pregnated with the filth, a sickening odor 
resulted which continues, and I fear it will 
generate sickness.’’ 

Many other citizens made similar com- 
plaints and were emphatic in their denuncia- 
tion of the present sewerage system. 

The deaths of a 15-year-old son of A. M. 
Blinn of No. 5582 Wentworth avenue by ma- 
larial fever, Hurvey Parker of School street, 
and several others, and many cases of malarial 
fever in the same territory are attributed to the 
sewerage evil. Three members of P. J. Dev- 
lin’s family livmg on Dearborn street, near 
Forty-seventh street, contracted malarial fever 
from the sewer gas, according to Dr. Ballurd, 
Mr. Deviin’s physician. 

**T attribute a number of cases of malarial 
fever on the South Side to the recent overflow- 
ing of sewers,’ said Dr. Ballard, ‘“ and inere 
will undoubtedly be much more sickness in 
consequence of this imperfect sewerage 
system. Alleys containing the refuse of years 
ii, a decomposed condition are also germ 
breeders of contagious diseases. The greatest 
evil in this regard is the wooden garbage 
boxes which, impregnated with the remains of 
decomposed matter, give forth poisonous 
gases on warm days and bring along wide- 
spread sickness. 

* The sanitary condition of the city is some- 
thing startling and it is plainly inviting Asiatic 
cholera. 1 wish that the Health Department 
of Chicagu could be divorced from politics, 
then we would be rescued from the danger of 
contagious diseases. 

Declares the Sewers Abominable. 

“The city sewers in this portion of the city 
are abominable,” exclaiined Dr. F. A. 
Wheeler of No. 5738 Wentworth avenue. 
* During the recent heavy rains these sewers 
being too shallow filled my cellars with 
poisonous water und filth, forced through 
closets, to the depth of nearly three feet. 
These sewers are not large enough to carry off 
the water that collects in the territo-y they 
drain and therefore have become breeders of 
contagious diseases through frequent over- 
flows. The School and La Salle street sewers 
are in the same reprehensible condition, 
and unless remedied immediately a pestilence 
will soon result. There is a large number of 
cases of typhoid and malarial fever in this 
vicinity, which I attribute to the imperfect 
sewerage,”’ 

Dr. Patrick Dougherty of No. 401 Garfield 
boulevard, and one of the leading physicians 
of the South Side, said: ‘* The foul smelling 
and malaria-breeding water was forced from 
the sewers into my cellar a few weeks ago 
to the depth of twenty-three inches. The 
stench was something awful and was con- 
ducive especially to typhoid-fever. This 
water was forced up through the closet outlet 
pipes and into my basement. If possible this 
sewer system should be remedied at once, for 
in the end it will probably create a vast 
amount of sickness.” 

Dr. Dovgherty said he expected unusual 
sickness or an extraordinarily high death rate 
if the sewerage and alley systems were not 
remedied. The Health Department needed a 
general shaking up, he thought, and in sup- 
port of his belief cited the fact that the deaa 
body of an animal has been allowed to re- 
main in the street in the rear of his home for 
tive days before it was removed although the 
health official was notified, he said, several 
times and in due season. 


JEFFERSON DAVIS AS A SPEAKER. 


The Best of His Speeches Have Been Lost 
—His Magnetism of Manner. 

Mrs. Jefferson Davis: These two speeches, 
one by Mr. Calhvun and one by Mr. Davis, 
the third I had ever heard—the first was one 
by Sargent Prentiss—excited me greatly; but 
when a lull came, a certain pity for the loss to 
the worla of the written speech over which we 
had toiled so industriously came upon me. 
Not one word has been repeated of all the very 
fine things I had indited in a fair hand—and 


all for nothing! 

However, the amateur reporters had entire- 
ly forgotten their object, and neglected to give 
the speech as it was delivered; wehad no time 
to rewrite it, so the other was printed instead. 
If still in existence, it will be a thing of joy to 
the young people, but very unlike the address 
or any other Mr Davis ever made afterward. 

From that day forth no speech was ever 
written for delivery by him. Uates and names 
were jotted down on two or three inches of 
paper, and these sufficed. Mr. Davis’ speeches 
never read as they were delivered; he spoke 
fast and thoughts crowded each other closely ; 
a certain magnetism of manner and the ex- 
ceeding beauty and charm of his voice moved 
the multitude, and there were apparently no 
inattentive or indifferent listeners, 

He had one power that I have never seen 
excelled; while speaking he took in the indi- 
viduality of the crowd, and seeing doubt ora 
lack of coincidence with him in their faces, 
he answered the mental dissonance with argu- 
ments addressed to the case in their minds. 
He was never tiresome, because as he said, he 
** gave close attention to the necessity of stop- 
ping when he was done.’ 

Only so much of his eloquence has survived 
as was indifferently reported. The spirit of 
the graceful periods was lost. He was a par- 
enthetical speaker, which was a defect in a 
written oration, but it did not, when uttered, 
impair the quality of his speeches, but rather 
added a charm when accentuated by his voice 
and commended by his gracions manner. 

At tirst his style was ornate, and poetry and 
fiction were pressed from his crowded mem- 


ory into service; but it soon changed into a . 


plain and stronger cast of what he considered 
to be, and doubtless was, the higher kind of 
oratory. His extempore addresses are models 
of grace and ready command of ingeees. 

His oratory was not of the gloomy and 
dreamy sort. The grave of his speeches made 
hima favorite everywhere that the public 
wished to be delighted and instructed.

VERMIN DISSEMINATORS OF DISEASE. 


A New and Startling Theory as to the De- 
velopment of Tuberculosis. 

New Haven Register: The recent publica- 
tion of a map of New Haven showing the 
number of deaths from tuberculosis in the 
last fourteen years to be about 3,000, and in- 
dicating that there-are what may be called 
tuberculosis districts in the city, makes the 
general subject of tuberculosis and its propa- 
gation a matter of presentinterest. The theory 
of Dr. De Forest, who prepared the map, is, 
we believe, that there are certain houses in the 
tenement-house districts that are favorable to 
the spread of this disease. Deaths from it 
have occurred there and are likely to occur 
again. Infected houses are a neans of spread- 
mg the disease. 

ut has the doctor any knowledge as to 
whether any of these houses which he has 
marked with numerous pin points as the 
homes of tuberculosis are infected with: bed- 
bugs? The question is not so irrelevant as it 
may appear. The Medical News in a recent 
number copied from a German medical jour- 
nal the report of the case of a boy 18 years old 
who had developed pulmonary tuberculosis 
after having slept with a brother who had 
died of the disease. The third brother with 
whom the second had siept had likewise died 
of tuberculosis. the patient presented 
numerous bedbug bites and it was 
learned that the bed in which he slept con- 
tained a large number of the parasites. 
Thirty of these were taken and used in the 
inoculation of three guinea pigs, all of which 
died of tuberculosis. Cultures of tubercle 
bacilli were also obtained from the diluted 
and filtered pulp of fifty of these bugs, 
Cultures were also obtained from bugs taken 
from healthy surroundings and brought into 
contact with tuberculous sputum. The bugs 
became infected directly from human beings, 
or indirectly through the medium of expecto- 
ration, or by transmission from one animalto 
auother. The transmission .of tuberculosis 
from the bugs to the human beings remains 


‘an open question; but the probabilities pvint 


very strongly toward the possibility of infec- 
tion in this manner. 

This may be worth looking into, It may be 
that it is less bedbugs that New Haven’s tene- 
ment-house district wants, not more ventila- 
tion or better drainage. The bedbug is no- 
torious for the way he gets there, and he may 
be at the present time inoculating hundreds 
of unsuspecting New-Haveners with the dead- 
ly diseuse. The bedbug must go.

The letter was one of instructions as to what 
course President Harrison should pursue in 
the Homestead troubles and advising the 
sending of clothing to the scene of trouble.

LOWER FREIGHT RATES TO BOSTON. 


New Basis Established in Accordance with 
Decision of Commission, 


Commission rendered a decision upon the 
complaint of Boston merchants that the rail. 
roads have no right to make ‘arbitrary differ. 
entjals on seaboard or ‘other business, byt 
that the rates must be based upon the actual 
distance. The railroads have arbitrarily ap. 
plied heretofore on freight from Chicago to 
Boston a differential 6f 10 cents per 199 
pounds first class, 6 cents second class, and § 
cents on all other classes above the rates to 
New York. This made the rates on grain and 
rovisions 5 cents higher to Boston than to 
ew York, and the Bostun people claimed that 
this difference was unjust and unreasonable, 
The Commission having sustained the 
plea of the Boston people the Central Traffic 
and Truuk Line aasociations have decided to 
readjust their tariffs in conformity with the 
commission’s decision. Accordingly notices 
were issued a day or two ago by the 
and Vice Chairman of the jointcom mittee that 
commencing Aug. 15 next the following differ. 
entials will apply on freight shipments to 
Boston: First class, 7 cents; second ¢ 
cents; third class, 5 cents; fourth class, 4 
cents; fifth class, 3 cents, and sixth class, 2 
cents above the rates to New York.

Only Twenty Minutes—May Be Retried. 
Mempuis, Tenn., July 30.—A large crowd 
was ino attendance at the Criminal Court to- 
day, it beg announced that Judge J. d. 
Dubose would deliver his charge to the jury 
in the famous Alice Mitchell case, the mur- 
deress of Freda Ward. The defendant ap- 
peared calm and collected during the reading 
of the charge, the time occupied in its delivery 
being fifteen minutes, the question of the 
sanity of the prisoner at the time 
of thetrial being the only one considered.

Work Begins on an Eight-Mile Highway 
at Bayfield—Other Local Notes, 

Bayrieip, Wis., July 30.—[ ial. |-—-The 
Dalrymple boulevard was sta this week. 
It 1s the result of several years’ planning and 
hard work on the part of W. F, Dalrymple, 
President of the Bayfield Harbor and Great 
Western and the Bayfield Transfer railways. 
The new street will extend from Washington 
avenue directly in front of the Island View 
Hotel along the lake shore for about eight 
miles to Redcliffe Indian Reeervation, and 
will afford a ray nee nay view of Bayfield 
harbor and the Apostle Isiands for the 
entire distance. It is one of the most im- 
portant public pmpoorennents inaugurated for 
many years and effect on prices of real 
estate in that vicinity is already noticeable. 

John Buffalo, chief of the Redcliffe band of 
Chippewa Indians, was buried Friday. He 
was appointed by Indian Agent L. E. Webb 
about thirty years ago. The office of chief has 
been hereditary in the family of the Buffalos 
for four or five generations. appointment 
is made by the Indian agent and confirmed 
by the department at Washington. It is con- 
sidered quite likely that John Antoine Buffa- 
lo, nephew of the cron chief, and son of 
the former chief, will succeed to the position. 
The duties of the chief, aside from a general 
supervision of the tribe, are to attend to all 
matters between the Indians and the govern- 
ment, as wellas any business with outside 
persons.

le proof was ever brought to light that he wished 


\ his father’s death or had any part in it, but 
from having chosen evil associations and having 
started upon a wild and reckless course from 
which his. fa.her’s pleadings could not turn 
him, he fell under a suspicion that was never 
shakeh off. The object of this suspicion fur- 
nished no aid toward its remgval, for he 
plunged still deeper into dissipation after the 
tragedy. No one charged him with the crime, 
but intimations in that line were so abundant 
and the young man’s life continued to be so 
erratic that those who might have been his 
friends shunned him. After some years of 
friendlessness at home he quit the country and 
entered upon a life almost equally friendless 


and abandoned abroad, 

The Nathan murder was one of the most 
horrible in crimepal history. Mr. Nathan had 
taken his family to their country home at 
Morristown, N. J. He remained in the city 
that night, intendmg to spend the next day in 
fasting and prayer, as was his custom on J uly 
29, the anniversary of his mother’s death. His 
city house was in the hands of renovaters, 
and when he went home on the night of July 
28 his housekeeper laid mattresses for him on 
the floor of the reception-room, adjoining a 
hali bedroom on the epee floor, in nee

Nathan family gave up the Twenty- 
 third-street house after the crime and moved 
nto Fifth avenue, where they maintained an 
expensive establishment for some yvars. 
Washington Nathan’s habits and associations 
_ continued to get worse. In 1889 he figured in 
. @ newspaper sensation when Fa Bartlett, 
a ets teeta woman, shot hint in ithe parlor 
of the Coleman House, where he was calling 
_ upon Alice Harrison the actress. The bullet 
. entered his neck, lodged in the muscles of the 
jaw, and was never removed. Nathan’s 
mother died in 1879, leaving $1,000,- 
Her will provided a trust fund of 
$100,000 for ashington, of which he 
‘ was to have the income, amounting to $5,200 
early. Sheriff Flack, in behalf of creditors, 
Seckrhbenie in 1890 for $1,590 and tried to 
levy upon this income, but Judge Barrett de- 
cided that it must not be touched, as it was no 
more than sufficient for the needs of a man of 
Nathan’s training and education. Besides 
this income, he received in specific bequests 
$75,000 from his father’s estate, $25,000 from 
his grandmother, and $10,000 from his aunt. 
He saved nothing and in his later years, with 
only his trust revenue for an income, he con- 

- gidered himself in hard straits. 

Nathan went abroad in 188, having mar- 
ried Mrs. Arnott, a daughter of Col. Maple- 
son. He lived in a suburb of London and in 
Paris. In the latter city he was a frequenter 
of the Chatham Hotel, a resort for Americans. 
He never seemed to find company there, be- 
ing always alone and unattended and wearing 
upon his face the expression of a man utterly 
dissolute. His hair in his exile turned entire- 
ly white. He was 44 years old. 

To his voy poe the death of his father 
preyed upon his mind. During the last week 
of his life he told over and over again his own 
story of the death of his father. 

In his rational as well as bis irrational mo. 
ments he kept continually repeating, “ My 
poor father; my poor father!’ The events 
of that awful night seemed to have never left 
his mirid. Here is what he said of the murder 
in his last moments: 

“Tt had been a terribly stormy night; 
memorably so even had it not been for the 
crime which stamped it indelibly on the pub- 

_lie mind. On returning home, after seeing 

the house was properly closed, I went 

straight to my room and to bed. The house 
had been undergoing repairs. 

“It is my theory that the murderer may 
have been hidden in the cellar, having entered

Il afterwards summoned 
miy brother, who lifted the body and placed it 
on a bed, thereby covering himself with blood.

Nathan leaves two brothers older than him- 
self and one younger. It was his dying wish 

. to see New York again, and his body will be

“Some pennies are worth a good deal of 
money,” said a dealer in coins toa Washing- 
ton Star writer. “If you.come across an 
old collection of copper ceats in an out-of-the 
way corner you wilido well to examine their 
dates carefully. From the point of view of 
the numismatist their value depends largely 
upon their condition, For example, for a cent 
of 1799 in a fair state of preservation we pay 
$5. but fora specimen of the same 4ssue in 
first rate condition we would pay from $10 to 
$25, and for a perfect cent of 1799—that 1s, as 
bright and sharp as the day it was coined—we 
will pay $100. | . 

“Do not attempt to clean coins that are in 
fine condition. They should be held only by 
the edges in handling them, and oughr to be 
kept wrapped carefully in chamois skin or soft 
tissue paper or laid on velvet. Gold and silver 
coins may be rinsed, not washed, in hot water 
and soap. Copper coins should be placed in 
sweet oil only to remove grease and dirt. 
Acids and scouring will ruin any coin o* worth. 
Age does not necessarily make value in coins. 
The old Spanish silver piéces current in this 
country from 1700 to 1800 are worth:no more 
than their face, and the same is the case with 
cents of 1798, 1802, and 1803, as well as with 
half dollars of dates between 1805 and 1855. 

** Coins are classed, according to their state 
of preservation, as ‘ proof,’ * uncirculated,’ 
‘ fine,’ ‘ good,’ ‘fair,’ and ‘poor.’ Proof coins 
are those which have been made for collectors 
by the mint regularly during the last forty 
years. They are rendered brilliant by burnish- 
mg. Uncirculated coins are those which have 
been laid away carefully since the time when 
they were minted, so that they have the original 
minf4uster and are as sharp as when coined. 
Fine coins have the hair, eyes, and letters bo!d 
and sharp and not worn off or corroded. 
Good coins are those in which the hair and 
eyes showup well, the date and all the letters 
perfectiy plain. What would be considered 
‘tine’ for a cent, however, would only be 
‘good’ in a gold coin, Fair coins have the 
date distinct, but hair and letters somewhat 
worn. Poor coins are those which have the 
date indistinct, or the hair and letters badly 
worn, or the surface badly corroded, or which 
have been pierced or battered. 

**In America it is the fashion: to make up 
sets of the different coins comprising all the 
years of their issue, in as fine condition as it is 
possible to obtain them, and-the demand for 
specimnens which are difficult to get makes 
their value very high indeed. I will quote you 
some prizes, which you must- understand to 
apply to ‘good’ coins. Better or worse pres- 
ervation would make a great difference in 
every case. On that basis a United States 
copper cent of 1793, with the clover leaf, is 
worth $25, or five times as much as the valua- 
ble cent of 1799. From that the premiums on 
cents run all the way down toicents. The 
valuable dates, in order of worth, are 17938, 
1799, 1804, 1795, 1796, 1809, 1811, 1808, 1797, 
1813, 1800, 1801, 1805, 1806, 1798, 1807, 1823, 
1857, 1810, and 1812. 

“The bronze cents, such as are in circula- 
tion now, were first coined in 1864. None of 
them bears a premium except the issue of 
1877, which is valued at three cents. Some of 
the old-fashioned half cents are high priced. 
On a basis of ‘ good’ condition the half cent 
of 1796 is worth $15. The issues of 1831, 1836, 
1840, 1848, 1849, and 1852 fetch $3 each, while 
those of 1793, 1795, and 1802 we will pay $1 
apiece for. None of the nickel cents 
is worth a premium except that of 1856, 
with a flying eagle, which you can sell 
for $2. A 5-cent nickel of 1877 is worth $1, 
and a nickel 5-cent- piece of 1878 has a market 
value of 15 cents; there is no premium on 
those of any other year. Nickel 3-cent pieces 
of I877 we pay 75 cents each for, while those 


.of 1878, 1882, 1885, and 1886 are worth five 
‘cents each; none of the others bear a premi- 


um. If you are so lucky as to get hold of a 
bronze 2-cent piece for 1873 you will have no 
difficulty in disposing of it for $1, but no 
other issues have any extra value. 

“ The rarest and most desirable coin of the 
regular mint series is the silver dollarof 1804, 
which is worth $600. It is necessary, how- 
ever, that the authenticity of the specimen 
shall be fully proven, as there are many al- 
tered dates in the market, as well as 
*‘restrikes’ made at a later period. The 
silver dollars of 1794, 1838, 1839, 1851, and 
1852 are worth $25 each, while that of 
1858 is valued at $15. Silver half dollars of 
1796 and 1797 are worth $25 each; the issue of 
1853, without arrowheads or rays, we will pay 
$15 for, and for that of 1838, with a small ‘o’ 
under the bust, we offer $10. A silver quarter 
dollar of 1827 is valued at $40, while the issue 
of 1823 18 worth $20. Twenty-cent pieces of 
1877 and 1878 are marketable at $1 each. 

“*A silver dime of 1804 is worth $4; of 1797. 
1800, and 1802, $3; and of 1798, $2.50. Silver half 
dimes of 1802 will fetch $30 each, and a value 
of from $1 to $3 attaches to these coins of the 
issues of 1794, 1796, 1797, 1801, 1805, and 1846. 
Silver 3-cent pieces of days from 1863 to 1869 
inclusive we offer $40 each for, while one of 
1873 is worth $50. A gold double eagle of 
1849 is worth $100,a half eagle of 1815 is 
worth the same price; likewise the half eagle 
of 1822. Half eagles of 1795, 1797, 1798, ana 
1828 can be sold for from $15 to $25 each. 
Quarter eagles of gold issued ir 1736, 1797, 
and 1826 are valued at $10 each. The $50 gold 
piece of California commands a premium of 
from $10 to $15, but the $2.50, $5, $10, $20, and 
$25 gold pieces made from 1849 to 1861 by 
private firms and assay offices in California, 
Colorado, and Oregon, because they do not 
come up to the mint standard of purity, are 
mostly below par. 

“For the sarne reason the Mormon gold 
coins of Utah, issued under the direction of 
the late Brigham Young and largely circulated 
from 1849 to 1860, will fetch very little more 
than their face. Some of the old colonial 
coins have high values. The ‘pine-tree’ 
shilling of 1650 is worth $25. A Maryland 
shilling of 1659 is valued at $10, and a Louisi- 
ana crown, coined in France, at $25. The 
copper threepence of Connecticut, issued in 
1727, is appraised at $30. One variety has 
the inscription, ‘1 am a good copper,’ 
and another has the device of an ax, 
with the words,‘ I cut myself through.’ A 
Florida silver half dollar of 1760 is worth $10, 
while the Virginia silver half dollar of 1773 is 


f 1776 we will pay $3 for. A guild Vermont 
doubloon is worth $200, and a Vermont silver 
half dollar will tetch $100. The Massachusetts 
cent of 1788 is vaiued at $10. Washington sil- 
ver pieces of 1792, bearing the bust and name 
of G. Washington, will fetch $50 each, Alli of 
the Washington crins, both ofsilver and cop- 
per, were minted in England as patterns for 
the American coinage, out the designs were 
not accepted, because it was considered con- 
trary to the principles of our government to 
stamp the head of the President upon our 
coins.

REMARKABLE CRIMINAL CAREER 
OF A ROUMANIAN PRINCESS. 


She Robbed Her Mother’s Corpse and 
Rifled the Villa—Imported a Locksmith 
from Paris and Plundered the Safes— 
Now She Must Surrender Most of the 
Fortune to Her Brother—Her Intense 
Anxiety to Secure a Divoree,from Her 
Russian Husband. 


Princess Gortchakoff, whose magnificent 
house in the Faubourg St. Germain in Paris 
has been the scene of so many brilliant fes- 
tivities during the last two or-three seasons, & 
Paris correspondent of the New York 7ribune 
writes, has just been informed of the fact that 
the Supreme Court of Appeals in Bucharest 
had rendered adecision against her in the 
lawsuit which had been brought by her broth- 
er, Prince Gregory Stourdza, for the recovery 
of the mujor part of the enormous fort- 
une which came into her possession at the 
time of the death of her mother at Baden- 
Baden about four years ago. At thetime of 
the old Princess Stourdza’s death her daugh- 
ter, Princess Gortchakoff, was the only mem- 
ber of the family who was with her. It was 
well known to the friends and relatives of 
Mme. de Stourdza that she was in the habit of 
wearing day and night a soft leather belt, 
strapped around her body, containing all her 
most valuable securities, jewels, and title 
deeds, * That.this belt was there in its place 
at the moment of her deatb is shown by ‘the 
sworn evidence of the two Sisters of Mercy 
who tended her throughout her last illness. 

During the night which followed the demise 
her daughter spent several hours alone with 
the corpse, and the next day when it was 
placed in the coffin, the Sieters of Mercy no- 
ticed that the belt had disappeared. Nor was 
this all. Moreover, it appears from the evi- 
dence,ygiven during the numerous lawsuits 
which have taken place on the subject both in 
France and in Roumania, that in the very 
moment when the death agony of the old 
Princess began her daifghter, Mme. de Gort- 
ehakoff, despatched a telegram to Paris sum- 
moning a clever locksmith, Landrey, who 
was known to have designed the locks of the 
four steel safes in which the old woman 
hoarded ali such of her valuables as she was 
unable to get into her leather belt. Landrey 
arrived on the evening before the funeral and 
spent the whole night with Mme. de Gortcha- 
koff in picking the locks of the safes, the 
keys of which had been so carefully hidden 


away by the old lady that it was impossible to. 


find them. When, at length, the local author- 
ities presented themselves at the villa to make 
the duly prescribed inventory of the property 
left by the deceased, it was discovered that 
over $10,000,000 had mysteriously disappeared, 
and no trace thereof was to be found. 

On being informed of the fact, Prince 
Gregory Stourdzsa began proceedings against 
his sister for the purpose of compelling her to 
surrender the portion of his mother’s fortune 
due to him as the eldest son under his pa- 
rents’ will. One of the causes of the long 
delay which has characterized the proceed- 
ings has been due to the detention in prison 
in Germany of two of the principal witnesses 
against the Princess. These were her maid 
and her groom of the chambers, who had 
been present with her at the time when the 
safes were being rifled of their contents on 
the night before the funeral Mme. de 
Gortchakoff had attempted to purchase the 
silence of these two confidential servants by 
means of a gitt to them of a portion of the 
dead lady’s goods. As soon, however, as they 
allowed themselves to be subpcenaed as wit- 


nesses against her by her brother she caused~ 


them to be arrested at Frankfort by the Ger- 
man police on a charge of having robbed her 
of her diamonds. 

As the valuables were found among the ef- 
fects of che two servants in question the case 
looked black against them. Judicial proceed- 
ings are slow in Germany. and. it was only 
after a yearand a half of imprisonment at 
Frankfort that they succeeded in establishing 
their innocence and obtaining their freedom, 
much to the disgust of Mme. de Gortchakoff. 
The Roumanian courts now called upon her 
to surrender the major part of her fortune to 
her brother, Prince Gregory, and, inasmuch 
as he has brought the trial against her not 
only on civil but also on criminal grounds, it 
is confidently expected at Paris that she will 
be under the necessity of acceding to his de- 
mands, 

Her history is’a strange one. The only 
daughter of the late ex-Hospodar of Moidavia 
and of his wife, the Princess Vogorides, she 
was married in the year 1868 to Prince Con- 
stantin Gortchakoff, the son of the famous 
Russian Chancellor of that name. The bonds 
of matrimony, however, became odious to 
her, and she deterinined to get rid of him as 
soon as possible after the death of her father- 
in-law, of whom she stood in great dread. 
She gave her husband every kind of provoca- 
tion and ground for making charges against 
her that would lead him to apply for a 
divorce, but without success. In fact, the 
more she displayed her. anxiety to secure the 
dissolution of her marriage, the less inclina- 
tion did her husband show to meet her views 
in the matter, 

Despairing of driving her husband to sue 
for,an annulment of the marriage, she lodged 
a petition against him at St. Petersburg and 
at Bucharest; but in both cities the Holy 
Synods rejected herdemand on the ground 
that the charges which she was able to bring 
against her husband did not furnish a _ suffi- 
cient cause for the dissolution of the union. 
At Constantinople, however, she was more 
successful, and by dint of enormous bribes 
she was able to induce the Orthodox Patri- 
arch there to decree the dissolution of her 
marriage. It is needless to add that the de- 
cree in question is regarded‘as entirely invalid 
both in Russia and in Roumania, the Synod 
on the Bosphorus having“no legal power to 
deal with her case, 


INGERSOLL ON THOMAS PAINE, 


He Was a Victim of the People, but His 
Convictions Remained Unshaken. 

North American Review for August: Thom- 
as Paine had passed the legendary limit of 
life. One by one most of his old friends and 
acquaintances had deserted him. Maligned 
onevery side, execrated, shunned and ab- 
horred—his virtues denounced as vices—his 
services forgotten—his character blackened, 
he preserved the poise and balance of his soul. 
He was a victim of the people, but his convic- 
tions remained unshaken. He was still a sol- 
dier in the army of freedom, and still tried 
to enlighten and civilize those who were impa- 
tiently waiting for his death. Even those 
who loyed their enemies hated him, their 
friend—the friend of the whole world—with 
all their hearts. Onthe 8th of June, 1809, 
death came—death, almost his only friend. 
At his funeral no pomp, no pageantry, no 
Civic procession, no military display. Ina 
carriage, 8 woman and her son who had lived 
on the bounty of the dead—on horseback, a 
Quaker, the humanity of whose heart domi- 
nated the creed of his head—and, following on 
foot, two negroes, filled with gratitude—con- 
stituted the funeral cortége of Thomas Paine. 
He who had received i; gratitude of many 


millions, the thanks of Generals and statesinen 
he who had been the friend and companion of 
the wisest and best—he who had taught a peo- 
ple to be free, and whose words had inspired 
armies and enlightened nations, was thus 
given back to Nature, the mother of us all. 
If the people of the great republic knew the 


life of this generous, this chivalric mnan, the’ 


real story of his services, his sufferings and 
his triuinphs,of what he did to compel the robed 
and crowned, the priests and Kings, to give 
back to the people liberty, the jewel of the soul ; 
if they knew that he was the first to write “ The 
Religion of Humanity”; if they knew that he, 
above ail others, planted and watered the 
seeds of independence, of union, of nationality, 
in the hearts of our forefathers—that his 
words were gladly repeated by the best and 
bravest in many lands; if they knew that he 
attempted, by the purest means, to attain the

Pressed from a Gun Cotton Mixture, Cut 
in a Lathe, and Dyed. , 

** Celluloid has altogether superseded ivory 
as a material for pool balis,”’ said a manu- 
facturer to a Washington Star writer. “A 
set of sixteen celluloid bails will outwear 
three or four sets of ivory, and they cost only 
$25, whereas you cannot buy sixteen good 
ivory balls for less than $115. The condition 
of the atmosphere which causes the ivory 
balls to shrink and swell and crack just as if 
they were made of wood has no effect upon 


the celluloid, 

“Of course, you know that celluloid is a 
mixture of gun cotton and camphor. Nat- 
urally 1t would be yellow, but zine white is 
put in to make it white. After the ingredients 
have been properly mingled with the aid of 
steam heat the celluloid is pressed into blocks 
which are little bigger than the balls that are 
to be made. In order to render them as hard 
as possiblle the material is subjected to a 
pressure of 300 tons for each ball. Next the 
blocks are turned in a lathe to perfect spheres 
of p?ecisely the diameter required by means 
of knives which work automatically and can- 
not cut beyond a certain distance from the 
center of each ball. 

‘‘When this has been done the perfect 
spheres of celluloid are ready to be dyed in 
various colors. For this purpose they are 
dipped and allowed to remain for some time 
in pots containing the dyes, those parts which 
are not desired to be colored being protected 
by means of little cups of brass ingeniously 
fastened upon the balls. In the plain balis of 
red, blue, green, purple, and yellow only the 
round spot where the number is to 
go needs to be covered, but in the 
treatment of the striped balls the matter 
is not soeasy. After they have been fished 
out of the pots the dyed balls are put on a 
lathe and made to revolve rapidly, while fine 
sandpaper is delicately applied so as to sm:v@th 
their services, “Thena keen knife, manipu- 
lated by hand, removes. from them the thin- 
nest conceivable shavirig all over, which does 
not take off the color, because the dyes pene- 
trate to a little depth. Finally, sandpaper is 
again applied and the balls are ready for the 
last process.to which they must be subjected. 

“*This last process is the varnishing. They 
are placed for this purpose in little wire cups, 
which come into contact with them at as few 
points as possible, and a transparent lacquer. 
is bestowed upon them by hand with a brush. 
As soon as they are dry they are ready to be 
packed and sent tothe retailer. When they 
are newly finished, as. you can _ see 
for ‘yourself, they are quite as pretty 
to lodk: at as any ivory pool  ballis 
that ever were made. When are the numbers 
put on, you ask? QO, they afe cut very quickly 
with dies before the balls go into the dye pots, 
arid a little plumbago is rubbed into them to 
make them black. No, it would not be possi- 
ble for 4 celluloid ball like one of these to ex- 
plode; nor could it be made to burn, imas- 
much as its density is too gteat. However, if 
you were to cut it up into chips it would go 
off at a pretty lively rate upon bemg ignited,”’

ABRAHAM LINCOLN’S GENIUS FOR WAR, 


In Strategy He Was the Superior of Some 


of His Commanders. 

Archibald Forbes in the North American 
Review for August: When Ewell was already 
in tne Shenandoah Valley, Sickles, heading 
Hooker’s advance, was no further than at 
Bealeton, two marches out from headquarters 
op the Falmouth plateau. Hooker, serenely 
remaining there, was meditating the dubious 


exploit of striking at Hill, still remaining on 


the Fredericksburg intrenchments, a project 
of which the President disapproved in terms 
as quaint as they were strategically sound, 
The enemy, he wrote, would be fight- 
ing behind intrenchmente ‘and have 
you at disadvantage, and 560, man 
for man, worst you at that point 
while his main force would in some way be 
getting an advantage of you northward. In 
one word, I would not take any risk of being 
entangled upon the river like an ox jumped 
half over a fence and liable to be torn by dogs 
front and rear without a fair chance to gore 
one way or kick the other.” Then, Lee 
in full march on the Upper Potomac, 
Hooker made the wild proposal that 
he should be allowed to march on 
Richmond, a project which might have result- 
ed in the fulfillment of Lee’s grim jest about 
“swapping Queens.”’ This erratic scheme 
found no favor with Lincoln, whose answer 
was: “I would not go South of Rappahanvck 
upon Lee’s moving north of it. If you had 
Richmond invested today you would not be 


able to take it in twenty days. I think Lee’s. 


army and not Richmond, is your sure object- 
ive point ’’—the great fact which the President 
had. already comprehended in the early days, 
and never after left grip of. 

Finally Hooker struck camp June . 13, Hill 
being so polite as to see him off before he, 
too, moved. He hurt Lee nowhere south of 
the Potomac. It is quite true, if 1t were any- 
thing to be proud of, that, in the words of the 
biographers, Hooker “ was able at perfect 
leisure to choose his time and place for cross- 
ing the river.”’ Indeed, with somewhat mis- 
placed complaisance he * waited”’’ until Lee’s 
whole army was on the north side, and, while 
at length he was leisurely crossing, Ewell 
and Hill and Longstreet were also choos- 
ing at perfect leisure their times and 
places for harrying unfortunate Pennsylvania 
almost tothe Susquehanna. Yet Hooker on 
the Potomac was preferable to Hooker fid- 
dling outside Richmond while Rome was 
burning beyond the Virginia line, and it has 
to be said that but for the President he might 
have been in the former locality, Lincoln 
does not appear to have written any strategic 
letters to Grant, Sherman, or Sheridan. 
There is an interesting series of letters of that 
character to Burnside in East Tennessee dur- 
ing Rosecrans’ evil days in Chattanooga, but 
the subject is of subordinate importance. 
Some of the President’s letters to Rosecrans 
would strengthen the contention that he pos- 
sessed strategic genius were there space to 
quote and elucidate them. 


Creede Is Prosperous, 


There are several indices in a mining camp 
which may be considered criterions as to pros- 
perity.

THERE IS A LITTLE DIFFERENCE.

Her qualities depend 
largely on the individual, and the individual 
varies with mood and environment. She is 
not cut out of the ideal, nor is she drawn from 
debasement.

fitting suits, to wear awkward caps or

- eampaign goods of al! descriptions is authori- 


ty for the opinion that this is to be an intel- 
lectual campaign, one in which red fire and 
torchlight processions will cut a sinail figure. 
In support of the statement the senior 
partner said that at a corresponding 
period in the campaign of 1888 the firm’s 
workmen were Yaboring overtime to get out 
the large orders received from campaign 
clubs, while up to the present time the orders 
received for this class of goods have been ex- 
tremely small.

what to de with, you can buy a suit that costs 


more money than either-of the above. For 
example, you can buy a hat, drum-major style 
made of felt, with chin strap, and surmoun 
by a plume, that wili cost as much as $1.50, 
but, unless you have one made to order, you 
can no more than that for a campaign 
hat. For-coats the prices range higher. You 
can purchase a Prince Albert coat, water 
proof, for $3. Goods of this style, however, 
will not be popular with the rank and file of 
club members. iets é 

You can buy torches anywhere from 12 
cents for a common little tin affair that leaks 


up in any combination of colors" to go with 
it, and the cost will be about $1.25 for the coat 
and 40 cents for the hat. ‘T'o this, of course, 
must be added the cost of the torch, say 20 
cents. Leggi may be worn with this oat, 
which will help along the procession an 
make it resemble more nearly the uniforms 
worn by the Revolutionary soldiers. Like a 
dress. suit, campaign uniforms can be worn 
with propriety only in the evening, aad the 
darker the evening the better. 

One of the more popular styles with country 
campaign clubs, partly through its cheapness 
and partly because po coat is required with it, 
consists of a uniform shirt, made up some- 
thing like a fireman’s. They are made of red, 
white, or blue canton flannel, with a shield on 
the breast of colored oil cloth, on which may 
be printed the name of the club and the candi- 
dates. One of the popular combinations of 
color is to have the body of the shirt blue, the 
collar and cuffs red, and the shield white. Any 
sort of a combination can be made up, in- 
cluding a white shield with red or biue stars, 
or a red or blue shield with white stars, shirts 
with stars and shirts with bars. 


Even the Umbrella Is Utilized. 


There will be a good many novel styles of 
umbrellas carried by campaign clubs, in 
which red, white, and blue will be the prevail- 
ing colors. They are arranged’ with stars 
shields, eagles, and sundry other devices, an 
room is left for painting ** Harrison and 
Reid” or “ Cleveland and Stevenson,’’ with 
the name of the club, or in case of jta bemg 
organized in aid of local politics,\for the 
names of such candidates as the club may 
favor. "s 

The Chicago man who has invented the cane 
of American tin, with the American flag rolled 
up and hidden away 1n its interior mechanism, 
will find plenty of rivals in the field. Canes 
by the thousand have already been manu- 
factured in anticipation of a livelier trade dur- 
ing the fall, made of bamboo, rattan, and or- 
dinary wood, canes with Harrison’s picture, 
canes with Cleveland’s picture, canes with no 
pictures at all, and othercanes which contain 
whistles and flags. There is one style of cane, 
that, while it may become popular with the 
wearers, will never be to the onlookers. It 
has for a head a portrait of Cleveland m re- 
lief, with a wide open mouth. Concealed in 
the interior of the cane is a rubber ball, which 
will hold something like a pint of water, and 
a small button on the-side enables the person 
carrying it to squirt fhe water in the faces of 
people standing within ten or fifteen feet. If 
it comes in general use it is likely to cause a 
decided falling off in the Cleveland vote. 

In addition to the buttons, the badges, and 
the uniforms, the canes and the torches, the 
umbrellas and the red \ fire, there are for sale 
in these campaign goods stores oil portraits 
of the candidates, ranging in price from $2.50 
to $25; transparencies, which are painted to 
order, and banners of ail varieties. Some of 
the banners already ordered for clubs in Chi- 
cago are handsome affairs in silk, with gold 
lettering, gold fringe, brass mounted pole, 
and tassels. They range in price from a few 
dollars up into the hundreds. 

A Chicago house has designed a souvenir, 
made of pure aluminum, a little larger than a 
silver doliar.. On one side are portraits of 
Harrison and Reid, surmounting the White 
House in bas-relief and surmounted in turn 
by the inscripuon, ** Republican Presidential 
Nominees, 1892.’’

The Generals in This Campaign. 

Gen. Benjamin Harrison got his title in tne 
military service of his country. When the civil 
war broke out Tie s reporter of the Supreme 
Court of his State. went to the front as Colonel 
of the Senventieth Intliana. In 1865 the brevet of 
Brigadier-General wa$ conferred upon Benjamin 
Harrison, “for ability and manifest energy and 
gallantry in command of the brigade.”’ 

Gen. John Bidwell got his title in the military 
service of his couptry.4 Heisa gallant soldier of 
two wars, /, 

Gen. James B. Weaver got his title in the mili- 
tary service of his country. Enlisting as a private 
in April, 1861, he was brevetted Brigadier-Gen- 
eral in March, 1865, *‘ for gallantry in action.”’ 

Gen. James Gaven Field was a brave soldier of 
the late Southern Confederacy; and left a leg on 
the battlefield. 

‘*Gen.”’ Adlai E. Stevenson got his title in the 
office of First Assistant Postmaster-General un- 
der President Grover Cleveland, wherein he 
greatly distinguished himself and commendea 
himself to the favor of the eminent civil-service

The Church-Goers Number 20,000,000— 
Gatholics Head the List. 

Pittsburg Dispatch. Charles S. Buell, Chief 
of the Sixth Division of the United States 
Census, was in the city yesterday looking up 
delinquent churches whose statistics are either 
incomplete or unsatisfactory. 

Some important figures were given a Dis- 
patch man by Chief Buell at the Duquesne 
Hotel, where the statistician was stopping. 
** The official bulletin of the verified count of 
the church membership and church property 
has not yet been published,” said Mr. Buell, 
“‘as itis not yet ready. The count is nearly 
completed, and I am now on my final trip for 
the purpose of searching out delinquents. The 
church people are just as hard to get at forthe 
census collector as any other people, and I am 
obliged to go into many sections for a personal 
investigation.”’ 

** How many church people are there in the 


| United States?’ 


‘* Twenty millions of people in the country 
who are in 
religious bodies and yet are not commauni- 
cants. The Catholic denomination heads the 
list with e membership of 6,250,000 of souls. 
This includes the ten boaies of the church 
which are in existence in the United States. 
The Methodists, with eight branches or bodies, 
four of which are colored, follow with a mem- 
bership of 4,000,000 in round numbers. 
Then come the B: ptists with eleven branches 
anc 3,500,000, inclusive of the colored peo- 
ple. The remaining 143 denominations are of 
varying streugth in membership and weaith. 
There are thirteen Presbyterian bodies with a 
membership of 1,278,815. The Episcopa- 
lians are somewhere in the neighborhood of 
600,000, but as these figures are unofficial I 
cannot give them as correct. The wealth of 
the different denominations varies according 
to the sect. 

‘* The Episcopalians are the wealthiest by 
far per capita, as tney have property to the 
value of upward cf $73,000,000 
with their small, comparatively speak- 
ing, membership. The Catholic denom- 
ination is worth $187,000,000 in round 
numbers. The Methodists have $95,000,000 in 
properties, and the Presbyterians $92,000,000. 
There are 1,800 different Baptist associations. 
Among all of the United Presbyterian 
churches there was not one that had a debt 
upon it. Religion among the megroes has a 
strong hold, and there are now upward of 
6,000,000 of them in this country. The Meth- 
odist and Baptist faith seems to prevail more 
largely among them, and each denomination 
has over 1,000,000 colored members. 

‘* The official list has not yet been com- 
pleted, but when it will be some interesting 
statistics will be given.”’

They Dug for ‘It with Pick and Shovel, 
Used It for Medicing, and Experimented 
with It in Various Ways—A Conflagra- 
tion About the Salt Works of Tarentum 
Described by F. N. Humes—E,. L. Drake 
Gets Credit All Over the World for 
Finding the Golden Fluid. 


ITTSBURG, PA., July 
28.—[Special Corre- 
spondence. ]—Con- 
cerning a story such 
as this, the pen moves 
along dangerous boun- 
daries. It must quiver 
between romance on 
one side and drama 
on the other. The 
tale is about petro- 
leum. That out of 
the baser minerals 
either romance or 
drama might be woven 
is a possibility so remote that the pen, un- 
less. driven by the force of genius, would 
naturally creep along the straight lines of 
truth, unwilling 
bound:

tions, and the narrative here set forth is essen= 
tially true. It isa bare transcript of facta, 
unvarnished and unadorned. If, upon its

conclusion, the reader decides that it is either 
dramatic or romantic, the writer has no right 
to any of the praise, for it 1s the actual occur- 
rences that will have made it such, and any 
penny-a-liner may have “written them up,” 
once he was in possession of the facts. 

The Movement for a Monument, 

There has been more or less talk for several 
years of building a munument to the memory 
of E. L. Drake, the man who gets the credit 
generally all over the v% ~ discovering 
petroleuin in Pennsylvania. proposition 
never amounted to anything more-than talk. 
Once it did assume the more definite sugges- 
tion that every oil producer donate one barrel 
of oil toward a fund for the erection of snch 
a monument. But frequently recurring “‘ shut- 
down”? movements reduced production and 
the philanthropic scheme dropped back into | 
apathy. | 

This apathy about an object seemmgly so - 
worthy always impressed’ me as strange. 
Somehow, I got the idea that fate had a voice 
in the delay, and that for some mysterious — 
reason Col, Drake’s tomb was to remain un- 
marked by any imposing marble. ~ vs 
idea excited my curiosity, so that when a 
friend in the upper oil country, a year or 80 
ago, proposed newspaper agitation of a monu- 
mental fund for tardy honor to Drake, I was 
ready to first enter into some historical re- 
searches. If Col Drake was entitled to 
a monument as “the discoverer of 
petroleum in Pennsylvania,” I ted 
to be sure of it before aiding in the 
agitation. In ,the* course of this 
investigation I interviewed rang | — 
and the result of it all was thatl ga 
mnuch information, which convinced me that 
there was indeed something of fate’s inter- 
vening influence between the monument for 
* the discovery ’’ of petroleum and the grave 
of E. L. Drake. 

The group of men who figure in this narra- 
tive are all living. They are residents of 
Allegheny County. The statements they make 
are about the enterprises in which four other 
persons, now dead, had set on foot. These 
four individuais were Samuel M. Kier of 
Pittsburg, Louis Peterson Sr. of Tarentum, 
Thomas Donnelly, the late Pittsburg banker, 
and E. L. Drake of Titusville.° 

Sam Kier Used Oil as a Medicine, 

By this plan a wealth of details appears in 
print for‘the first time upon a subject of the 
utmost importance. I am aware that Satnuel 
M. Kier has by no means passed outof the. 
recollection of Pittsburg business circles, in 
which he moved as late as 1873. Iam also 
fully aware that whenever you mention in the 
presence of some of the older residents of this 
county the fact of Drake’s oil well near Titus- 
ville in 1859 you will be told: “‘Pshaw! Why, 
Sam Kier found oil up here at 'l'arentum long 
before that. Why, he used it as*medicine!”’ 

That much has been a threadbare historical 
fact known in Pittsburg for all these years, and 
it ts for the reason that so little else has ever 
been told, beyond that terse boast, that the 
excuse exists for this article. Fuller details 
might have entitled the fact to a place in gen- 
eral history. . 

These strange stories tell considerably more 
than that. They picture a unique comimunity 
using Kier’s petroleum for ony ay tenyee| pur- 
poses before he began selling it for medicine; 
describe the odd accident which demon- 
strated its combustible nature; make public 
for the first time the inwardness of two visits 
which E. L. Drake made to Tarentum; prove 
how Allegheny County genius alone made it 
possible for Drake to bore that celebrated 
well in the upper country ; recount '.1 pioneer 
experiments in refining the oil at 1 .ttsburg; 
finally, they tell of a shaft in Allegaeuy Coun- 
ty which was dug hundreds of feet into the 
earth in search of wil. 

After Oil with Pick and Shovel. 

Digging for petroleum with pick and shovel! 
How fabulous that sounds today! Yet it was 
the actual climax to a chain of remarkable | 
events which began with the boring of a salt — 
water well by means of a foot-tread, mght 
herein Allegheny County, upon a little strip 
of ground which must forever be historic. 
‘John Kennedy Sr. of Tarentum is now 88 
years old. He is familiarly known among 
the townspeople as “‘ Grandfather” Kennedy, 
though his great-grandchildren are by this 
time well advanced in the public schools, 
Mr. Kennedy says: — 

‘*In about 1835 I built a derrick a short dis- 
tance below here for Louis Peterson Sr. ‘He 
was going to sink a well for salt water with 
which to operate a salt wo Yes, the 
derrick was.a much less expensive affair 
than the rigs over oil welle# today. Although 
50 feet high, it only cost Mr. Peterson about 
$30. The lumber was very cheap in those 
times, you will understand. Out of that sum 
I got $16 or $18 for my work in carpentering _

** About the same time I built another der- 
rick for a salt well which was bored by 
William Donnell and Jacob Staley. They 
sold. the well to Thomas Donnelty, who I 
believe weeny e was a es tented banker 
in Pittsburg.

I built the derricks 
for the two wells upon it also, the last one be- 
ing either in 1841 or 1842. Thomas Kier had 
two sons, Samuel M. and James.

included all the wells. The site of the Kier 
wells 1s now occupied by the machine shop or 
blacksmith shop of the Pittsburg Plate-Glass 
company at Creighton. ; 
“Thomas Donnelly, who, as President of 
thé Fourth National Bank of Pittsburg, died 
owly a few years ago, had been boiling salt 
with Thomas Kier up along the Kiskiminetas 
River, which was the great salt basin of those 
days. Getting the idea that there was salt 
water in paying quantities down here, he 
started a works here about the same time as 
Louis Peterson Sr., father of the ex-Mayor of 
Alleghany City.”’ 
A Conflagration and Its Results. 
About this tume a startling episode created 
much excitement about the salt works of 
Tarentum. It is well described by Mr. F. N. 
Humes, who says: “One day the boys in the 
neighborhood threw a burning brand into the 
old canal and there was an astonishing result. 
The whule canal for a distance of half a mile 
or more seemed to burst into flameg. It was 
a very odd sight—looked like the water burn- 
ing, you know. But we quickly understood 
the trouble: it was the oil that we had al- 
lowed to run into the canal that had taken 
fire. It burned furiously. I remember it 
well, for we were afraid that a’ cooper 
shop along the side of the canal, in 
which the Kiers made barrels for salt, would 
be ignited from the flames. Most of the peo- 
ple in thé vicinity came running down to the 
canal. We could do nothing but just let it 
burn itself out, protecting adjacent property. 
But, sir. it demunstrated one valuable fact to 
us, and that was that this greasy stuff that was 
bothering the salt works would undoubtedly 
‘ ‘burn. and that it would make both Jight and 
heat.” 

According to Grandfather Kennedy, the fire 
on the canal gave the men around the salt 
works-an idea. Some of the oil was collected 
after that from the salt water and given to the 
apiners who supplied the salt works with coal 
from neighbormg pits. They filied their lit- 
tle lamps with the stuff, and began burning it 
that way. They said it tilled the pits with 
smoke, but as it burned easily and cost thein 
nothing they were willing enough to use it for 
jiluminating purposes when it saved them 
from buying lard which they had been using. 

And then almost everybody living in the 

grout arentum got to going down to the salt wells

-_ “and bringing away 4 lot of the dirty petrqgeum, 


with which they filled their little tin house- 
lamps. Atleast ascore of men and women 
are yet living in Tarentum who, asI inter- 
.° viewed them, invariably commenced with the 
"words: “After the fire on the canal,”’ etc. 
Then they told me of the horrible smoke the 
oil made, and the unpleasant smell that came 
from it. The lamps were sma##tin affairs, with 
the spout protruding from them, resembling 
somewhat a coffee-pot. This was before lard 
oil had been weneraily ihtroduced and the 
housewives had been accustomed to putting 
several tablespoonfuls of common lard into 
these and then slipping a wick, made of rags, 
down through the: spout until it penetrated 
the lard. Thus it burned, without chimney 
and without any modern fixture for regulating 
the size of the flame. 
_ The fire on the eanal occurred at an op- 
' portune moment. ' Just about the sume time 
one Denms Martin had been making some 
suggestions about salt works, urging a trial of 
' the dark-colored oil for fuel and light. He 
was just such a genius as you will find inevery 
rural community—a sort of Jack-of-all-trades. 
He had tried throwing into the furnaces in the 
works a bunch of rags greased with the stuff, 
and tried to prove that it burned more 
fiercely. Samuel M. Kier knew of Martin’s 
speculative talk, and, indeed, Kier him- 
self had. some idea of experimenting with the 
oil that was now being pumped out of his 
well, seeirig no good reason why it, like other 
ease, would not burn. He had actually 
begun some inquiries among people about 
leamne in which to try it, when the boys set 
fire to the accumulated oil on the canal. 

‘The petroleum that was found in Tarentum 
* between 1845 and 1856 was of the very finest 
grade. That inthe Kier and Peterson wells 
averaged 70 per cent of purity, and that sub- 
sequently taken out of the Donnelly well 
averaged as high as 90 per cent. This may 
better be appreciated by comparing it with the 

traleum afterward produced in Northern 

Yennsylvania, which only averages 33'¢ per 
cent. 

Understand, these high talues did not come 
solely from its value as a medicine, but as an 
Ulaminant for houses ‘also, for by 1857 Mr. 
Kier had also introduced it to a consider- 
able extent through a burner for lamps 
which he had inventefl. ‘So valuable did 
‘* petroleum become through: the agency of 
this ingenious Pittsburgér, that after he got 
s¢’e control of the Petergon well, Louis Peter- 
& a Sr. commenced aC kas in the: courts 


at Pittsburg to compel Si M. Kier to pay him 
a royalty or divide the proceeds from his own 
es.- It was rather a ndted case because it 
roposed to test the ljmitations of a lease. 

‘ s up to that day had been made for salt 
water alone, this mineral oil never having 


ringing out in delight—thus will Wednesday, 
Aug. 3, 1892, be ushered in in Spain.

Christopher Columbus! What a question! 
But that’s it. Christopher Columbus is the 
cause of all these festivities, which are fitting 
heralds of more imposing events of a simular 
nature that will follow one another in quick 
succession until they are brought to a close in 
Chicago in 1893.

ments at Madrid and Seville are on the most 
elaborate and magnificent scale possible. The 
Queen will give audience at an early hour to 
ali foreign Ambassadors who, with the dig- 
nitaries and nobles of the Spanish 
Court, will assemble in the great 
coronation hall in the royal palace. After 
Queen Christine has greeted the noble gath- 
ering she will imtroduce the baby King, 
Alphonso XIII., who on this occasion will for 
the first time in his life essay a pubic speech. 
THe Trrevune is,-through royal favor, per- 
mitted to print this in advance. The little 
King’s speech will be as follows: ‘I, Al- 
phonso XIII. Léon Ferdinand Marie Jacques 
Isidore Pascal Antonio of Spain, am very glad 
that Mr. Christopher Columbus discovered 
America, so that my mamma can take me to 
Chicago to the World’s Fair next vear.”’ 

The Mayor of Madrid will deliver en ora- 
tion all about the, importance and glory that 
this anniversary has given Spain, as well as 
the rest of the civilized world. High mass will 
be celebrated in all the churches throughout 
the land. The entire week will be set aside for 
the glorification of this great discoverer, | of 
whom every Spaniard is intensely proud. | 

The whole celebration is international] in 
character. as America as weil as most of the 
European powers has accepted an irvitation 
from the Spanish nafion to participate in the 
ceremonies at Huelva, ‘Twenty-four warships 
of different nationalities have received orders 
froff their respective governments to be pres- 
ent. The fieet will comprise eight Spanish 
vessels, four Italiffi, two American, two 
French, two English, and one ship from each 
of the following countries: Holland, Portu- 
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> 
mercy in memory of Christopher Columbus. 
lt is thought that the petition will receive 
favorable consideration. 

Surely this man deserves all the honor that 
now is being paid his memory. Had it not 
been for Santangel’s eloquent pleading that 
enkindled in Isabella a determination to at 
all hazards furnish Columbus with means 
and to accept whatever conditions he might 
impose as a reward of his prospective discov- 
eries, Columbus would perhaps have died 
in obseurity only to be remembered by a few 
as an extremely visionary sort of a fellow. 
Atter Columbus had besought, promised, ex- 
plained, and wrangled, ali in vain, he turned 
weary and heartsore toward home. But his 
stanch friend Santangel overtook him at the 
bridge of Pinos and brought him back to 
Isabella, who said: ** As Queen of Castile I 
will assume the whole expeuse of your enter- 
prise, and rather than to delay your departure 
I will pledge my jewels to raise the necessary 
funds.”’ 

On the 17th of April, 1492, Ferdinand and 
Isabella, at Santa Fé, signed articles of agree- 
ment with Columbus granting all his demands. 
That Columbus was a man of unusual 
business sagacity is evident from the condi- 
tions that he insisted upon. The agreement 
was drawn up by the royal Secretary, Juan de 
Coloma, and this document is preserved 
alinoog the papers of the Duke of Veragua. A 
recent English translation of it runs as fol- 
lows: 

1. That Columbus should have for himself dur- 
ing his life, and for his heirs and successors for- 
ever, the office of Admiral in all the lands and 
continents which he might discover or acquire in 
the ocean, with similar honors and prerogatives 
to those enjoyed by the High Admiral of Castile 
in bis district. 

2. That he should be Viceroy and Governor- 
(reneral over all the said lands and continents, 
with the privilegd of nominating three candidates 
for the zovernment of each island or province, 
one of whom should be selected by the sovereigus. 

3. That he should be entitled to reserve for 
himself one-tenth of all pearls, precious stones, 
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gold, silver, spices, and all other articles of mer- 
chandise, in whatever manner found, bought, 
bartered, or gained within his admiralty, the 
costs being first deducted, 4 

4. That he or his lieuten:nt should be the sole 
judge in all causes or disputes arising out of the 
traftic between those countries and Spain, pro 
vided the High Admiral of Castile had similar ju- 
risdiction in his district. 

5. That he might then. and at allafter times 
contribute an eighth part of the expense in fit- 
ting out vessels to sail on this enterprise and re- 
ceive an eighth part of the profits. 

After the transaction had been successfully 
closed Columbus immediately set about to 
secure ships. The royal order to fit out the 
two caravels was made on April 30, and all 
should have been ready within ten days, but 
the month of May and aalf of that of June 
had passed and nothing had been done. When 
the King and Queen received information of 
this state of things, they issued a decree dated 
June 20, enjoining all the authorities of Anda- 
lusia’ to seize forcibly any Spanish ves- 
sel that they thought suited for the 
voyage of Columbus, and. compel the 
officers and crew to sail with Columbus 
wherever he chose to go. But this did not 
help matters and things looked very squally 
indeed until. Martin Alonzo Pinzon, a sea 
Captain, gallantly came to the fore and of- 
fered both himself and his. vessel. There has 
been no end of squabbles between thé various 


South Side companies that if his notice issued 


a few days ago to have the streets under their 
control put in proper order within ten days is 


not complied with the city will do the work 
and charge it to the companies. 

This has had the desired effect. The offi- 
cers of the companies do not deny 
work is needed and that they are several 
months behind in street improvements. They

promise to comply with the Burke order, 
and have efnployed extra men so as to meet 
its requirements. A force of 200 men is now 
at work for the West Side company, and Pres- 
ident Parsons expects that within ten days 
the work ordered done will have been com- 
pleted. 

The excuse given as to why this repairing is 
so far behind is that durimg May and June the 
continued rainy weatmer rendered all work 
done by the street department of the com- 
panies of atemporary nature only. No per- 
manent improvements could be made under 
those conditions, and the work got beyond 
control. A large force is kept employed by 
the street departments, and these forces have 
been increased during the week to meet the 
requirements of the service and to make the 
repairs and improvements ordered by the De- 
partment of Public Works. 

These street departments have been ordered 
to use all necessary measures to comply with 
the general demand for improved track-grad- 
mg and a marked difference in the existing 
condition of affairs may be looked for in the 
next two weeka, 

While examining the condition of stre@ear 
crossings in the heart of the city a reporter for 
Tue Trisunxe was asked by a prominent Chi- 
cago lawyer: 

“How long do a wagon and team of 
horses last in this city?’’ 

When it is understood that the question was 
asked at Madison street and Fifth avenue dur- 
ing the busy hours of Saturday afternoon 
the reasons for its asking will be apparent to 
any observer who looks at the railroaas and 
their condition at that busy corner. 

Before a conjunction could be made as to 
the probable lengtli of time a wagon would 
last or a horse stand the strain of the uneven 
paving, a large truck horse stumbled and 
caught his foot in the frog of the intersecting 
tracks and when he had siraightened up a 
shoe had been wrenched from its fastening. 

This stumbling of horses, and of people as 
well, is a common occurrence at this busy 
down-town crossing. Lhe West Side cable 
tracks curve at this point and the straight 
tracks on Fifth avenue and Madison street 
crossing there necessitate pointed flanges 
which, being raised above the level of the 
grading, act as traps for the feet of unwary 
people or horses. Large holes on all sides, 
surrounded by jagged cobblestones, add to 
the danger. 

The grading in the Madison street tracks is 
three and four inches higherrthan the tracks 
themselves and presents stumbling blocks te 
the feet of all whe cross, 

Orders to have the street placed in a proper 
condition have been ignored up to the present 
time. 

President Parsons of the West Side Street 
railway company said: 

* The orders of the Public Works Depart- 
ment are being complied with, All, or nearly 
all, the work ordered done will have been 
tinished within the ten days’ limit set by Mr. 
Burke. 

The places designated by the Burke order 
have been turned over to our street depart- 
went, with orders tosee that they are attended 
to at once.”’ 

** Why has this not been done before?”’ 

“The reason is that during May and June 
there was a great deal of wet weather and on 
this account the work done could not be of a 
permanent character. We keep a large force 
employed for this purpose and have just tp 
cently increased that force until we are no 
working 200 men, and we look for a marked 
improvement in a very short time,”’

NEW PLAY FOR JULIA MARLOWE. 


She Will Take a Mixed Part in Malcolm 
| Bell’s One Act Comedy. 
One of the new plays which Julia Marlowe 


has added to her repertory, andWiiieh she will 
presenton herreguiar tour next winter, is 
“Malcolm Bell's one act creation’ entitled 
“Rogues and Vagabonds.’’ The name comes 
from the epithets which were directed against 
the players of the seventeenth century in En- 

d and * serves to designate an incident iu 
the life of Charles Hart, who was the last of the 
celebrated male impersonators of Shaks- 
peare’s women. Hart is no mean character in 
the history of tne English drama. His father 
was the eldest son of Shakspeare’s sister. He 
at one time was devoted to the beautiful Nell 
Gwynne, who, after her affair with the actor, 

ed herself under the protection of Charies 

, for which Hart took away from the mon- 
arch the favor of Lady Castlemaine. 

The play by Bell lays the time of the action 

in 1640 and the place in Stratford-on-Avon. 
The story is that Hart, driven from London 
by a mob of Puritans because he was an act- 
or, seeks refuge ina lady’s garden in Strat- 
ford, where he is discovered asleep under an 
apple tree by the lady and her maid, 
They awake him,» and while he is 
down upon his knees.) endeavormg to 
show them what acting is like he is 
discovered by the lover of the lady, who puts 
a real interpretation on the actor’s passionate 
declarations. There is a storm, and the women 
are made to retire, whale the lover accuses the 
actor of trying to steal the affections of his 
betrothed. Hart denies the accusation, and 
declares that he was only giving them a dem- 
onstration of his profession. 

Then the general misunderstanding takes 
another turn. The nobleman appeals to the 
actor to teach him how: he, who really is in 
love with the lady, can be made to declare it 
as effectively as the actor with his simulated 
passion. his Hart proceeds to do, 
and while dressed in one of his female 
costumes and giving the unromantic English- 
man a lesson in love-making he is overheard 
by the lady and her maid, who are concealed 
behinda hedge. Then come jealousy, the 

_ denouement, and the real lovers discover their 
true feelings toward one another.J The play 
ends in the happiness of everybody but Hart, 
who departs disconsolately from the scene. 

* There is an increased interest attached to 
Mies Mariowe’s portrayal of Hart, because it is 
the first character she ever created, The part 
does not require any special dramatic ability, 
but rather charming personality and grace. 

Miss Marlowe has to an unusual degree 
and her new role should be successful. 


~GRAND THEATRICAL EXPOSITION, 


The History of the Drama to Be RKepre- 
sented in Paris. 

A grand scheme has lately been set on foot 
in Paris by M. Gailhard, formerly with M. 
Ritt, manager of the Paris Opera, which, if 
carried out according to the present plans, 
will result 1n one of the greatest theatrical ex- 
positions that has ever been held, The under- 
taking was suggested by the theatrical exposi- 
tion recently held under the patrogage of 
the Princess Metternich at Vienna, bvt 
it is to be- carried out with 
much greater attention to the rudimentary 
forms from which the drama of today has 
taken its rise. M. Soubet, M. Roche ( Minis- 
ter of Commerce), and the Municipal Council 

ve given authorization to the originator of 

scheme, and the Champ de Mars has been 
designated as the place for ‘holding the Expo- 
sition du Théatre. | 

The history of the drama will*e represent- 
ed by the acting of the old Mystery and Mira- 
cle plays of the Middle Ages, and added to 
these will be the principal old farces, com- 
edies, and dumb plays. It is M. Gailhard’s 
idea to place the stage for these representa- 
tions under the Eiffel tower. 

While these are going on, other plays by 
Sophocles and the Greek comic dragp- 
be conducted in _ theaters 
which will be placed at different places in the 
garden. In other places the Arles arenas are 
to be revived with gladiators, racing, and 
athletic games. The ** Galeno des Machines”’ 
Will represent the ‘Aquatic Theater” in

Building will be given the modern operas by

Several well-known personages in stage life 
died last week. Perhaps ‘the best knovén of all 
was Mrs. Mary G. Mitchell, who passed away 
at Forest Home, N. Y., last Monday, at the 
venerable age of 80 years. Mrs. Mitchell nev- 
er attained the reputation which she deserved 
for the reason that she was never particularly 
fortunate in the engagements she made. At 
the same time she always played with a cer- 
tain degree of success. At almost the age of 
four score years she played the réle of Emilia 
in an act from “Othello,” which 
was given, at the home on one of 
Shakspeare’s birthday anniversaries. A nota- 
le incident in the same play was that Mrs. 
Rachel Cantor, who was two years— Mrs. 
Mitchell’s senior, and who is. still living, 
played the part of Desdemona. 

The funeralservices of Mrs. Carrie Jameson 
were held in the *“* Litthe Church Around the 
Corner” in New York Wednesday. While 
playing with Margaret Mather’s company 
last spring she had a fall, the effects of which 
compelled her to leave the Stage and after- 
ward vesulted in her death. Her last engage- 
ments were with Julia Marlowe, Clara Morris, 
and Margaret Mather. 

John Allen, who died in Brooklyn last week, 
was one of the best orchestra ,leaders of the 
old school. He began his career if 1540 at 
the Pavilion Theater in London, wilere he 
was born. Before coming to America he 
played in the principal theaters in-England 
and Austria. For thirty years he was identi- 
fied with San Francisco theaters. His last 
engagement was with the Brooklyn Theater. 

Mrs. Alfred Moddick, the Epglish actress, 
who played in the!

FIRST PRODUCTION OF “ELAINE,” 
Bemberg’s New Opera Heard in London— 
Voice Culture and Science—Notes, 

“Elaine,” a grand opera by Herrmann 
Bemberg, received its first public production 
this month at Covent Garden, London, Being 
the first effort in the field of opera composi- 
tion made by a young writer, whose songs 
had won for him desirable recognition in the 
English and French music worlds, a first 
hearing of the work was awaited with a con- 
siderable degree of interest by the London 
public. Attention of American music circles 
was first drawn to ** Elaine”’ by the announce- 
ment that Messrs. Abbey and Grau were 
negotiating for the rights to it for this coun- 
try, and that if these negotiations 
proved successful the opera would 
be included in the New York 
répertoire fur next season. In case it is pro- 
duced at the Metropolitan next fall the pros- 
pects for Chicago hearing it during the en- 
gagement of the Abbey-Grau company at the 
Auditorium may be considered as tairly good. 
Despite the pronounced Teutonic cast of his 
name Bemberg is said to be a South Amer- 
ican by birth, but French by virtue of years 
of residence in the republic. Whatever his 
nationality, in music he is a Frenchman, his 
mstruction in the tone-art having been re- 
ceived mainly from Massenet ana Gounod, 
and all of bis com, ositions—his opera as well 
as his songs—show close adherence to the 
teachings of those masters and the school of 
which they are the foremost representatives. 

Tennyson’s jeautiful setting of the Arthu- 
rian legend of the “ Lily Maid of Astolat” 
has been rendered into French and prepared 
for operatic use by M. Paul Ferrier. The 
story is told in four acts.and six tableaux. 

Story ef the Opera, 

After an orchestral : prelude the cur- 
tain rises upon a4 scene in  Arthur’s 
palace, where the King, accompanied by his 
knights, takes leave of Queen Guinevere and 
departs for the tournament at Camelot. The 
unsuspecting inonarch intrusts his faithless 
wife to the charge of the false Sir Lancelot, 
who stays behind, “his ancient wound being 
hardly whole.”’ As in the poem, however, the 
Queen finally persuades the knight to proceed 
disguised to the tournament, and in the suc- 
ceding tableau Sir Lancelot arrives at the 
torch-lit hall in the Custile of Astolat to rest, 
diaguised, upon his way. Here he meets the 
beautiful Elaine and learns, too, that his ar- 
mours with the Queen are commonly spoken 
of. When allsave Elaine have retired the 
maiden soliloguizes concerning the love 
inspired in her heart by the unknown 
knight, and when in the morning Sir Lance- 
lot departs, he carries with him as a pledge ot 
her esteern the scarfof Elaine.’ The second 
act is devoted wholly to the tournament at 
Camelot. The scene, spectacularly is highly 
effective and striking, being full of color 
and action, though the actual conflict between 
Gawain and Sir Lancelot is rot witnessed on 
the’ stage, but is described by the excited 
populace. The victory of course falls to Sir 
Lancelot, but being dangerously wounded, he 
is le? away without discovering his identity, 
In the third act the Hermit is found kneeling 
ut the foot of the cross outside his rocky 
cell, Whea his prayer, ** Dieu de pitié,”’ a fine 
and impressive piece of writing, is concluded, 
Elaine enters, to learn from him news of the 
wounded knight whom he is tending. Here, 
too, comes Gawain to summon the masked 


knight back to court at the King’s request, 
and, when the curtain of the cell wherein the / 


wounded man repvses is drawn aside, Gawain, 
to his astonishment, discovers in his adversary 
Sir Lancelot. Warned by the wounded knight 
of his oath as a member of the Kound Table, 
he bids Gawain refrain from betraying his 
identity, and the act closes with a lengthy and 
assionate duet, in which Elaine confesses her 
os for the knight, who, filed with remorse, 
and knowing marriage is impossible, bids her 
forget him, and departs as the maiden prays 
for death. In the fourth act, which is pre- 
ceded by a pleasing intermezzo, with chorus 
of female voices heard before the rising of the 
curtain, Elaine is discovered reclining ina 
chair on a platform of the Towerof Astolat, 
and surrounded by minstrels. She is atten. 
uated with suffering, and the Hermit seeks to 
console her. A messenger arrives with a 
casket, which has been borne by Gawain 
from the Quien. Opening the box the maiden 
fincs in it thesearf which she had given 
to Lancelot, and the discovery of the hope- 
lessness of her love further prostrates her: 
and, after a lengthy but finely written vocal 
scene, ** Bien doucement la mort m’appelle,” 
she dies. The final scene is laid in the garden 
ot King Arthur’s palace at night. Rejoicings 
are succeeded by an angry interview between 
Queen Guineveré and Sir Lancelot, and when 
the rejoicings are again resumed they are 
finally mterrupted by the sight of the barge 
floating on the river. The dead body of 
Elaine, in accordance with her dying request, 
has been dressed in wedding attire and pla 
in the boat, and the current has carried it to 
the of King Arthur. As the barge

M. Bemberg’s music, while it is declared @ 
close imitation of Guonod, 18 praised as re- 
vealing ‘‘a fluent vein of melody, rare deli- 
cacy, and dainty fancy in orchestration, and 
at times good dramatic power. Of the chief 
numbers found in the opera One critic writes: 
“The opening chorus fc. Queen Guinevere’s 
maids of honor is extremely pretty, and the 
duet between the Queen and aricelot 1s full 
of impassioned feeling, ‘The beautiful solilo- 
quy of Elaine—‘L’air est léger, la nuit 
est - calme’—is one of the most ef.- 
fective numbers in_ the first act: 
but the number which will be regarded as the 
gem of the opera, and which was sv well re- 
ceived that it gained the only encore of the 
evening, is a delightful ballad, *‘L’Amour est 
pur come la Flamme,’ sung by Elaine, and in 
which asemi-chorus of eight minstrels (fe- 
male voices), with harps, break in from time 
to time. The choruses of the second act are 
exceedingly bright and effective, and the 
broad march in 6-8 measure pleasantly recalls 
‘Die Meistersmger.’ The description of the 
tournament, however. 18 ineffective. 
The third ~ act contains two § fine 
duets, and it is here perhaps that M. Bemberg 
shows most capacity for the expression of 
deep passion, and there is one phrase for 
Lancelot commencing “‘Ame chaste, Ame 
sublime!” that Gounod himself might not 
disdain to call his own. The final scene, with 
its harmonious choruses, its dramatic inter- 
view between Lancelot and the Queer, and 
the pathetic incident of Elaine’s body borne 
down upon the current with the Hermit at the 
helm of the barge, is admirable,”’ 

In the first London performance M, Jean 
de Reszke sang the Sir Lancelot; Edouard de 
Reszke, the Hermit; Mme. Melba, Elaine; 
and Mime. Deschampsdéhin, the Queen. 
Owing to the unfortunate Niness of the great 
tenor, the second performakce was not given 
until over a week after fhe premrre, M. 
Montariol then assuming the part of Lancelot. 


Cultivation of the Voice, 

M. Maurel, the famed baritone, recently 
delivered in London, at the Lyceum Theater, 
a lecture on ** The Application of Science to 
the Arts of Speech and Song.” Sir George 
Grove presided, and the lecture was delivered 
in French. M. Maurel explained that his lec. 
ture was in the nature of a preface to a book 
which he is about to publish, in which he will 
explain at fuller length the necessity of found- 
ing all methodsof voice production upon a 
scientific basis. Employing the physiology of 
the vocal organs as the ultimate test, 
M, Maurel proceeded to examine various 
methods vf singing now in use. The _ system 
known as the coup de glotte (by which the 
glottis is closed prior tv the vocal attack) he 
censured as being radically opposed to-nature, 
producing a bad effect, and not possessing 
any compensating advantages. Exercises for 
the volce, under pretext of smoothing aiffi- 
culties, too often adtied to their number. 
Many teachers, for instance, expected their 
pupils to pronounce the vowel alike in exer- 
cises of the m: st extended range, often a 
physical impossibility. and to do other things 
of alike nature. M. Maurel contended that, 
alchough a scientific method could not give a 
voite to a man or woman who had none, it 
could enable everyone to make the most of 
the means at his command. 


Frau Vogl’s Retirement. 

Frau Therese Vogi, once one of the great 
dramatic sopranos of Germany, wife of the 
distinguished tenor, Heinrich Vogl, will retire 
in October from active work at the Munich 
Royal Opera, where both she and her husband 
have been the leading singers for the last 
twenty-six years. -Frau Vogl’s voice has for 
several years been seriously impaired; but, 
with her husbarid, she hus been one of. the 
greatest: exponents of the true Wagnerian 
tradition of operatic acting, both them 
having had the benefit of the master’s guid- 
ance during his residence at Munich. Frau 
Vogle was especially distinguished for her 
Isolde, and she created the part of Sieglinde 
at the first performance of “Die Walkire,”’ 
in 1870, at Munich. She will remain an 
‘*Ehrenmitghed,”’ or honorary member of the 
Royal Opera.company. 


A Patron of the Arts, 

The many persons who find pleasure in pos- 
ing as patrons of art may read with interest 
the following facts relative to the good deeds 
done and the money expended by a genuine 
patron, the Hungarian Count Esterhazy. He 
has with him at his palace two or three paint- 
ers who live with him during the entire year, 
and whose pictures he either buys or finds 
buyers for. He has built a theater at his 
country seat, ‘Tata, at an expense of £28,000, 
and spends £10,000 a year in the educating of 
young nen and women who give signs of 
having musical ability. There are at present 
eight students in the Vienna Conservatory, 
the cost of whose instruction and whose living 
expenses are defrayed entirely by him, 


In Mozart’s Writing. 

Last year the report was published that 
Mme. Pauline Viardot intended bequeathing 
the MS. score of ** Don Giovanni” to the Paris 
Conservatoire. Latterly it seems the lady de- 
cided not to wait to bequeath the precious 
inanuscript, but to place it at once in the 
library of the famous. school. She wrote to 
Ambnreise Thomas, the director, informing 
him of her decision, and the next day he re- 
ceived the score of the immortal opera. As 
the manuscript in its entirety is in Mozart’s 
handwriting, its value as a work of reference 
and as a musical memento is inestimable. 


Musical Notes, 


During the last season the Vienna Royal 
Opera-House presented seventy operas by thirty- 
eight different composers and fourteen ballets. 

S. W. Mountz of this city will be the bari- 
tone soloist in the performance of “ The Crea- 
tion,”’ to be given in Lafayette, Ind., Aug. 5, at 
the closing concert of the Indiana Normal! Music 
School, 


Frederic Vinal, tenor in the Kenwood 
Evangelical Church choir, sailed for Europe last 
Wednesday. While abroad he will study with 
Shakespeare in London and with Mme. Marchesi 
in Paris. 

Richard Strauss, the young German com- 
poser and conductor. is convalescent at Reichan- 
hall,in Upper Bavaria, near Salzturg. He is at 
work there on his opera “* @untram,” of which 
the first act is said to be finished. 

Among the musical curiosities shown at the 
Vienna Musical and Dramatic Exposition is a 
warrant of 1849, issued by the Dresden police 
against Richard Wagoner, in which the composer 
is described as a dangerous revolutionist. 

Signorina Virginia Mariani, a young Italian 
girl whois both pianist and composer, received a 
signal distinction in connection with the cente- 
nary festival held this month in honor of Rossini 
in the City of Pesaro. Her new cantata, * The 
Apotheosis of Rossini,”’ was deemed worthy a 
prize by the committee, and was performed at 
the festival under the direction of the youthful 
composer. 


Antonin Dyorak is expected to arrive in 
New York on the Saale, which sails froma Ger- 
man port Sept. 17. He will make his début at the 
Metropoiitan Opera-House Oct. 12 in a grand con- 
cert, the program to be chiefly made up from his 
own compositions. On this occasion Col. Thomas 
W. Higginson of Boston will deliver an oration 
upon ihe somewhat mixed subject, ‘** Columbus, 
Dvorak, and the National Conservatory of 


Music.”’

LIFE DURING AUGUST.

Boycotting the Creator and His Agents on 
Earth.

This, however, 1s nota marker to what was 
done at Castanas a few days ago. 
partment of Castanas there had been no rain 
for nearly a year, and people were brought to 
such a pass that they were actually dying of 
thirst, to say nothing of the total destruction 
of all crops and other agricultural industries, 
El Pueblo Catolico of New San Saivador 
prints a number of resolutions promulgated 
by the principal Alcalde of the Town and De- 
partment of Castanas. They are as follows: 

** Considering that the Supreme Creator has 
not behaved well in this province, agin the 
whole of last year only one shower of Jain fell, 
that in this suinmer, notwithstanding all the 
processions, prayers, and praises, it has pot 
rained at all, and consequently the crops of 
Castanas, on which depend the prosperity of 
the whole department, are entirely ruined, it 
is decreed: 

‘Art. 1. If within the peremptory period of 
eight days from the date of this decree rain 
does not fall abundantly no one will go to 
mass or say prayers. 

“Art. 2. If the drought continues eight days 
more the churches and chapels shall be burned 
and missals, rosaries, and other objects of de- 
votion shall be destroyed. 

‘art. 3. If, finally,in a third period of eight 
days it shall not rain all the priests, friars, 
nuns, and saints, male and female, will be be- 
headed, and for the present permission is giv- 
en for the commission of all sorts of sin, in 
order that the Supreme Creator may uader- 
stand with whom he has to deal.” 

The most remarkable feature of this affair 
is the fact that four days after these resolu- 
tions were passed the heaviest rainfall known 
for years was precipisated on the burning com- 
munity.

THE FAIR APPROPRIATION AGAIN DE- 
LAYED, 

The Southern Slibusters against the World’s 
Fair appropriation have succeeded in carry- 
ing the fight over until Monday by an ad- 
journment ef the House in consequence of 
the death of one of. its members, Mr. Craig 
of Petfnsylvania. The proceedings of the 
House yesterday were of the same general 
character as those of Friday, motions to Ad- 
journ and amendments to other motions, with 
cails of the roll, and thus the wretched bu3i- 
ness goes on, because under the rules 
adopted by ,this House an imsignifi- 
cant minority! or a single malcontent can 
prevent the transaction of any business: A 
clear majority of the House voted to‘concur 
in the Senate amendment. The ranks of the 
filibusters have dwindled down daily, and yet 
under the preposterous Democratic rules of 
the House they can go on with their malicious 
efforts to defeat the appropriation and dis. 
grace the jon and neither the Speaker 


nor the majority, having themselves bound 
hand and foot, can prevent this deviltry. They 
are caught in theirown trap. We hear nothing 
now from the Democrat who is bound hand 
and foot of “* Czar Reed” and his “ tyranny.”’ 
It is possible that down in their hearts they 
are wishing he was in the, Speaker’s desk to 
interpose his common sense rulings and 
thwart this handful of malcontents who are 
preventing a pusillanimous House from mov- 
ing a step forward, and who are seeking not 
only to defeat the national appropriation but 
to cut off the money necessary for the ex- 
penses of many® interests of the government 
rather than yield to the wishes of the majority.

age by the government. This proposi- 
tion 18 & miserable makeshift. the object 
of which is apparent at a glance. The 
sectional enemies of the National Fair propose 
to prevent the government from giving its in- 
dorsement to the Fair and making it com- 
pletely national in character. It is only an- 
other conspiracy on the part of Tammany and 
the Southern Brigadiers to withdraw the sup- 
port of the government from the Fair as an 
American national exhibition ordered by Con- 
gress and make it a local Chicago exhibition. 
If Congress gives the five millions it will be 
tantamount to ~- national ‘indorsement. 
This is what Tammany and the sec- 
tional Brigadiers are fighting. They would 
destroy the Fair’s national character and 
dwarf it down to a mere local exhibition of a 
city/ It is a disgraceful and unpatriotic piece 
of sectional spite work, which should bring 
down upon the heads of the conspirators the 
indignant protest of every patriotic man in 
the United States. Meanwhile the friends of 
the Fair should stand firm. ‘They hold strong 
ground, If the appropriation fails let the re- 
sponsibility rest upon the heads of these sec- 
tional malignants aided by Northern dough- 
faces, 


THE MODERN JEWISH EXODUS. 

It is officially announced that the Czar of 
Russia has formally approved the scheme 
recently Jaid before him by Baron Hirsch for 
removing to other lands the 4,000,000 Jews 
who now live in the country of the Muscovite. 
The removal is to be executed in a methodical 
way, under orders promulgated by the Russian 
government, and will extend over a period of 
twenty-five years. The exodus ofthis year 
will be limited to 30,000 persons, and the 
number is to be increased with perfecting ar- 
rangements each year, till all the Semites 
have been deported to other lands. The Rus- 
sian Government wilt not incur any pecunjary 
responsibility in the’exodus, and the Jewish 
committee will be obliged to keep 100,000 
rubles on deposit in the Kussian treasury to 
cover expenses that may be incurred. by the 
imperial officials. 

The number of Jews in Russia has been es- 
timated by some statisticians at about,5,000,- 
000. Probably it has been reduced fo less 
than 4,000,000 by the expulsions of recent 
years. Whatever the number all will be re- 
moved, ana Baron Hirsch is reported to have 
expressed his willingness to expend $100,000,- 
000 for their benefit should so much be re- 


-quired. The exodus willthus be on a larger 


and far more imposing scale than the one led 
by Moses from Egypt, which the Jews them- 
selves place at a little more than 3,200 years 
ago. But in this case the outpouring will not 
be opposed by the ruler of the country they 
are leaving. He wants the Jews to go, and it 
is well for them that their kindred in other 
lands are so generous as to furnish the money 
required, for they cannot tramp it all the way, 
as did their forefathers in the wilderness. 

The question may be a grave one for some 
others besides the Russians and Jews. - The 
original plan of Baron Hirsch was to distrib 
ute the migrants in the United States, Cana 
da, Brazil, Argentina, and some other coun- 
tries. Some tracts of land were purchased in 
Argentina, and partly occupied, but with un- 
pleasant results. The financial and wild-cat 
bank currency troubles caused so much suffer- 
ing that many Russians refused to stay in that 
country, and the attempt to found a great 
colony there seems to have been abandoned. 
Also it appears the project of sending a large 
number to North Africa is not well received, 
and it now looks as if most of the deported 
Russian Jews, if not all of them, will be 
shipped into the United States. And this 
raises the query if this country is in a 
condition to receive this vast in- 
flux of aliens from Russia. The great 
majority are rather Orientals than Euroveans, 
and have very little in common with the modes 
of thought of the people who are natives of 
the United States or have become. citizens by 
emigration from Western Europe. |

For it may be re- 
membered that the heroic efforts of the Jews 


Russia have already exhausted the patience of 


purses of the rest. Hence the question of 
what is to be done in case of the threatened 
influx of four millions is one that ‘deserves 
thoughtful consideration. 

One would think that the arrangements for 
such an exodus ought to have included a con- 
sultation with the United States Government 
as well as with that of Russia. The bilateral 
agreement between Hirsch and the Romanoff 
should have been made a trilateral by includ- 
ing Uncle Sam with them. It would have 
been no more than courteous, to say the least, 
to invite him to the council, and possibly the 
result might have been a little more pleasant 
in consequence. Perhaps it was not-well to 
ignore the fact that those who are already 
citizens of this great country think they are 
entitled to a voice in the choosing of accessions 
to their number, 


DRUNKARDS IN CONGRESS. 

It is well enough known so far as the lower 
branch is concerned that this Congress is 4 
partisan and sectional Congress, a parsimoni- 
ous,scrim ping Congress in little things,a gross- 
ly extravagant Congress in large things where 
votes or boodle are concerned, and an un- 
patriotic Congress. Itis now to be fieter- 
mined by an investigating committee to what 
extent it is a drunken Congress. As the out- 
come, however, of this investigation the coun- 
try may not arrive at the exact truth, since the 
committee naturally will be desirous to conceal 
it for fear of its effect upon the Democratic 
party. It would have been more satisfactory 
if the Speaker under the rules could have se- 
lected a committee for this duty made up of 
unprejudiced outsiders. The testimony of 
such a committee as to the mysteries of the 
House restaurant and the condition of mem-

Ab 
senteeism was never so pronounced, Lack of pur- 
pose was never so clear. ‘Lack of common busi- 
ness prudence never more glaring. Useless ex- 
penditures pervade every department. 

These counts in the indictment evidently 
were conceded, as no committee was ap- 
pointed to investigate them. ‘The jurisdic- 
tion of the committee only includes the ques- 
tion of drunken Democrats reeling about the 
aisles and making not only maudlin speeches 
but speeches containing such vulgar fractions 
of grammaras to entitle their authors to 
summary discipline if not to dismissal from 
the House and consignment for a term of 
years to some country cross-roads school 
house.

A NEW BRITISH FRANCHISE BILL. 

It 18 probable that the proposal made to 
Lord Salisbury and his nephew, Mr. Balfour, 
that they meet the new Parliament this week 
with a new franchise bill originates with the 
Liberal Unionists, ‘No genuine Tory would 
propose to do away with plural voting for any 
consideration. It is quite conceivable, how- 
ever, that some members of the Chamberlain 
set would be glad to promote a “ one-man- 
one-vote ”? measure if accompanied by one 
providing for a new distribution of seats, On 
account of the deerefise of the Irish population 
Ireland’s representation in the Imperial Par- 
liament would be reduced from 108 to 85 in 
the event of the seats being redistributed on 
the basis of the population of 1891. Scotland 
in that event would gain some ten seats. 
Wales would lose two or three while England 
would gain half a dozen, Should Mr. Balfour 
introduce a new franchise bill there is little 
doubt that it would be eagerly accepted by 
the Gladstonian Liberals, who would amend 
it to their own likmg. There must 
be a redistribution of seats when the franchise 
is readjusted. But it does not follow, as the 
Tory correspondents assume, that the redistri- 
bution will injuriously affect the Liberals. 
The redistribution would undoubtedly wipe 
out a number of the small boroughs in En- 
gland and Wales like Grantham, Falmouth, 
Denbigh, Montgomery, Rochester, Winches- 
ter, which seem to be the exclusive possessions 
of rich Tories who can “ nurse’”’ them. The 
additional members would be given to London, 
Manchester, Glasgow, Leeds, and Bradford, 
which are essentiaily Liberal. Birmingham 
would gain no new member, and Liverpool, a 
Tory stronghold which is on the decline, 
would lose in its tepresentation. Northern 
England, which is overwhelmingly Liberal, 
would gain also, while the stolid Saxon shires 
of Southeastern England wuld lose. The 
gain in Seotland’s representation would make 
up for the Liberals the loss they might suffer 
in Ireland. Class representation would be 
abolished by depriving the universities 
of members. That would be'a lose for 
the Téries, as all the university members are 
either Tories or mugwump Liberals now. 
Under the cireumstances Lord Salisbury will 
hardly touch a new franchise bill which would 
deprive his political friends, the peers, par- 
sons, squires, and brewers, of their multiple 
votes and which would disfranchise a large 
number of his poéket boroughs.

FREE TRADE WILL CAUSE AN EQUILIB- 
RIUM WITH EUROPE, 

The discussion of prices paid for lahor and 
the things it produces, in this countr¥ and 
Europe, is not always conducted with an in- 
telligent perception of the fact that some of 
the condifions in the problem are rapidly 
changing. There are two sets of barriers 
which preserve the difference of level. The 
natural one is the road ocean that separates 
the two contiaents, entailing the cost of 3,000 
miles of water transportation. This barrier 
is shrinking from day today. Before the age 
of steam came in this was a formidable ob- 
stacle to equilibrium of prices and 
wages. It constituted. a large protec- 
tion to the industries of the United 
States as against those of Europe. Steam 
has shortened the voyage, and corre- 
spondingly cheapened a rates, till 
last week the City of Pais performed the 
journey inside of five days sixteen hours, and 
wheat has recently been taken from New 
York to Liverpool at about two cents a bushel! 

The artificial barrier of tariff protection 
alone remains. If that were taken away an 
equilibrium of wages of labor and prices of 
goods would speedily bs effected between the 
two contingnta Then it would become a 
sharp contest between the peoples of Europe 
to see which could produce most cheaply for 
American markets, The struggle would be 
all the more fierce, as the contending forces 
belong to kindred stock, living on nearly the 
same isothermal lines, while the 360 million 
people on the other side of the Atlantic, hard 
pressed for subsistence, would strive to under- 
cut the industrial classes of. this high wage 
country of 66 millions with the cheap labor 
goods which Cleveland and the Democrats 
propose to give them the opportunity of 
doing. 

The result of removing the artificial tariff 
barrier would necessarily produce a speedy 
equalization of wages and prices of goods on 
both sides of. the ocean. This in obedience 
to the great law by which all fluide tend to an 
equilibrium of level and reach it when no ob- 
struction prevents the flow. Just as water will 
run from a high plane to a lower one when no 
dam intervenes, so will wages and prices be- 
come equalized in the case of unrestrained 
competition between this country and Europe. 
No man will pay higher than the market 
price for a thing unless he is obliged to. 
Commerce buys in the cheapest attuinable 
market and sells to the dearest. People here 
would not purchase goods of American manu- 
facture as a matter of patriotism or charity if 
they could be as well suited in quality at two- 
thirds the price with British, German, or 
French goods, In the absence of protective 
bars the manufactured products of England, 
France, Germany, and other countries would 
be offered here at European prices, plus the 
smal) cost of transportation. Our manufact- 
urers must offer their goods at equally low 
prices or they could not sell in competition 
with the foreign product. - That is, 
they must either cut down wages, 
which are the important element in the 
cost of production, or quit the business. 
The foreign made goods would then be sold 
to us till we had paid out all our gold and sil- 
ver and parted with as many more of our se- 
curities as the foreigners might deem if pru- 
dent to take from a people on the road to 
bankruptcy. Then our workmen and mill 
bosses would be forced to manu facture on the 
European basis of cost of goods and wages or 
starve and bankrupt. 

The process of scaling down wages—read- 
justing to the European jevel—would apply 
not merely to the now protected industries, 
The worker in the woolen 
mills would feel the contraction no worse

| than the carpenter and bricklayer whose labor 


built the mill, the machinist who made its 
machinery, or than the railroad employés who 
worked at transporting to the mill the wool 
and coal or ore and from if the finished prod- 
uct. But the process\ of reduction 
could not stop there, It would equally 
apply to the mills which make rails and roll- 
ing stock for the railroad, to the iron ore and 
coal mines out of which are dug the raw ma- 
terial and ramify into every other line of in- 
dustry. Depress the price of the now pro- 
tected industries to the level of European 
goods and you force) a reduction in all the 
labor processes which™contribute to it, while 
even the most remotely connected rates of 
wages must fall in sympathy. There could be 
no escape from the monotonous dead level of 
European prices for all kinds of labor and its 
This is the natural and inevitable 
outcome of the Democratic demand for free 
trade, a tariff for revenue only, both of which 
demands are fully indorsed by their candidate, 
Mr. Cleveland. 


HEAVY GOLD SHIPMENT. 

Saturday’s steamers took outa little more 
than four million dollars in gold to Europe. 
With the report comes the intimation that 
** the export movement is believed to be over,” 
but no onecan say there is any ground for 
the assurance. The necessity for such a move- 
ment is not apparent, from a mere. giance at 
trade conditions, the export business in prod- 
uce being a healthy one and well in line with 
the tremendous record of the last fiscal year 
in that respect. But it is said that American 
securities are being returned here for sale, and 
doubtless the statement is true more or less. 
Possibly the movement of last week is in part 
due to the agitation about the supposed neces- 
sity of imposing a check on gold exports. 
The rumor that the President and Secre- 
tary of the Treasury had conferred on the 
advisability of “ paying half in gold and half 
in silver” for certificates presented for the 
purpose of obtaining gold for export may not 


have scared anybody here, and yet may have 


produced a little tremor a.nong certain finan- 
ciers in Europe. It is quite possible they 
lookei on it much as an ordipary depositor 
listens to rumors that the bank holding his 
money may be found to be short of funds. 
His first move is to get his money out, if pos- 
sible, and he thus acts to precipitate the eyent 
feared. Meanwhile there is no question that 
the banks in New York, and probably in some 
other cities, have quietly amassed into their 
reserves all the gold they could get without 
exciting alarm! so that there is gold enough in 
the country, though the stock in the 
Treasury ve running low. So it would 
seem the one thing needful is to restore con- 
fidence on the part of gold-holders, in which 
case they would let it out instead of hoarding 
it from sight. This improvement in tone can 
best be effected by leaving no room to doubt 
the settled purpose of the government to 
honor all its obligations in full or that there 
is any danger of a reversal of such policy as a 
result of the elections this year. Can this be 
done for the present, now that Congress is 39 
near the point of adjournment? In the mean- 
time it must not be ignored that the 75,000 
American tourists now in Europe are spend- 
ing at the rate of $10 a day each in gold, or 
$750,000 per day in the aggregate, and this 
eats up American gold pretty fast.

(Mass.) Republican in this connection calls 
attention to the fact that the statute provides 
expressly that when a member of Congress 
dies his salary shall be computed and paid to 
the widow or legal heirs— 


“For the period that has elapsed from the com- 
“mencement of such Congress or from the last 
‘payment received by him to the time of his 
“ death, at the rate of $5,000 a year.” And the 
member chosen to succeed him “shall be com- 
“* pensated and paid from the time that the com- 
‘pensation of his predecessor. ceased.” Under 
the law, therefore, the successors of the late Ford 
and the rest cannot recetve a cent for their sery 
ices in this Congress if the item of the Deficiency 
bill is alowed. 


The whole affair is.only another illustration 
of the ease with which this pretended econom- 
scal Democratic House can throw away money 
on private gratuities, 
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Ix one of the numerous publications con- 
trolled by Sir Charles Dilke a suggestion is 
made which may be taken as the solut:on of 
Mr. Gladstone’s difficulty in reference to the 
home rule question. : The suggestion is that 
the Liberal leader instead of introducing a 
bill dealing with the home rule question shal] 
introduce a series of resolutions which will 
outline his plan and form the basis 
of a home rule bill to be introduced at 
the next session. Such resolutions would 
be adopted and the House of Com- 
mons would thus -be irrevocably commit 
ted to the idea of local self-government for 
Ireland. The House of Lords would have 
nothing to do with the resolutions. During 
the preparation of the Home Rule bill Mr. 
Gladstone’s lieutenants could push through 
the measures demanded so urgently by the 
English Radicais, so ‘as to prepare for the 
dissolution that would follow the rejec- 
tion of the Home Kule bill by the 
Lords. It was by resolution that 
Mr. Gladstone first attacked the Irish Estab- 
lished Church and propounded the scheme for 
its overthrow. Itis believed that the resolu- 
tion plan would be satisfactory to the moder- 
ate Irish members, It would undoubtedly 
meet with the approval of the English Radicals. 
Why then should not Dilke’s suggestion—for 
it is no doubt Dilke’s—be accepted and acted 
on? 
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Tue Springfield (Mass.) Republican, the 
principal mugwump-Democratic organ of 
Massachusetts, inakes the following pat and 
pertinent comment upon the record of the 
present Democratic House: 


It has opposed a grant of $5,000,000 to the 
Werld’s Fair for constitutional and economical 
reasons; but ithad no difficulty in voting away 
an unprecedented amount of river and harbor 
money for jobs on waters in not the remotest de- 
gree under the jurisdiction of the Federal 
pover. It could not find any warrant in the Con- 
stitation. for doing quite a number of other 
things, but it did not hesitate to rush through 
peli-mell an anti-option bill which went further 
in bringing the Federal power to interfere with 
the private affairs of citizens of the several States 
than ever did the Civil Rights bill. The Demo- 
tratic y may well pray for the time to come 
when this Congress shall cease to exist. 


Tue clearings of the Chicago banks for the 
first six months of the present year foot up 
$2,421,300,000, or seven-eighths of 1 per cent 
less than the $2,442,600,000 total for the Boston 
ban«s duping the same time. The totals for 
the week ending with last Friday were $%,- 
262,210 for Chicago and $87,739,950 for Boston, 
the account standing nearly 74 percent in 
our favor. Our gain over the corresponding 
week last year was 23.4 per cent, while that of 
Beston was 8.3 per cent. It was long since 
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idly gainmg upon Boston. These figures 
show that the advantage of the latter has 
changed from a positive to a minus 
quantity. No one can doubt that the 
distance between them is bound to in- 
crease till Chicago is so far ahead that 
Boston may be declared distanced, at least so 
far as any hope for ever regaining second 
place is concerned. Probably it would not be 
untrue toclaim that is the case now. Of 
course much of the rapidity of our gain may 
be ascribed to the activity of preparations for 
the Fair, which has brought hither large addi- 
tions of capital and brain and muscular energy 
that would not be here today but for that 
stimulus, But the accretion would only have 
been deferred a littie longer. It is simply & 
question of time, not of fact.

Itis inevitable that 
there should be a constanot drop, drop in price.”

All that protec- 
tionists claim for it is that it will make it possible 
for Americans to create an industry without in- 
terference from foreigners. No one but free trade 
donkeys has ever assumed that it would regtrain 
competition among Americans and give ne or 
two or half a dozen persons the monopoly of a 
business.

Pecuniary Loss from Barring the Common 
People Out of the Fair Sundays. 

New York Post: A Chicago arithmetician coms 
putes that the loss to the World’s Fair manager- 
by the closing of the Exhibition for twenty-six 
Sundays [by the influence of the clergy of the 
churches, who have got Congress to close the 
gates on the common people} would be $7,000,000. 
Sundays, he says, were the big days at the Paris 
Ex -osition, where the average attendance was 
137,289 and the maximum 400,000. Even at this 


date there has hardly been a Sunday since the ) 


gates were opened at Jackson Park that thi 
number of visitors has not been almost as fn 
as on the lightest day at the Philadelphia Expo- 
sinon. This is a significant indication of what the 
attendance would beif all the attractions of the 
Fair shouid be thrown open Sundays to the pub- 
lic. Preparations have been making torun Sun- 
day excursions to Chicago during the Fair. 
“With good weather these excursions would, 
with the immense turnout of Chicago wage-earn- 
ers, swell the Sunday attendance to 400.000 peo- 
ple. This for twenty Sundays only would make 
$4,000,000 in gate receipts alone. Reducing the 
other six Sundays to half that estimate for prob- 
able bad weather, it would make $600,000, which, 
for the twenty-six Sundays, wohld make a total 
of nearly $5,000,000. On concessions an oflicial 
of the Ways and Means estimates that the total 
receipts would exceed $10,009,000. For the twen- 
ty-six largest days or Sundays it would reach 
nearly $2,000,000, making a grand total for the 
exchequer of the Exposition, approximately, 
$7 ,000,000,”’ .

South Side Apartment Houses. : 

One of the attractive South Side apartmen 
buildings is the Lakewood, erected by Frank 
Clark and Andrew J. Toolen, and just com- 
pleted. The Lakewood has a south frontage 
of 100 feet on Forty-fourth street and a west 
frontage of fifty feet on Greenwood avenue, 
It is four stories high and contains sixteen 
suites of apartments. Ihe front ‘is pleas 
in design and is of rock-faced buff Bedfo 
stone and buff-coloréd pressed brick, with 
ornamental bay windows and towers.

‘To bring about such a condition it would be 
highly advantageous for the board to own its 
own building, thereby placing itself in the com- 
mupbity a8 an organization of responsibility; and 

olding such a position, the step to acquire the 
authorization of Sheriff's and commissioner's 
salés within its precincts would be a matter com- 
paratively easy to bring about. 

This property should be owned by the board 
built on bonds and stock ; but the management o 
the board should not be in the hands of the prop- 
erty stockhoiders alone. The reason for this is 
obvious, If you require every member to own a 
share of stock sooner or later you will find that 
the shares have séttled into the hands of the cap- 

talists of the board anda feeling at once arises 

etween the two factions that impairs or 
destroys the efficiency of the organization.

** How do you explain this sudden gambling 
epidemic among women?’’ the veteran re- 
corder of races was asked. 

“Well, I have a theory, but I have more 
hesitation in giving you theories than in 
stating facts. Speculation in stocks has not 
been unfamiliar to women long before they 
had the audacity to bet openly at the races. 
Many of them speculate on the Board of 
Trade, and do it secretly. Those who are 
wealthy scorn other forms of gambling, 

‘but those who are broken sink to the level of 

the races, where a single dollar may be risked. 
But the bulk of race-bettors are drawn from 
the wniddle comfortable class, the wives or 
daughters of salaried men. Do you know 
what I think poisoned the majority of women 
with the gambling spirit? 1 honestly believe 
the seeds were sown in the family circle by 
the American game of poker. You may smile, 
but you have no idea of the insidious ravages 
of poker in respectable families of recent 
years. It is unnatural fora good woman to 
be a good poker-player (thank heaven the 
great majority can never become expert), but 
if you ever see a particularly clever one, look 
out for her! But §there goes the bell. Now 
look around you and see something for your- 
self,

The State League is making steady progress 
&mong local societies. B. G. Vasen was in 
thie city last week and said that seven applica- 
tions have been made for membershipin the 
Illinois League since the last meeting. Of lo- 

societies the Douglas Park, the Empire, 
the Col. Mulligan, and. the Mutual Security, 
Loan and Building Associations will join the 
league in the near future. . The outside assoc:- 
ations which have made application for mein- 
bership are the Joliet Building and Loan: As- 
sociation of Joliet, the Kansas Building and 
-Loan Association, and the German-American 
of Springfield. Mr. Vasen estimates that 
there are 500 actual live building and joan as- 
sociations in the State, over half of these be- 
ing Chicago societies. | 

The members of the league of Hamilton 
County, O., seem to fail to appreciate the 
benefits to be derived from having an In- 

_ sector of Building Associations. In the an- 
nual report of the Bureau of Inspection the 
Inspector recommends a slight increase in 
fees, as the expenses were scarcely met last 
year. The Hamilton County League will op- 
pose any bill to increase the tax on building 
associations and object to the Insurance Com- 
missioner receiving $1,000 a year from the 
Building and Loan Department. It claims 
that although members are assessed from $5 
to $10 a year no inspection of the societies in 
its organization is ever heard of. 

J. K.. Richards, Attorney-General of the 
State of Ohio, has just made an important 
ruling which disposes of two building and loan 
questions, one in regard to associations levy- 
ing assessmments on stock for the purpose of 
paying expenses and the other in regard to 
charging withdrawal fees. Ina recent letter 
to W.'H. Kinder of Cincinnati he expresses 


~ the opinion that no building and loan associa- 


tion can lawfully make an assessment upon 

* its stock for the specific purpose of paying ex- 

‘penses and cites the law providing that ex- 

penses of associations shall be paid out of the

THE CAPTURE OF JEFF DAVIS. 


As Told by the Widow of the Leader of 
the Lost Cause. 
' Many falsehoods have been uttered in re- 
gard tothe capture of Mr. Davis which have 
been exposed in publications by persons there 
present-——by Secretary Regan, by the members 
of my personal staff, and by the co'ored coach- 
man, Jim Jones, which must have been con- 


vincing to all who desired to know the truth, 


We were, when prisoners, sebjected t petty 
pillageand to annoyances such as military 


gentlemen never commit or permit. 

While the camp was being plundered, which 
was done with great celerity, there wasa 
shriek dreadful to hear, and our servants told 
us it came from a poor creature who, in pry- 
ing up the lid of a trunk, with his loaded mus- 
ket, shot off his own hand. Out of this trunk 
the hooped skirt was procured, which had 
never beea worn, but which they purported to 
have removed from Mr. Davis’s person. No 
hooped Bkirt could have been_ worn on our 
journey, éven by .ne, without great: inconven- 
jence, and I had none with me except the new 
one in the trunk. I have long since ceased to 
combat falsehood when it has been uttered 
and scattered broadcast a much less distance 
than this one has been Sorne upon the wings 
of hate ana vilification, and 1 now rest the 
case though, could the ‘torture wantonly 
inflicted when he was a helpless prison- 
er have been averted from my 
husband by any disguise, I should gladly 
have tried to persuade him to assume it; and 
who shail say the stratagem wouid not have 
been legitimate? I would have availed my- 
self of a Scotch cap and cloak or any other 
expedient to avert from him the awful conse- 
quences of his capture. ; 
~ When we had traveled back a day’s drive, 
as we were about to get into the wagons a 
man galloped into camp waving over his head 
a printed slip of paper. One of our servants 
told us it was Mr. Johnson’s proclamation of 
a reward for Mr. Davis’ capture as the acces: 
sory to Mr. Lincoln’s assassination. I was 
much shocked, but Mr. Davis was quite un- 
concerned and said, *‘ The miserable scoundrel 
who issued that proclamation knew better 
than these men that it was false. Of course, 
such an accusation must fail at once; it may, 


however, render these people willing to as- 


sassinate; me here.” 

There was a perceptible change in the man- 
ner of the soldiers from this time, and the 
jibes and insults heaped upon us as they 
passed by, notwithstanding Co'. Pritchard’s 
efforts to suppress the expression of their de- 
testation, were hardto bear. Bitterest among 
these was an officer named Hudson. He in- 
formed me that he intended to take our poor 
little protégé as his own, and solicitude for 
the child troubled us more than Hudson’s in- 
sults. 

Within a short distance of . Macon we were 
halted and the soldiers drawn upin line on 
either side of the road. Our children crept 
close to their father, especially little Maggie, 
who put her arms about him and held him 
tightly, while frem time to time he comforted 
her with tender words from the Psalms of Dav- 
id, which he repeated as cheerfully as if he were 
surrounded by friends, It is needless to say 
that as the men stood at their ease they ex- 
pressed in words unfit for women’s ears all 
that malice could suggest. In about an hour 
Coi. Pritchard returned, and with him came a 
brigade who testified their belief in Mr. Davis’ 
guilt in the same manner. 

Men imay be forgiven who, actuated by pre)- 
udice, exhibit bitterness in the first hours of 
their triumph, but what excuse can be otfered 
for one who, in cold bloed, deliberately or- 
ganizes tortures to be inflicted and superin- 
tends for over a year their application to the 
quivering form of an emaciated, exhausted, 
he'pless prisoner who, the whole South proua- 
ly remembers, theugh reduced to death’s 
door, unto the end neither recanted his faith, 
fawned upon his persecutor, nor pleaded for 
mercy.

What Caste Means in India.

HORSE HOOFS AGAINST BEAR CLAWS. 


A Battle to the Death Between a Norman 
Stallion and a Big Grizzly. 

Botsz, Idaho, July 25.—[St. Louis Globe. 

Democrat.]—A battle between a powerful 

stallion and a big grizzly bear was witnessed 


‘ by the employés of James Murfree at the lat- 


ter’s mountain ranch. Old Ursus Horribilis 
proved himself to be the better fighter, and, 
although he was terribly injured by his iron- 
hoofed antagonist, he might have recovered 
from his wounds had not: Jim Maxwell, a 
vaquero, sent a slug from a Sharp’s rifle 
through his body. Before the grizzly died, 
however, he.played even with his human toe, 

The battle royal between the two beasts 
commenced at about 4:30 in the morning, and 
lasted about an hour. The ranch hands saw 
the mélée’ from its commencement, but 80 
confident were they that the stallion would 
prove a victor they did not attempt to inter- 
fere until it was too late. Timeand again old 
Gray Rex, as the big Norinan horse was called, 
had in short order killed black bears of con- 
siderabie size, and the men thought his early 
morning antagonist was nothing more than 
an unusually big, black bear, which had come 
to the ranch in search of a juicy shoat. They 
observed that the shaggy animal's method of 
fighting was quite unusual, but they were too 
anxious tQ enjoy a little sport to give the mat- 
ter a sec thought. 

Old Gr ex had been sleeping in his shed 
the previous night, and when he heard the men 
moving about hé pranced out, neighing for his 
matutinal feast‘of grain. As he rounded the 
cow-pen the men saw him eagerly sniff theair 
his ears slanted forward and his manestiff and 
bristling. Gazing ver the grassy range the 
men saw the figure of a bear leisurely slouch- 
ing off toward a heavy copse. A moment 
later Gray Rex, his eyes distended with rage, 
sharp snorts of anger and defiance issuing 
from his red nostrils, started inaiestically 
across the plain to offer battle to the retreat- 
ing intruder. The bear heard the hostile ad- 
vance of the stallion, and he glanced over his 
shoulder, but did not quicken his shuffling 
gait.

It was not long delayed. Gray Rex, witha 

oeeenne scream of rage, with his white teeth 
exposed, dashed at the bear, which, with a 
low, grumbling growl, jumped to one side in 
time to avoid the onslaught. The savage stall- 
ion wheeled, slowly approached the bear, and 
then with a quick turn he landed his hind feet 
upon the grizzly’s ribs. The blow was a stun- 
ner, and the men who heard it thought the 
bear was done for. It wasa surprise forthe 
bear, but it did not disable him. With a 
shake of his big head, and a shifting of his 
feet, he faced the stallion, which again rushed 
at him with widely opened mouth. The 
grizzly was ready, and old Rex received a 
slap on the muzzle that threw him off 
his feet and caused him to collide 
with his hard-hitting antagonist. Over 
went both bear and horse. Rex was first to 
regain his feet.. With a fierce scream and 
with terrific force he brought his sharp fore- 
feet down upon the bear’s ieft flank, bringing 
the blood in a stream. It was a fearful wound, 
and the bear was for a moment badly dazed. 
The stallion had gained a decided advantage, 
but he had become .more wary. He was ac- 
customed to fighting with bears that rose upon 
their haunches, giving him splendid oppor- 
tunities to deliver adroit xicks, the force of 
which soon proved fatal. The tactics pursued 
by his latest opponent puzzled him and he 
hesitated. The ranchmen noted this with 
surprise, and jumping from the shed they cau- 
tiously approached the battlefield. To their 
subsequent regret they were too excited to 
think of bringing firearms. 
_ Rex heard the,mén approaching and he 
speedily regained his waning courage. He 
dashed at the bear, turned nimbly, and kicked 
him end overend. The bear did not seem to 
be very badly iujured, but he was now thor- 
oughly aroused. Rex was upon him in an in- 
stant, thinking to again stab the bear with his 
forefeet. As the horse reared for the blow the 
grizzly darted forward, and, with a tremen- 
dous blow from one of its armored paws, it 
ripped open the bowels of the belligerent stal- 
lion. The men saw the blood gush forth, saw 
the protruding entrails, and realized that Rex 
had at length met his match. Jim ‘Maxwell 
rushed to the house for his rifle, and the other 
men tried by shouts and sudden sorties to 
frighten the bear away.

It was evident 
that he could not see the bear, for he com- 
menced to trot here and there apparently ia 
search of his foe. 

Presently. his eyes fell upon the bear, which 
was savage and expectant.

Among such queer people you in- 

cluded of course the Japanese, who, though 

not in a locality which can exactly be called 


our antipodes, dwell on the opposite or antip- | 


odal hemisphere of the globe. 

And yet the Japanese are our nearest neigh- 
bors across the Pacific Ocean, and are not so 
remote as they formerly were. Once Japan 
was insulated and isolated, so that inter- 
course with it was as difficult as if it had been 
situated in the polar regions, Now it is open 
and easily accessibie. Now, as then, the dis- 
+ tance from America may be reckoned at 4,000 
or 5.000 miles, but now it is more properly 
considered as a two weeks’ journey. It may 
be properpn school to state that the Pacific 
Ocean parates Japan from the United 
States, but it is also true that this,;ocean_ con- 
nects the two countries. So that the Japa- 
nese, who are the nearest Oriental and Asiatic 
people to us, although antipodal, are really 
our neighbors, and are closely bound to us in 
commercial, social, educational, and other 
ties. 

_ But these Japanese neighbors are antipodal, 
not merely geographically, but in many other 


respects. They have manners, custorns, meth- . 


ods, styles. expressions, ideas which are pre- 
cisely the reverse of ours. We consider thein, 
and they consider us, so peculiar in the con- 
trarieties that we cannot well understand each 
other. Between the two peoples there is a 
there-here, upside-down, inside-out, hind-side- 
fore, right-side-left, topsy-turvy, reverse, in- 
verse, transposed, antipedal relationship 
‘which is quite interesting, withal amusing, 
and wanifests itself in many and various mat- 
ters. 

Mr. Percival Lowell has wittily noticed this 
conditior in his “‘Soul of the Far East.”’ 
“The boyish belief that on the other side of 
our globe all things are of necessity upside 
down,” he says, “1s startlingly brought back 
te the man when he first sets ‘foot at Yoko- 
hama. If his initial glance does not, to be 
sure, disclose the natives in the everyday 
feat of standing calmly on their heads, 
it does at least reveal @hem iooking at the 
. world as.if from the stargipoint of that eccen- 
tric posture. For they seem to him to see 
everything topsy-turvy. Whether it be that 
their antipoda! situation has affected their 
brains, or whether it is the mind of she obser- 
ver himself that has hitherto been wrong in 
undertaking to rectify >. inverted pictures 


presented by his retina, the result, at ali 
events, is undeniable. ‘Lhe world stands re- 
versed. .-°.  . If the inversion be not 
precisely of the kind he expected it is none 
the less striking and impressively more real.”’ 
And a-little later un he makes the rather

strong statement that “‘ there seem’ to be no 
action of our daily lives, however trivial, but 
fiads with therm its ‘appropriate reaction — 
equal but opposite.”’ 
{In noting’the various points of confrariety 
* between the Americans and the Japalye' it 
will be impossible to arrange and classify 
them accurately, but it may be well to group 
then together as much as possible. Perhaps 
the first thing that impresses the new comer in 
Japan, and troubles hin more or less, is the 
“lefthandedness.”’ “Street cars and railway 
trains run on the left track, and jin-riki- 
turn.to the left. A man’s hair is quite 
ikely to stand on end when he is first carried 
through the crowded streets and nartow lanes 
ofa Japanese city, particularily Tokio. His 
coolie pulls him along at a fearfully rapid 
pace, and in the inidst of a mass of pedestri- 
ans, jin-riki-sha, carts, wagons, etc., makes a 
sudden turn to the left; whereupon the for- 
eigner involuntarily rises from bis seat in hor- 
rorofan immediate and ‘terrible accident. 
But ali turn to the left, and everybody is safe. 
It nay be naturally inferred that ee 
left-handedness is not so exceptional as in 
America, and that many Japanese are either 
handed or ambi-dexterous. One of the 
Most famous wood carvers of Japan was Jin- 


= “goro, who, because he used his left hand, re- 


Ceived the praenomen of Hidari (left). He 
was at first only ‘‘ a simple carpenter,” but 
afterwards attained remarkable giyptie skill, 
. 8 shown at Kioto and Nikko. 


Itisthus evident that our “keep to;the 


right’ in Japan is replaced by ‘* keep to the 
left.” “Hidari ye, hidari ye!” is the cry. 
’ And the latter as well as the former is aponli- 
cable in moral teaching; for withthe Japan- 
ese the left is the side of hortor, and may, 
therefore, well represent the path of rectitude 
and righteousness, or the path of safety. 

In the department of trade and industry 
Japanese carpenters may furnish the first il- 
lustration.

room for the benefit of timid sleepers. Some 
Japanese in traveling carry a compass to 
avoid this really natural and scientific position 
in sleep.”’ . 
In Japan woman, regarded as an inferior 
being and weaker vessel, is literally treated as 
such, and is not accorded even the defense 
which common politeness demands in Amer- 
ica. When (which does nut often happen) a 


husband condescends to take his wife out with* 


him, it is my lord’s jin-riki-sba that bowls off 
first. The woman gets into hers as best she 
can and trundies along behind. In almost all 
matters it is the man, not the woman, whu is 
to be treated with the utmost deference and 
honor. 

In language and hterature may be found 
many curious transpositions. The vernacular 
as a whole shows “an utter inversion of grain- 
mar, with a terrible neglect of gender, num- 
ber, and person, a lack of purely 
personal and relative pronouns and 
temporal conjunctions, and a_ topsy-turvy 
order of words inasentence. The Japanese 
say *‘east-n« rth,’’ ** west-north,”’ etc., and they 
use postpositions instead of prepamtions. 
They have no sun-g d but a sundgoddese. 
They use “elder sister,’”’ ‘“‘old gentleman,” 
and “ old Jady ”’ as terms of respect, because 
they honor the aged, and dv not feel disgraced 
to be considered old. In fact, it is no imper- 
tinence to inquire the age of a new acquaint- 
ance, even of a woman! The address of a

How the Honduranians Feel on the Reci-' 


procity Question—W hat the Country Pro- 
duces and Its Ridiculously Primitive 
Transportation Facilities—Plan to Make 
Its Ramshackle Railroad an Important 
Commercial Link—Advice to Would-Be 
Colonists from Chicago— 

Comayaaua, July 15.—[Special Correspond- 
ence. |—People here, in the new seat of gov- 
erbment of Spanish Honduras, look upon the 
question of reciprocal trade relations with the 
United States in a different light from that 
which iJluminates the mind of Mr, Blaipe at 
Washington. Not that they desire to live 


without freer relations with the great nation’ 


to the North, but because this government is 
poor and has to depend almost entirely upon 
its import duties to defray the expense of 
administering its public affairs. The feel- 
ing here is that the United States should be a 
little more lenient with Honduras, It seems 
to be absolutely necessary, for the present at 
least, to continue imposing these import 
duties. If the United States Government, in 
retaliation, feels that it must impose duties 
on Honduranian imports sent dnto its terri- 
tory, the tendency will be to discourage North 
Americans from coming here to develop 
what is considered an unueually promising 
country and one which has time and again 
shown a friendliness for citizens of the 
United States. In fact Honduras is more 
liberal to\North Americaus than is any other 
Central American republic. Should North 
Americang become, the controlling element 
here, as isimore than probable, they could 
make it advantageous for the merchants of 
the United States to trade with Honduras 
and could greatly increase the interchange of 
products. | It seems to me that it would be 
un wise for the big Republic to make sucha 
condition impossible or defer its consumma- 
tion by adupting retaliatory duties, 

Honduras produces almost anything the 
heart of man desires. The mean temperature 
is from 70° tu 72° even in the hottest locali- 
ties, on the sea coast and in the fertile river 
vaileys the mercury seldom reaches 96° and 
in the highest altitudes in the coolest seasons 
it seldom falls as low as 45°, In altitudes 
ranging from 2,000 to 3,000 feet above the sea 
level the temperature fluctuates between 70° 
ind 85°. The rainy season begins in July or 
August and lasts until the first part of Feb- 
ruary. It is a mistaken idea to think there is 
‘continuous downpour of rain during this 
period, there are many sunvy days and even 
when it rains the eun gives at least one “iur- 
ial burst of glory over the wet ground. Such 
thing as a sunstroke, frost, or a flake of 
snow are unknown here. The storms are not 
severe and in passing through wiles of forest 
{ have seen exceedingly dew trees that have 
een struck by lightnin 

The banana is the chief product of Hondu- 
ras. The largest and most fruitful trees grow 

long the coast andin the river valleys, but 
here is no place in the interior that will not 
produce an excellent quality of this richly 
Havored fruit. Banana trees. will yield 200 
ounches an acre each year. They require no 
cultivation. By cutting out old trees and al- 
lowing the suckers to grow in proper places 
a banana ranch, as they are called here, is 
made perpetual, The tree begins to bear 
when it is from 14 to 18 months old. The 
great drawback in cultivating tliis pri duct is 


that when ready for market it is perishable 


and there is need of great care to provide for 
immediate transportation. 

The cocoanut tree, which grows here as gen- 
erally as the banana, begins to yield when it 
is from 7 to 8 years od. é tree will pro- 
duce from 50 tu 200 nuts a year, and 75 trees 
can be planted on vpe acre of ground. This 
crop is in no way perishable and can be 
handled with perfect security against loss 
through delayed transportation. Cocoanut 
trees require no care. 

Coffee will grow anywhere in Honduras, 
but the hardiest trees and those whuse ker- 
nels are most delicately flavored flourish at 
an altitude.of 2,000 feet and more above the 
sea. All the Honduranian coffee that is not 
consumed at home attains the highest price of 
any coffee in the markets of the world. The 
tree begins to béar when it is 4 years old, and 
whea itis 5or6 it will yield trom 6 to 8 
pounds of coffee each year. The trees are not 
allowed to grow more than 10 or 13 feet in 
height. They will live and bear for 30 years. 
After the second year they need almost no 
care. a 

Cacao, from the bean of which chocolate is 
made, thrives anywhere in this country, but 
particularly in the richer soil along the rivers. 
It is a beautiful regularly shaped tree, and 
grows to the height of 25 feet. It begins to 
bear when 6 or 8 years old and continues pro- 
ductive for many years. 

There is one peculiarity about sugar cane. 
It is a permanent growth. In tke southern part 
of the United States the cane is planted each 
year. I saw one plantation the other day at 
Chiloma tgat was planted twenty years ago, 
Cane has been cut from itevery year, it has 
never been replanted, and yet it fiuurishes 
like the proverbial green bay tree of holy 
writ. The Honduranian sugar caue is rich in 
saccharine pruperties. 

Of the common cereals grown in the United 
States corn is the only one successfully culti- 
vated here. The wheat, oats, rye, and barley 
run too much to leaf, but rice grows weil 
with a little care, 

Oranges, lemons, and limes grow in tropic- 
al profusion, It has been a source of great 
regret to me to see so much of these tropical 
fruit products go to waste for need of trans- 
portation facilities. The most delicious 
sugar-loaf pine apples grow here. Ywou have 
no idea of their taste from eating the fruit re- 
ceived in the United States. Then there are

granadas, peculiar varieties of plums and the 
most delicately flavored grapes I have ever 
eaten; | : 

There ds a story about these grapes.. When 
Honduras first came under Spanish rule the 
vine was cultivated extensively. The clusters 
were of such rich quality and. the wine made 
from them of such a delicate bouquet that 
an edict was sent out from Madrid that every 
vine in Honduras be plucked wp by the roots 
and destroyed. This was done because it was 
believed the Spanish grapes and wines would 
be crowded into the background by the super- 
ior prodtcts of this country. This Madrid 
edict is now in the archives of the Hordur- 
anian Government. Of late years vineyards 
have been reéstablished. 

Camphor, which is supposed to grow only 
in the Philippine Islands and Japan, is another 
of the products of Honduras and there are 
many crude drugs beside. Almonds and all 
other varieties of tropical nuts and beans in- 
cluding the vanilla grow in profusion, and in 
the uplands indigo flourishes. The United 
States imports annually $4,000,000 worth of 
indigo from the various countries that pro- 
duce it and the price paid is from $1.75 to $2 
a pound. There are also in this cpuntry all 
kinds of valuable hardwoods like’ logwood, 
Spanish cedar. rosewood, mahogany, prime 
veri, and tall straight “Georgia” pine that 
is rich in resin and turpentine, In the forests 
there are birds witb “peg 9 plumage. 

There are two or three mines’ near Teguci- 
galpa that are exceedingly productive of gold 
and silver, but the mineral wealth in Hondur- 
as lies deep in the earth and it requires capital 
and costly machinery to develop it for com- 
merce. There is some placer mining by the 
natives. Many rare opals are found in the 
mountains around Tegucigalpa. 

The great problem that confronts every new 
country

squarely in the face—the transportation prob- 
lem. Of what good are ail these exportable pro- 
ducts except for home consumption, unless 
there is a sure avenue for communication 
with other countries, neighboring and remote. 
The future of Honduras hangs. upon the ex- 
tension and better equipment of its one clap- 
trap railroad, and upon the improvement of 
terminal facilities at sea ports. 

There are several g roadsteads on the 
north coast, where the Caribbean sea washes. 
Unless the winds are too high ships can lie 
at anchor in these places and discharge and 
take on cargoes by means of lighters. The 
best harbor on this coast is Puerto Cortez, 
where I wrote a recent letter for Tus Sunpay 
Tripune. It was selected twenty years ago 
by an English syndicate that proposed tu 

ive Honduras its needed transportation facil- 
ities, as the Caribbean terminal. A lagoona

lies juat back of Puerto Cortez and is now 
connected with the sea bya shallow channel 
navigable by stnall flat-boats. A most excel- 
lent and completely latid-locked haxbur can 
be made by a little dredging in this Jagoona. 
A scheme is already on foot to dothis. A 
Frenchinan hasbeen given a concession of 
valuable lands along the Ulua River, if he will 
make the harbur and connect the lagoona 
with the Uluaand Chemelicon Rivers, which 
empty into thesea near by. Bythis worka 
safe and comm. dious harbor would be afforded 
with water transportation inland for 150 miles 
for end, wheel steamers drawing 15 to 18 
inches of water. The cost is estimated ata 
bare $15,000 or so. Some of the preliminary 
work has been done bv the Frenchman. 

The Englisitt capitalists who ‘started the 
Honduranian railway are said to have played 
atrick on the government, Encouraged by 
concessions the Englishmen appeared to under- 
take the building of a road from Puerto Cor- 
tez through to the old capital, Tegucigalpa, 
considerably more than half-way to the Pacif- 
ic; and thence to the city of Amapala, which 
lies on an ‘island in Funseca Bay, affording a 
beautiful harbor on the south or Pacific coast. 
The road would have been 250 miles long, had 
it been completed. But when 580 miles was

built, the Englishmen appear to have induced 
the government to guarantee bonds to the ex- 
tent of $3,000.000 for the completion of the 
road. Having secured this action the syndi- 
cate stopped work and went to England,where 
the bonds were sold. It seems to have been a 
ease of “clear velvet”? for the Englishmen. 
But the government felt that it should not 
meet the bonds unless the road was com- 
pleted and refused to make them good till 
better evidences of good intent on the part of 
the promoters were apparent. The road was 
taken in charge by the Honduranian officials 
and to this dey they operate its wheezy loco- 
motives and ramshackle cars out as far as 
San Pedro—when the road-bed is serviceable. 
Wood is used for fuel and sometimes exple- 
tives of peculiar vigor back it up as a motive 
power. The debt on the road has deterred 
any syndicate from taking hold of the enter- 
prise, and then the government is a little 
suspicious about railway deals. 

However, a plan is now under negotiation 
which promises great things for Honduras. 
I understand from quite reliable sources that 
the Pacific Steamship company, through a 
Mr. Valentine of New York has an option to 
complete the line and own and operate it. 
This is to be done to avoid reported diffi- 
culties with the Panama company regarding 
transit across the isthmus and to effect a 
probable ering of time between San Fran- 
cisco and New York. By adopting this Hon-

duranian plan the distance between these two 
American cities would be shortened 1,200 
miles. The government feels, because of its 
treatment by the Englishsyndicate. that it has 
aright to repudiate the $30,000,000 bonds, 
Uf course such a ater will be necessary before 
ship company can act 
positively. Itis considered a fact that, in 
the event of the building of this rai!way, the 
great’ tea-trains will be taken off the North 
American lines and be put on the Honduran- 
ian road. It costs, lam told, $44 a car to 
transport tea across the North American 
continent. The cost here, it is estimated 
would be 4a car, a saving of $40 on rail 
freight, though there would be need of a little 
longer carrying in the cheaper bottoms. 

The present transportation facilities of 
Honduras are ridiculously primitive and in- 
adequate. A wagon-road has been built by 
the government from Amapala on the Pacific 
coast to Tegucigalpa in the interior and from 
there to this city, Comayagua, and from here 
to Santa Barbara. A contract has been let 
recently for continuing this ‘wagon-road to 
San Pedro, the interval terminus of the rail- 
road. When this is déne, there will be a road, 
such as it is, from the Pacific to the Carib- 
bean sea. These roadways are built for 
freight wagons, buck boards, and, in time, it is 
expected that they will accommodate coaches. 
At present where there are’ no roads pack- 
mules are used. They carry salt, furniture, 
and other imports into the interior from the 
coast and return laden with spices, coffee, 
rubber, dye woods, sarsaparilis, etc. I caught 
asnap shot of a train of mules, carrying 
spices and tonka beans, while it was descend- 
ing the Seguatapeca Mouatsains on its way to 
the South Sea port at Amapala. ? 

The labor question here is a simple one. 
The people are lazy, but an opening of the 
country would stimulate them to work. In 
the western part, where there are not 


enough toilers, the deficiency could easily be 
supplied by Chinese and by importing Caribs 
from the Caribbean and neighboring islands, 
where people now‘are suffering fur want of 
employment. There is no Chinese Exclusion 
law here. 

You hear more of revolutions out of ~Hon- 
duras than you do ia it. The governmént for 
the last eight or ten years has been thdrough- 
ly stable. -President Luis Bogran completed 
two terms and, with the exception “6f a brief 
attempt on the part ofa rival to overthrow 
his government, his time of service was with- 
out interruption. The incumbent now, Presi- 
dens Lieva, has met with no trouble since he 
assumed his position last November. Hon- 
duras elects its Presidents every six years, 
and under a new jaw there are tobe no 
second terms. The President appoints his 
ministers and they are confirmed or rejected 
by a Congress consisting of one house made 
up of delegates elected from nine districts. 
Sessions of Congress are held every two 
years; and more frequently when administra- 
tive exigences demand special sessions. 

The government is particularly ° cordial to 
North Americans. Dr. George C. Abbott of 


Chicago, while here last fall, obtained from the | 


President a charter granting 100 acres of land 
to all colonists who would come here and 
cultivate the soil. The charter also allows 
theta; to import free of duty household goods 
and such implements of husbandry, as they 
may need, The agricultural laws further 
provide that those who cultivate coffee, sugar- 
cane, cocoa, and indigo may have at govern- 
ment expense as many laborers as. they may 
need. The right to demand this labor from 
the civil authorities is assured. I have heard 
that Dr. Abbott intends to make this country 
his home before many months and: that a 
colony from Chicago and vicinity to number 
from 100 to 200 proposes to locate. here dur-

ingthenext two years. To these would-be 
colonists let me give a word of advice. 
Don’t come here without money, in the ex- 
pectation that, though you have failed in life 
elsewhere, you are going tu ride into Hon- 
duranian riches on “‘downy beds of ease.” 
You won't do-it. You should have from 
$2,000 to $3,000 in cash in your pocket and 
brains in your head. With this combination 
you can use the Honduranian labor to ad- 
vantage. In a short time you will be indepen- 
dent and, if the bright prospects for this httie 
republic are realized, you stand a good chance 
of getting rich. At any rate you may be sure 
of a pleasant life in one of the most delight- 
ful climates in the wurld, 

The Honduranian army is made up of men 
provided by the military districts into which 
the country is divided. Each district haa its 
commandante and under him are colonels and 
captains. When acall for troops is made 
the com mandante instructs his officers to cor-. 
ral the soldiers. This is a fact, for sometimes 
the fellows have to be hunted and caught. 
The soldiers wear blue cotton uniforms, straw 
hats, and they go barefooted. Their guns are 
Winchesters with bayonets. eir pay is 25 
centsa day. They are go fighters, can 
march long distances, and live on short ra- 
tions. The army consists of 24,000 men, and 
all males between 18 and 50 years of age are 
eligible to service. The officers wear uni- 
forros patterned after those of the French. 

Before I came dowii hére from Chicago for 


a little outing I heard that I would be eaten: 


up by wild animals and what they left of me 
the mosquitoes would devour with inhospit- 
able voracity. The wild animals will not 
attack you unless you attack them first. There 
are musquitoes here, and those pestiferous 
**jiggers,”’ but the latter have not bothered 
meat all. I wear shoes. There are fleas 
here too; I won’t deny it. So are there in 
Constantinople, but there is reason for the 
pests in both places. Here the natives allow 
their dogs and hogs the privilege of the door- 
yard—and the result of this uncleanliness is 
fleas. But the snakes that were goimg to 
poison me! 


I have ridden on mule pack, 
through all sorts of country here and Phave 


seen just two snakes. One was a “ monkey” 
snake, which was harmless. The other was 
a boa constrictor! But the boa was in one of 
the towns securely caged, and on exhibition 
as a curiosity.

BROAD BEAMS OF PROGRESS SHIN- 
ING FOR THE RACE, 


Striking Evidences of the Onward March of - 
the Colored People in Chicago—Fifteen 
Prosperous Churches Representing .the 
Religious and Social Affiliations ef the 
Race—Trained Nurses Being Provided, . 
Although the Demand Still Exceeds the 
Supply. 

One entire division of the World’s Congress 
Auxiliary of the Columbian Exposition next 
year is to be given to the ethnolezy of Africa. - 
The Dark Continent is attraciing a great deal 
of attention from scien?isias on account of its 
rare deve'opmen! avd promise for the future. 
In this cong-ess the African races will be fol- 
lc ved to their American home, and their de. 
velopment since their emancipation from 
slavery will be studied with care. The larige 
number of representatives of the Africo- 
American people in Chicago and the rapid 
strides they have made in material prosperity 
and intellectual and religious development, itis 
expected, will make an interesting purtion of 
the facts noted. 

“The negro,” says Dr. Joseph E. Roy, Dise 
trict Secretary of the Amevican Missionary 
Association, “is naturally religious, and the 
church is a center of influence with him.” 

In a population in Chicago of 14,490 there 
are fifteen churches with an aggregate mem- 
bership of 4,650. Five of these are African 
Methodist Episcopal, tnree are African Meth. . 
odist Zion, four Baptist, one Episcopal, one 
Presbyterian, and one Catholic. All except 
the Catholic own buildings of their own. 
There are about 3,000 children of school age, 
1,760 of them attending Sunday-school. There 
are also ten organized missions that are ex- 
peeted tu develop into churches, 

_The largest African-American church in the 

city is the Methodist Church which meets in 

Quinn Chape!, Wabash avenue anf Twenty- 

fourth street. It has a membership of 900 

and a Sunday school numbering 550. It has

THE PLANS OF THE ONTARIO SHIP 
RAILWAY COMPANY. 


No Doubt of the Feasibility of the Scheme 
in the Minds of Those Who Are Inter- 
ested in It—It Is Claimed That the New 
Method of Transportation Will Save 
300 Miles of Tortuous Navigation—The 
West and the Northwest to Be Greatly 
Benefited by the Project. 

At the last session of the Ontario Legisla- 
ture an act was passed incorporating the On- 
tario Ship railway company. The project of 
this company is to build a three-track railway 
from Toronto on Lake, Ontario to Culling- 
wood on Georgian Bay in Lake Huron fur the 
purpose of hauling lake vessels between those 
two points, E. L. Corthell of Chicago is the 
consulting engineer of the enterprise. He 
said to a reporter for Tuz Trrsune that there 
was no doubt about the feasibility and prac- 
ticability of the scheme if the money for it 
can be raised. The plans are substantially 


‘the same as those prepared for the ‘lehuan- 


late/ 


tepec ship railway, projected by ~ 
r. 


Capt. James B. Eads, and of 
Corthell is now the engineer. 
Simply stated the plans provide for basins 
or docks at the terminalis, which can be 
emptied ana filled at will, and where the 
vessels can be floated on and off the enormous 
car designed to transport them. On the car 
the vessels will rest securely.pn cradles. The 
‘ear itself will be drawn by sit*emgnore power- 
ful loeumotives. The accompanying illustra- 
tions will give a clearer idea of the ship rail- 
way than can be conveyed in a description. 
From Toronto to Collingwood the proposed 
route is practically a straight live, but on the 
Tehuantepec route there are several deflec- 
tions which give rise to the necessity of build- 
ing water turn-tables, it being impossible to 
haul the long car around curves, At the turn-

interestéd in the Ontario project of which he 
is one of the directors. 

The principle of a ship railway is no new 
one. It was practiced from time immemorial. 
The canoe portage isaship railway in em- 
bryo. Larger vessels have been hauled at 
various times overland. Four hundred years 
before Christ the Athenians krensported their 
galleys over the Isthmus of Corinth. Charles 
XII. of Sweden in 1718 transported some ves- 
sels fourteen miles by rolling-machines 
at the si of Frederickshall. Large 
ships are ha out of the water every day 
by means of marine railways — 

A project for a ship canal was initiated on 
the Toronto route as early as 1846, and an ex- 
amination made by Mr. Kivas Tully, civil en- 
gineer, of Toronto, In 1851 and in 1855 fur- 
ther examinations were mele under the aus- 
pices of the Board of Trade of Toronto, to be 
used at a convention of delegates from vari- 
ous Western cities. The Hurontario route at 
that convention was favarably considered, and 
Mr. Tully was appointed'to complete the sur- 
vey. here was associated with him a8 con- 
sulting engineer Col. K. B. Mason of Chicago, 
who himself examined the route in 1855. The 
survey was completed in 1858 and published 
with maps and profiles. The estimate was 
$22,170,150. The laa of the route, which 
was by way of Lake Simcoe, was 100 miles, 
with fifty locks 265 feet in_ length, 
b> feet in width, 12 feet lift, with 
12 feet on the miter sills. Almost insuperable 
difficulties in the way of excavation were found 
at the summit, where for ten miles there was 
acontinuous cutting, the greatest depth of 
which was 197 feet, and the average cutting 
ninety feet. A company was, however, in- 
corporated in 1856 for carrying out the project. 
Its charter was amended in 1865 under the 
name of the Huron and Ontario Ship Canal 
Cum pany. 

In 1881, when the late Mr. James B. Eads 
was engaged in the project of a ship railway 
across the American Isthmus in Mexico, he 
was requested by Mr. Tully, the Hon. D. 
Blain of Toronto, and others associated with 
them, to give an opinion’ as to the feasibility 
of building a ship railway between Georgian 
Bay and Lake Ontario. 
it was not only entirely practicable, but 
that the route furnished one of the 
most favorable locations for such a 
construction, as the alignment was good and 
the grades low. This opinion was given in 
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AN OCEAN STEAMER IN TRANSIT, 


table the vessel is floated, turned in accord- 
ance with the direction of connecting line, 
reloaded, and sent on its way. 

Mr. Cortheil said the completion of the 
Ontario line would save 300 miles of tortuous 
navigation through the St. Clair River, 
Lake Erie and Niagara‘Falis. It would take 
directly from Lake Huron into Lake Ontario 
traffic which now stops at Buffalo. Vessels: 
from Chicago to Duluth drawing twenty feet 
could go to Ogdensburg and down the St. 
Lawrence, nearly 200 miles farther east than 
they can go now. 

**Ten important ports on Lake Ontario and 
the whole Atlantic seaboard,’ said Mr. Cor- 
thell, “‘ would be vastly benefited, to say noth- 
ing «r the West and Northwest, because loads 
could be carried so much farther before break- 
ing bulk.”’ 

The length of the rroposed line is sixty-six 
miles through a comparatively level country, 
where no rock is encountered. Mr. Corthell’s 
estimate of the cost is $15,500,000, 

In the act incorporating the company 

David Blain of Toronto was made manager. 
Mr. Blain sailed for London July 5, after con- 
sulting several New York bankers, for the 
purpose of interesting English capitalists in 
the scheme, He was accompanied to New 
York by President Brickman of the Rochester 
Board of Trade, who S#@bsequently said the 
project was favorably received on Wall street. 
ae of the capitalists Mr. Brickman 
said: ~- 
‘They saw, as all must see, that with such 
a work completed there would be an entire 
revolution in the whole lake carrying trade, 
beneficialiy affecting Canada, the United 
The 
magnitude and importance of thc work can 
be seen at once. Of course, like all new 
enterprises, the obstacles to be overcome look 
to the unprofessional eye as formidable, if 
not insurmountable. Fortunately in this case 
the most eminent engineers, both east and 
west of the Atlantic, have pronounced the 
work entirely practicable, and these facts had 
their due weight with the gentlemen we in- 
terviewed, ”’ 

*Do you think, then, the capital will be 
forthcoming for the project?’’ % 

“T have no doubt it will. The financial 
houses in New York entertained the opinion 


1885 after three or four years of consideration 
at variaus times by Mr. Eads. 

The length of the route is sixty-six miles, 
There were to be three railway tracks of the 
standard gauge, 4 feet 84g inches, with rails 
110 pounds per lineal yard. It was intended 
to transport vessels-of 1.000 tons register, or, 
say, 2,000 tons displacement weight and 14 
feet draft. The estimated cost was $12,000,- 
000 


It is impracticable, except at great cost, to 
Wuild the railway on astraight line between the 
two points. There will necessarily be in the 
central part of the route two, and perhaps 
three, deflection tables for changing the direc- 
tion. The grades, as ascertained fr m all 
available data, will be 33 feet per mile asa 
maximum, although on the larger part of the 
‘route the grades will be 11 feet and 14 feet ner 
mile. The summit to be surmounted is 670 
feet above the mean level of Lake Ontario. 

The streets, public roads, and railroads to 
be crossed can all be easily provided for. The 
material to be moved is entirely earth, no 
rock being found on the route. The harbor 
improvemeuts at the termini will not be ex- 
pensive.

IN A SOCIAL GLASS. 


MARS TO BE A NEAR 


Next Thursday He Will Be Closer to the 
Earth Than for Fifteen Years Before— 
Since the Last Opposition the Great Lick 
Telescope Has Been Constructed, and 
Important Discoveries May Be Looked 
For—Possibility of the “Existence of 
Reasoning Beings on the Planet. 

The night of the dth of .the coming month 
of August the attention of the astronomical, 
world will be turned toward the planet Mars 
which will be in opposition on that date, and 
as this also occurs during the perihelion of 
that member of the solar system the distance 
between it and our own astronomical observ- 
ers will be reduced to about 35,500,000 miles. 
It is but once in fifteen years thatthis phe- 
nomenon happens, the planet’a distance 
ranging from 234,400,000 miles at its superior 
conjunction to an average distance of 48,600,- 
000 miles at its opposition, but.-once in that

at the Lick Observatory at the near a h 
of Mars in August, as it will be only 000 
miles from the earth at’ that time, while the 
great instrument at Mount Ham ilton, accord- 
ing to the San Francisco Chronicle, will bring 
the planet within one-hundredth part of that 
space, or say 35,000 miles. . 

Is it unreasonable, therefore, to assume that 
some great and momentous discovery may be 
expected from an instrument so far exceeding 
any that ever turned its aperture upon a tele- 
scopic object before? If these anticipations 
are realized the Lick telescope will confer an 
imperishable fame upon itself, and the hopes 
of the founder will be fully justified. 

» It will be remembered gg last op- 
position, whieh occurred in 1877, the lens of 
the new Washington equatorial with an aper- 
ture of only twenty-six inches vas turned 
upon Mars, with a result that astonished as- 
tronomers throughout the world. It was upon 
the 1lth of August of that year when Prof. 
Hall turned the great telescope upon the 
planet and obseryed~for the first time one lit- 
tle satellite and on four nights afterward 
another. One of strangers was, only 
seven miles in diameter and the other but five 
miles, and they revolve at distances from the 
main plant of 14,600 and 5,850 miles respect- 
ively. The discovery of these twin satellites 
of Mars created the greatest excitement among 
astronomiers. Prof. Hall received the gold medal 
awarded to the greatest astronomical discov-

period these last figures are reduced by about | 


13,000,000 miles owing to the eccentricity of 
the orbit of the ruddy planet, and it will thus 
be upon the 5th of August next that the earth 
and Mars will approach so closely. This is 
‘what gives the event its profound signifi- 
cance, and explains why it is|that the ex- 
pectations of astronomers throughout the 
world are raised to 80 exalted a pitch. At 
the last opposition of Mars the largest instru- 
ment directed towards its surface was the 
then new twenty-six-inch equatorial at Wash- 
ington, and the results then were so surprising 
and unanticipated that the astronomers were 
completely bewilder@i. Now instead of the 
comparatively inferior instrument at Wash. 
ington we have the great Lick telescope, which 
is larger by ten inches and is also proportion. 
ately of far greater power. If, therefore, the 
discoveries of the smaller telescope were so 
great how much vaster results, it is antici- 
pated, have we the right to expect when the 
thirty-six-inch object glass of the Lick tele- 


scope is turned upon an ubject so favorably ® 


situated for observation as Mars will be on 
this particular occasion. Marsisa prehistoric 
planet, and has been a most important object 
to astronomers from the genesis of that 
science, 

It is one of the “wanderers” on which 
the Chaldaic astronomers gazed, and its 
blood-red color caused it to be named after 
the god of war. Its position in the heavens 
and its varying brilliancy enhanced the mys- 
tery with which it had ever been associated in 
the minds of the ancient wise men, and the 
signs and portents drawn from its changing 
position or appearanee have been the occasion 
of vast and direful consequences to whole na- 
tions and peoples. 

With the edvent of the telescope the interest 
in the martial planet in no way decreased. 
The mythical properties ascribed to the planet, 
of course, disappeared and the causes of its 
eccentric motions were explained, but it has 
ever beer. considered one of the most inter- 
esting Of celestial objects, and has been the 
subject of profound observation and calcula- 
tion by the greatest of all astron »mers. 

Of the heaventy bodies, therefore, and only 
excepting our own satellite, the planet Mars 
ie better known than any other.’ Its mean 
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distance from the sun is 141,500,000 miles. Its 
light and heat, derived from the sun, are about 
one-half that received by the earth. Its year 
lasts through 686 98-100 of our days, while. its 
days comprise 24 hours 37 minutes 22.7 sec- 
onds of our time. Its diameter is a little less 
than 4,200 miles. But these facts have been 
determined for scores of years and are no 
longer an essential part or parcel of the mys- 
tery associated with it, and which it is hoped 
to partially, if not completely, solve at’ the 
coming opposition in August. 

** Is Mars inhabited?” has been the supreme 
question asked about the planet ever since in- 
vestigation has discovered some new and stu- 
pendous facts which analogously indicate a 
condition which seems to fit it for human hab- 
itation equally with our earth. The determi- 
nation of that vital question opens up such a 
field for conjecture that the mind shrinks 
from even an approach to the subject. It isa 
question too great for contemplation, and yet 
there are many reasous that ate perfectly 
plausible and reasonable that make the habi- 
tation of our sister planet an almost possible 
certainty. 

_ Camille Flammarion, in one of his fascinat- 
ing essays onthe subject, not only argues as 
to the absolute certainty of such @ proposition, 
but even goes so far as to suggest that the in- 
habitants of Mars are ootnall attem pting to 
‘signal theearth by the creation of certain 
angular figures on some of their great plains 
and which, it is claimed, have been observed 


and remarked by earthly — If 


there are people in Mars, Flammarion ar- 
gues, they are far advanced in the arts and 
sciences, and in physical proportions of neces- 
sity must greatly exceed those of our own 
pianet.

istrust. All text-books on astronomy up to 
the year 1877 gave it asa dictum thoroughly 
established that ‘“Mars has no moons,”’ and 
the poet who wrote about *“*the snowy poles 
of moonless Mars”’ had to alter his lines. But 
this startling discovery had its effect, and for 
a long time afterward it was hard to find an 
astronomer who was not ready to. con- 
code that there were some things that 
were never dreamed of in his philosophy. 
Aside from possible discoveries which may or 
may not establish the probability of Mara _ be- 
ing peopled there are other matters pertaining 
to the planet of vast interest to scientists, 
upon which the great instrument at Mount 


Hamulton may and probably will throw some | 


light. One of these is ‘the existence and iden- 
tity of Schiaparelli’s canals, which that as- 
tronomer observed and mapped in 1877, the 
year in which the satellites were first discov- 
ered, and when the planet was under especial- 
ly favorable conditions for observation. 
Schiaparelli claimed to have discovered a se- 
ries of straight canals existing in a perfect 
network and connecting the larger bodies of 
supposed waters. His observations were par- 
tially confirmed by others, and it will remain 
for coming observers to either establish or de- 
— that theory. 

The ruddy anew of Mars is still unac- 
counted for. y some astronomers it is ex- 
plained by a theory of profound and dense 
atmosphere heavily +ladén with moisture, 
which gives the same effect as we observe dur- 
ing a brilliant sunset, but this is, disputed by 
others whu ask to have explained the differing 
tints which Mars presents when viewed tele- 
scopically. Parts of the surface then appear 
to be of a light greenish tint corresponding 
with the color of the sea, while the land sur- 
face is of a brilliant mtuddy hue, indicati 
that a vegetation on that planet may be of 
that-eolor in place df green, as with us. 

_ Flammarion, Proctor, and other popular 
‘writers on astronomical gubjects embrace the 
theory of the habitation of.Mars with enthusi- 
asm if not without qualification. They recite 
the analogy existing in almost every condi- 
tion for the support of animal life upon the 
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VIEW OF MARS. 


two planets and argue that nature, which 
abhors waste, would hardly create and sup- 
port a planet apparently well fitted for the 
abode of animated beings without supply ng 
These writers dwell with rapture 
upon the idea of animated worlds and reject 
as improbable that the myriads of worlds 
which even unaided vision can detect were 
created only for the gratification of those 
earthly eyes who occupy one of tne smallest 
of the terrestrial creations. 

These are somne of the questions which the 
ae Lick telescope may assist in angwer ing. 
t is not too much to hope that some dis- 
covery nay be -ahnounced that will confer 
upon that enormous instrument some of the 
renown which the one at Washington ac. 
quired by its remarkable discovery fifteen 
years ago. The world of science is hoping 
forit and will look longingly toward Caii- 
fornia until the planet Mars has-again speeded 
on its long journey into apace to be absent 
for another fifteen years before it returns to 
as favorable conditions again.

A Few Seconds Mére of Life Might Have 
Changed the Destination of $1,000,000. 
Clinton Couner: Since the death of Prof. 

Theodoré W. Dwight there has been consider- 

able discussion in certain quarters as to the 

provisions of his will, pt was assumed that 
of course such a shrewd lawyer and careful 
business man must surely have made a will. 

When it was apparent that his illness was 
approaching a fatal termination he was re- 
minded by his physician that if would be the 
part of wisdom to attend to the disposition of 
his temporal affairs without further delay, and 
when Prof. Dwight expressed adesire to make‘ 
his will, his old friend and neighbor, Judge 
Seymour, was called in to frame the docu- 
ment, which he did at the dictation of Prof. 
Dwight, whose mind was evidently as clear as 
it ever was. His niece, Miss Sophie Dwight, 
and his physician, Dr. Peck, were present as 
attesting witnesses. 

After the will nad been framed it was taken 
to an adjoining room tobe copicd before re- 
‘ceiving the signature. Although the work of 
copying occupied but a few moments, the dy- 
ing inan was seen to be failing very rapidly 
and although a pen was placed in his hand and 
assistance given he was,able to but partially 
complete his signature when he lapsed into a 
comatdse state and die@ ina few moments. 
When asked the customary questior, which is 
legally required, if he acknowledged the paper 
to be his last will and testament, his lips 
moved slightly, but no articulated word could 
be distinguished, and a moment later he was 
pronounced dead. Although so nearly exe- 
cuted, and so evidently expressing his wishes, 
the will is declared invalid, and its provisions | 
can only be carried out by the acquiescence of 
all the heirs. x be , 

The document was very bref, as if the dying \ 
man fully realized that his end was close at 
hand. Besides bequeathing $50,000 to his 
daughter, Mcs. Dr. Partridge, and. a smaller 
amnount to her infant son, when he'should be- 
come of age, the balance of the property, both 


Mrs. Partridge, who resides at Cornwall-on- 
the-Hudson, is the only child, and has been a 
helpless invalid, suffering from nervous prfos- 
tration for nearly a year. It is said that she 
does not yet know of her father’s death, as it 
is feared the shock might prove disastrous. 
Until stich time as her health will ad:it it is 
understood that nothing can-be done toward 
the settlement of.the estate, which 1s in the 
hands of Mrs. Dwight’s brother, Dwight H. 
Olmstead of New York. 
~The value of Prof. Dwight’s estate will prob- 
ably never be publicly known. Even the fam- 
ily, it is sfid, have no idea of the size of the 
property, as the deceased was very reticent 
about such matters in his home. Those who 
appear to be in a position where they should 
be capable of forming‘ an_ opinion claim that 
Prof. Dwight’s estate will not fail below 
$1,000,000, and some put it largely in excess of 
that amount. Others who are close to the 
family think it much less.. | 
It is known that for nearly twenty years 
Prof. .Dwight’s income from his teaching and 
writings: ranged from $25,000 to 340,000 per 
year. It afterward dropped to $15,000 per 
-yéar, and at the time of his death his salary 
as emeritus professor in Columbia College was 
$7,500, All this was in addition to his legal 
practice, from which he is said to have de- 
rived a large income, his fees in single cases, 
as referee or counsel, at times amounting to 
as much as $100,000, if we are correctly in- 
formed. When Prof. Dwight’s style of living 
is considered it will readily be seen that it was 
quite possible for hiin, to have amassed a

ONE OF BRICE’S ENTERPRISES FAILS. 


Collapse of a Newspaper That Was Run by 
One of His Proteges. 

The Evening Post of Columbus, O., has 
been placed in the hands of a receiver as a re- 
sult of a financial crisis that has impended 
for several months. The slight sensation of 
closing a stormy career has caused an inter- 
est that has been dormant since the Brice 
Senatorial contest, and those who incline to 
speculate on the conditions Wonder why Mr. 
Brice has not contributed to the nutritious 
pabulum with which newspapers must be fed. 

About fifteen months ago Charles Q. Davis, 
a protégé of Mr. Brice, and so warm an ad 
mirer that he was employed in a business or 
political capacity to look after the Senator's 
interests South, purchased.a controlling inter- 
est in the joint company owning the Post 
plant. Hs energy and capacity, backed by 
the ducats of the Senator, were expected to 
nuturé the plant into a very oak, but for some 
unknown reason the Senator has abandoned 
both his protéyé and his enterprise. 

It was represented to Mr. Davis that the 
Post was about even with itself when he as- 
sumed the management, and his hopes were 
above par until he had made an exhaustive 
exarnination of the books, when he found that 
it was losing $1,000a month. He decided that 
a public declaration of its financial condition 
would greatly injure the credit and prospects 
of the paper, which is the one Democratic 
paper in this Democratic city, county, and 
Ccngressional district of any consequence. 
After fifteen months, during which he has 
lost the hard earnings of a reportorial appren- 
ticeship, he was so hard pressed that a trifling 
incident compelled him to go into voluntary 
liquidation. 

Last Saturday evening Mr. Davis was un- 
able to pay the printers whom he owed asmall 
amount. Aftera partial settlement he re- 
quested them to wait aday or two. Monday 
morning the Typographical Union met and re- 
scoived that he must pay the balance by & 
o’clock Tuesday morning or the printers 
would go out. The crisis was reached, espe- 
cially as the company had a mortgage debt of 
$6,000 to meet in a day or two. The paper 


‘came out that evening with no editorial hint 


of its approaching dissolution, but the receiv- 
er was appointed shortly afterward. 

Mr. Davis makes angry charges against the 
management that inveigied him into the pur- 
chase, and threatens criminal proceedings. He 
was such an ardent Democrat of the Brice 
variety, and his paper was so devoted to the 
Senator’s interests, that he became a close per- 
sonal and political friend, and was in the fre- 
quent counsels of the Brice faction. It was 
generally understood that Mr, Brice was be- 
hind the Post; but thesudden and indifferently 
explained collapse has indicated aretreat. It is 
a peculiar fact that in a district largely Demo- 
cratic a paper of that faith has never succeed- 
ed here, although the inability to secure a 

ress franchise has operated against success. 
Vhen the Western Association press troubles 
were on the Post had a cenditional offer of the 
franchise under consideration, but the settle- 
ment disturbed the prospects. It is believed 
that the plant will pay ovt, and that the paper 
will continue after a few days’ suspension un- 
der the management of F. J. Wendell of the 
Daily Press, who has been negotiating for the 
purchase for some time, 

Mr. Davis clairos to have sunk $21,000, tak- 
ing his stock at par, but the profits of the con- 
cern were devoted to the partial payment of 
debts that kept changing shapes without grow- 
ing less. Mr. Brice has not been communi- 
cated with, and if 18 not known yet whether 


he will come to thé relief of his protégé..

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MIRROR OF THE TURF. 


THE SPORT OF KINGS AS IT IS To- 
DAY IN OLD ENGLAND, 


‘ 
Racing Has Become, According to Louis 
Henry Curzon, a Business of the Most 
Sordid Kind—Tipsters of Yore and Their 
Peculiar Methods—A \Woman as a Suc- 
cessful Tout—Enormous Extent of the 
Betting Mania in England — Millions 
Risked Annually—Luck for the Jockeys. 


New York, July 28.—[Special Correspond- 
ence.|—No wonder that horse-racing is called 
England’s “great national sport.’’ Besides 
whole libraries which have been written on 
the subject for and by Englishmen, there are 
at the present time three daily journals as well 
as a dozen weekly papers exclusively devoted 
to what has been called “the great game,” 
and other sports. In addition to these the 
daily newspapers contain full accounts of the 
race meetings, and also publish weekly com- 
mentaries on the sport at considerable 
length. The latest addition to the literature 
of the turf is cailed “‘A Mirror of the Turf, or 
the Machinery «of Horse-Racing Revealed, 
Showing the Sport of Kings as It Is Today.” 
The author is Louis Henry Curzon, and the 
publishers Chapman & Hall of London. Mr. 
Cufzon treats at length of the dark 
side of _ horse-racing, and has a 
great deal to say about the frauds and 
chicaneries of the turf. He explains as his 
reason for this that racing has unfortunately 
become a business of the most sordid kind. 
The majority of men engaged in the **sport”’ 
run their horses only as * instruments of gam- 
bling,” while not a few of them to insure 
success condescend to practices that will not 
bear the light of day. The turf gambling of 
the period, according to Mr. Curzon, has be- 
come enormous, but few outside the range of 
racing circles have hitherto had much knowl- 
edge of the iinmense amount of money which 
changes hands day by day im the various 
betting rooms, or the enormous turf clubs 
that abound in almost every city 
and large town in the king- 
dom, Just at the present time 
there is a tremendous outery in New York, 
not so much against horse-racing as against 
pool-rooms, and Mr. Curzon’s book will be 
read by those who have an opportunity to 
read it with particular interest, as it denoynces 
in strong terms and With knowledge theprac- 
tices that are going on in London and in this 
city today. 

Tipsters and Their Methods. 

After writing about the history of the turf, 
and giving a résumé of some classic races, 
Mr. Curzon gives us a chapter called “With 
the Prophets,’’ the prophets in this case being 
those persons who follow the profession of 
‘‘tipsters.”’ A point worthy of notice in con- 
nection with the advertisements of these gen- 
try isthe style now adopted in fashioning them. 
New and improved methods of com- 
municating with the public’ gre con- 
stantly being devised. “Tippipg nowadays is a 
‘business’ of innpoértence requiring large 
dealings with the telegraph; but long ago— 
say aout the close of the ‘“‘thirties,’’ and in 
the “forties”? of the present century, when 
the writer of this book became interesved in 
horse-racing, consequent on having won a few 
sovereigns by the victory of Merry Monarch 
in the Derby—tipping was very much less 
obtrusive than it is today, and was carried on 
chiefly by means of what may be called “ dis- 
guises,”’ 

The first of the prophets to whom Mr, Cur- 
zon réters were a man and a woman, both 
persons of ability, able to assume a variety 
of characters, and by doing so to carry on 
their little game indusiriously from season to 
season. There was no collusion between 
them, however, as they were in no way con- 
nected. The man, before he began work as a 
tipster, had been for several years un- 
der butler in one of the big Pall 
Mall clubs, and, having made a good. 
ly sum of money by a fortunate bet, 
gave up his butlership and opened a public 
house in a little street off Fetterlane. The 
landlord’s turf proclivities attracted turfmen 
to his house, but he himself became the victim 


-of a turf sharp, and his house was wrecked by 


an indignant mob. It was then that he set 
up as a tipster, and under the design&tion of 
‘*a retired club steward,” offered to-give all 
who pleased to forward halfacrown to his 
house in Pemberton row the name of a horse 
which would win the Derby. Some of his 
prophecies proved good and business thrived, : 
but the tide turned and his patrons fell off. 
Then he advertised under another name, as 
“late valet to asporting nobleman, who, be- 
ing in possession of several important racing 
secrets, will send the winners of Two Thousand 
Guineas and Chester Cuptoa select number of 
gentlemen on receiving a remittance of 5 shill- 
ings.’’ Once again luck was on his side, and 
he did well for a time, but at last he dropped 
completely out. The woman tipster was a 
Mrs. Merryweather, who, under various 
names, masculine and feminine, carried on a 
thriving business. ; 

Nowadays the business is carried on much 
more extensively, and without disguise. At 
the present time there are tipsters who carr 
on business in different fashion. Some ask 
for a fee that will cover a week’s work, while 
others are willing to take a percentage on 
successes. As there are a great many fools in 
the world, these tipsters make a good deal of 
money, but they seldom keep it, The pro- 
prietors of several weekly racing periodicals 
with large circulations sent out, so Mr. 
Curzon says, daily tips by telegraph, or “ pen 
nightly letters to all who will pay the re- 
quisite fee,” and, according to their own 
accounts of what they achieve, their success 
as tipsters is great. 

Extent of the Betting Mania. 

The enormous extent to which betting on 
horse-racing goes on all the year round is 
known to those only who make the matter a 
special study. It has been computed by per- 
sons who should know that not less than 5,000 
book makers are daily engaged throughout the 
United Kingdom in laying the odds against 
horses at stakes ranging from sixpence to per- 
haps, on some occasions, as much as 
£500 or even £1,000. In. one Scottish 


city there are, it has been calculated, 10@, 
bookinakers at work every day on the streets 


or in clubs or offices, doing business with 
all comers at market rates, and to stakes 
varying in amount from shillings and half- 
crowns to *‘ tenners and ponies,’’ According 
to this calculation London would have 
1,000 bookmakers. “ Here everyone bets,’ 
said a London club steward one evening to 
Mr. Curzon, whilst busy entering names for 
the annual Derby — “every one from the 
city to the West End; the cabman who 
brought you from the railway station, the 
porter who took yourhat, the man who sold 
you that copy of the special Standard, all bet, 
and in hundreds of our public houses and 
tobacconists’ shops you can find a bookmaker 
if you want him.’ 

‘**T'o affirm that a sum of from £4,000,000 to 
£5,000,000 is annually risked in bets on horse- 
races in Great Britain looks,” says Mr. 
Curzon, “like wishing to play on the credulity 
of the public, but good reasons exist for be- 
lieving that the amount named is about right, 
and under rather than over the real total 
could it be ascertained. It is still possible to 
back a horse running in a big handicap to 
win from £20,000 to £50,000.” 

There are writers on turf matters who main- 
tain that there is not now so much betting as 
there used to be, but thatcontention can only 
apply to particular races, for Mr. Curzon has 
every reason to believe that there is in reality 
five times the amount of turf speculation to- 
day that there was forty or fifty years since. 
He takes Scotland as an example. Half a 
century ago there was no person there earning 
a living by ** bookmaking’ alone. Today in 
one city there are 200. There may not be so 
many big bets as there were half a century ago, 


| but there are a great many more smaller ones, 


The great obstacie to big bets being made is 
‘‘the miserly rate of odds now offered by the 
bookmakers.” In the case of Surefoot, that 
did not win the Derby in 1890, “the odds laid 
on that horse at the start required the invest- 
ment of £90 to win £40, a luxury that only 
people with more money than brains were 
able to afford.” ; 
Many sctiemes are resorted to by the big- 
ger class of betting men to obtam informa- 
tion. Jockeys are pumped, trainers are inter- 
viewed, stablemen are bribed with the view of 
enabling the “plunger” to land a big bet or 
two at every meeting. There are men, of 
course, who would scorn to take a vulgar 


money bribe, but who do not seruple to reeeive 


acase ortwo of champagne, or a ten-galion 


cask of whisky, nor are they very apgry when

Upon one occasion, while visiting a trainmg 

establishinent, Mr. Curzon was struck wi 
the display of jewelry which adorned the per- 
son of a trainer's wife. Likely en ae 
of the wives of the owners who h orses 
in that man’s stables possessed such a valu- 
able collection of gems as she wore on her 
fingers and bosom, nor did the lady evince 

much reluctance about giving their history. 
It is the most extraordinary thing that ready 
money betting is decried in land, and an 
ee has actually been made to prove it 11- 
egal. Why betting with ready money should 
be wrong and betting on credit should be 
right is something that only a very prejudiced 
person Can be made to understand. ‘Betting 
between private friends the writer of this 
book regards as a “ horror of the “worst de- 
a ’andin that I thoroughly | agree 
im, . 


The English Jockey as He Is. 


Mr. Curzon’ has a very interesti chapter 
on jockeys. In Newmarket and me ot ae 
stables there are a ver large number of boys 
employed, one for each horse, most of whom 
are apprenticed while very young to the 
trainers, to be taught the business of a groom. 
Only a small number of these boys develo 
however, into passable jockeys, and fewer still 
into what may be termed gréat horsemen. 
Many of the lads grow so rapidly that they 
socn become useless in the racing saddie, but 
as there are more than 1,000 stable boys and 
only, perhaps, twenty jockeys of repute, it is 
obvious that the prizes, as in other profes- 
81008, are few, and the blanks many. 

These stable lads are taught their business 
with much care and in every respect are well 
looked after. _ They are taken to church every 
Sunday, and in some training establishments 
there is Sabbath-school and other teaching as 
well. One trainer, a remarkable man in his 
calling, not satisfied with two visits to church 
for his lads, invariably read to them at night 
one of Biair’s sermons. If one of the boys 
was 60 unlucky as to fall asleep he was at 
once brought to a sense of his iniquity by a 
touch or two from a long whip which his 
master kept beside him ready for use. Disci- 
pline is strictly observed in a racing stable, 
but, as a rule, the lads are humanely treated. 

A successful jockey 1s petted like a prima 
donna and madea companion by sporting 
Lords. His movements are chronicled as 
carefully as those of a Prince of the royal 
blood. His photographs are _in constant de 
mand. He is surrounded by @ host of para- 
sites; his ‘“‘mounts” are “backed till they 
are quoted at the shortest odds;’’ his opini-a 
of the animal he rides is anxiously asked for 
by owner and trainer, while the “rag reg- 
iment of gamblers who pin their faith to his 
horse ”’ are pleased with a smile even from his 
valet. Sporting journals publish his portrait 
and garnish their ns with criticisms of 
his riding and anecdbtes of his career; his 
bon-mots are circulated gs witticiains, and his 
clothes are imitated by the vulgar. 


A Profitable Calling. 


Moreover, .he earns.a larger income than a 
Prime Minister, his services beng intrigued 
and paid fur with a powér of diplomacy and 
at a rate of remuneration only known “ on the 
turf.”’ The fees won by a successful jockey 
form the least portion of his income, as 
presents given him by owners of horses and 
numerous “admirers,”’ in the shape of bet- 
tors who have backed his mounts, are -fre- 
quent and valuable. Gold watches, diamond 
rings, and breast pins set with rubies, riding 
n@rses, dog carts, and yachts, as well as suits - 
of clothes, new hats, boxes of cigars, and 
cases of champagne, {all to the lot of fortu- 
nate jockeys who win important races.: 
Money gifts to successful jockeys are now, 
however, the order of the day, and are often 
of great.magnitude. It it well known, for 
instance, in turf circles, that the jockey 
who rode * ebery,’’ the winner of the 
Czarowitz ‘at Newmarket was presented 
by the owner of that horse with a check for 
£1,000, The jockey who .rode the winner of a 
sensationai Derby was presented by the owner 
of the winning horse, ** Hermit,” with a sum 
of £3,000. The policy of paying large sums 
to jockeys has frequently been discussed. The 
interests at stake, however, since the horse 
became the instrument of gambling it now is, 
are 8o gigantic as to render it imperative that 
jockeys be placed beyond temptation. The 
t: tal value of the stakes which were contested 
during the year 1890 amounted to consider- 

£446,000, not to speak 

sums dependent on wagers, 

which were probably ten times that 

amount. Racehorses are frequently backed 

to win sums of from £1,000 to £100,000. The 

horse called Hermit, which was victorious in 

the sensational Derby already referred. to, 

won for his owner £100,000, so that he could 

weil afford to pay his jockey £3,000 as a festi- 
monial of his gratitude. 

After reading these facts gnd figures one is 
left to reflect on the peculiar division of spoils 
which brings the jockey not only higher pecu- 
niary rewards than literature ever brings to 
its profeasors, tut even higher than falls to 
the lot of the Prime Minister of so rich and 
great a country as Great Britain.

touch noses. Mowing three times they request 
permission to say something, and this being 
granted they express their thanks for the priv- 
ilege and again bowthrice. They then pro- 
duce a large bottle of Russian wine, which they 
have brought with them, and fill glasses of it 
for the parents of the young lady, who, 
before drinking, make tlivee bows, and with 
three fingers touch their foreheads, shoulders, 
and chests threetimes. After having partaken 
of the wine also the visitore return thanks for 
the courtesy shown them, which in reality ex’ 
presses the acceptance of the young'man by 
the girl’s family. A refusal on their part 
drink would indicate that he was not acceptity 
ble to ther as @ son- in-law. 

“This concludes the ceremony of the first 
day. On the next morning a feast is spread 
in the house occupied by the young man, to 
which the girl’s relative 8 are invited by dele- 


gations of the groom’s friends, who cail upon, 


them three times, each time extending an in- 
vitation and receivingthanks for the courtesy. 
The relatives of the bride that is to be all re- 


pair to the feast except the girl, who re-° 


tains sitting and crying in a_ corner 


of her paternal dwelling while the 
banquet lasts. After _mumerous bowings 
and exchanges of ‘ nose-kisses’ the guests 
are given the places of honor, the men occu-, 
pying one side of the table and the women the 
other, while the parents of the young man 
‘stand at the door.

Kansas City Journal: rs. Lease would 
be a very handsome woman if she didn’t have 
to wear skirts. This is not. said disrgspect- 
fully, nor uttered to provoke alaugh. It isa 
tact that skirts hang about as awkwardly on 
Mrs, - as they would on her husband. 
This is partieularly. true of her on the plat- 
form, where a great deaf of the force of 
her oratory is lost because one only 
sees the. hands ~- gesticulating and in- 
stinctively misses the codrdinate mo- 
tion of the -lower limbs. Oratory 
does not consist alone in words; the whole of 
a human body 1s required to trauslate thought 
literally, and when, therefore, one-half of the 
body is inclosed in a high board fence the 
communication between the speaker and the 
hearer is necessarily somew hat imperfect. 
But nevertheless Mrs. Lease is a wonderful 
and a forcible talker. She has a great power 
and she has used it to make history, and 
is, .therefore, one of the’ foremost 
women of her century Even those who 
use her to make jokes about (and we all dv 
in the newspapers) acknowledge this.
